The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  Opera  Theatre 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of 
Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department.  Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  the  department  is 
composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  28,  all  of  whom  currently  study  on  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships. 

Unique  among  major  United  States  conservatories,  Curtis  accepts  a  limited 
number  of  singers  from  all  over  the  world  into  the  Vocal  Studies  program,  which 
can  lead  to  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree,  a  Master  of  Music  degree  in  Opera  or  a 
Professional  Studies  Certificate  in  Opera.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies 
Department  is  intentionally  kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for 
all  of  its  students.  With  equal  emphasis  on  musical  and  dramatic  values,  the 
program  includes  weekly  classes  in  movement,  repertoire,  make-up  and  foreign 
language  diction,  as  well  as  performance  seminars  given  by  Mr.  Eliasen.  Each 
student  also  receives  a  minimum  of  three  hours  per  week  of  individual  coaching 
with  members  of  the  coaching  faculty. 

Since  the  founding  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  over  40  alumni  have 
gone  on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  beginning  with  Louise  Lerch  in 
1926  and  Rose  Bampton  in  1932,  and  continuing  the  tradition  in  more  recent 
years  with  Judith  Blegen,  Katherine  Ciesinski,  Vinson  Cole,  Charlotte  Hellekant, 
Anna  Motto,  John  Relyea,  Gianna  Rolandi,  Michael  Schade,  Kevin  Short  and 
Benita  Valente.  In  addition,  Curtis  graduates  have  also  performed  leading  roles 
with  major  opera  companies  throughout  the  world,  including  La  Scala,  Co  vent 
Garden,  Vienna  Staatsoper,  San  Francisco  Opera  and  Houston  Grand  Opera.

Mikael  Eliasen 

Head,  Vocal  Studies  Department 

For  10  years,  from  1984  to  1994,  Mr.  Eliasen  served  as 
the  artistic  director  of  the  European  Center  for  Opera 
and  Vocal  Art  (E.C.O.V.)  in  Ghent,  Belgium.  After 
many  years  as  guest  artist  with  the  Merola  Program  of 
the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center,  he  was  appointed  its 
music  director  from  1994  to  1996.  In  addition  to  his 
position  at  Curtis,  Mr.  Eliasen  is  currently  artistic  direc- 
tor of  the  Young  Artist  Program  at  the  New  Israel 
Opera.  He  has  given  numerous  master  classes  around 
the  world,  including  at  the  Shanghai  Conservatory  of  Music  in  China,  the 
Tchaikovsky  Conservatory  in  Moscow,  the  Jerusalem  Music  Center  in  Israel, 
the  National  Opera  of  Prague  and  the  National  University  of  Seoul.  Mr.  Eliasen 
is  a  regular  guest  at  the  Opera  Academy  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  his  native 
country,  as  well  as  at  the  International  Opera  Studio  of  the  Netherlands  in 
Amsterdam.  For  the  past  10  summers  he  has  taught  in  the  Chautauqua 
Institution  Summer  Voice  Program.  Mr.  Eliasen  has  also  given  classes  for  the 
Young  Artist  Development  Program  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera  in  New  York  and 
the  Houston  Grand  Opera  Young  Artist  Program.  In  addition,  as  a  pianist  he  has 
collaborated  with  numerous  singers  in  recital,  including  Robert  Merrill,  Tom 
Krause,  Theodor  Uppman,  John  Shirley-Quirk,  Elly  Ameling,  Edith  Mathis, 
Florence  Quivar,  Sarah  Walker  and  Joan  Patenaude-Yarnell.  He  has  participated 
in  many  summer  festivals,  such  as  the  Blossom  Festival,  the  Wexford  Festival  in 
Ireland,  the  Schwetzinger  Festival  in  Germany,  the  Corinthian  Summer  Festival 
in  Austria  and  the  European  Music  Festival  in  Stuttgart,  Germany.  He  has  made 
numerous  recordings  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation,  Hilversum 
Radio  in  the  Netherlands,  Polish  State  Radio,  Kol-Israel  and  Irish  Radio  and 
Television  and  can  be  heard  on  the  London  Records,  MHS  and  Supraphon 
labels.  Mr.  Eliasen  received  his  early  music  training  in  Denmark  and  continued 
his  musical  studies  in  Montreal,  Canada.  Following  four  years  of  study  in  Vienna 
with  the  legendary  piano  teacher  Dieter  Weber,  he  moved  to  the  United  States. 
Mr.  Eliasen  joined  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  faculty  in  1986.

In  addition  to  her  position  at  Curtis,  Ms.  Orlando  is  a 
voice  coach  at  the  Academy  of  Vocal  Arts  in 
Philadelphia.  Music  staff  positions  with  the  Washington 
Opera,  Michigan  Opera  Theater  and  Wolf  Trap  Opera 
have  recently  been  added  to  those  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera,  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh 
Opera,  American  Institute  of  Music  Studies  in  Graz, 
European  Center  for  Opera  and  Vocal  Art  in  Belgium, 
the  Merola  Program  at  the  San  Francisco  Opera  and 
the  Festival  dei  due  mondi  in  Spoleto,  Italy,  and  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  In 
addition,  Ms.  Orlando  has  collaborated  with  renowned  tenor  Luciano  Pavarotti 
since  1980  as  judge,  accompanist  and  music  coordinator  for  all  of  the  Luciano 
Pavarotti  International  Voice  Competitions.  She  has  also  served  as  guest  judge  for 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  National  Council  auditions.  Ms.  Orlando  began  her 
studies  at  the  Settlement  Music  School  in  Philadelphia  and  later  continued  at  the 
Eastman  School  of  Music.  She  earned  a  Master  of  Music  degree  in  piano  perfor- 
mance at  Temple  University  and  performs  frequently  as  an  accompanist  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad.  Ms.  Orlando  has  collaborated  with  such  international- 
ly recognized  artists  as  tenor  Marcello  Giordani  and  sopranos  Alessandra  Marc 
and  Kallen  Esperian.  In  1998  she  made  her  debut  at  the  Theatre  du  Chatelet  in 
Paris  with  bass  Eric  Owens  (Opera  '95)  and  has  accompanied  numerous  other 
rising  young  artists,  including  sopranos  Indra  Thomas  and  Cassandra  Riddle, 
baritone  Luis  Ledesma  and  tenor  Tracey  Welborn  (Opera  '91).  Recently,  she 
accompanied  the  highly  successful  Four  Tenors  Concert  in  Philadelphia.  She  has 
also  been  seen  on  such  live  television  programs  as  Good  Morning  America,  Live 
with  Regis  and  Kathie  Lee  and  Live  by  Request  on  the  Arts  &  Entertainment 
network.  Ms.  Orlando  joined  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  faculty  in  1986.

Ms.  Nowicki  has  served  as  coach,  assistant  chorus  mas- 
ter and  continuo  performer  for  organizations  including 
the  Philadelphia  Singers,  Opera  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Opera  Festival  of  New  Jersey  and  the 
Philadelphia  Classical  Symphony,  and  has  served  as 
adjudicator  for  vocal,  choral  and  piano  competitions. 
Ms.  Nowicki  has  performed  throughout  the  United 
States  on  piano,  fortepiano  and  harpsichord,  as  soloist 
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and  in  collaboration  with  singers  and  instrumentalists,  and  has  toured  for 
Community  Concerts  under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  Artists  Management,  Inc. 
She  performs  in  recital  with  Philadelphia  Orchestra  members  and  with  the 
Network  for  New  Music,  and  has  recorded  contemporary  music  for  the  Albany, 
Capstone,  De  Haske  and  North-South  labels.  The  season  before  last,  for  the 
Curtis  Opera  Theatre,  Ms.  Nowicki  served  as  music  director  for  the  U.S.  pre- 
miere of  Impressions  de  Pelleas.  Ms.  Nowicki  joined  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
faculty  in  1987. 


Donald  St.  Pierre 

Opera  and  Voice  Coach 


Mr.  St.  Pierre  was  associated  with  Skylight  Opera 
Theater  as  music  director  from  1978  to  1990.  He  con- 
ducted more  than  50  productions  there,  which  ranged 
from  The  Coronation  of  Poppea  to  Mario  and  the  Magician 
(U.S.  premiere).  For  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre, 
Mr.  St.  Pierre  was  the  musical  director/conductor  for  the 
1993  production  of  The  Coronation  of  Poppea  and  Dido 
and  Aeneas,  among  others.  As  recital  accompanist,  he 
has  appeared  at  such  venues  as  New  York's  Lincoln

the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre.  He  will  also  sing  the  role  of  Papageno  in  the  intern 
cast  of  the  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia's  production  of  Die  Zauberflote. 
Mr.  Young  previously  sang  the  roles  of  Masetto  in  Don  Giovanni,  Golaud  in  the 
U.S.  premiere  of  Impressions  de  Pelleas  and  the  Premier  Officier  in  Dialogues  des 
Carmelites  for  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre.  Raised  in  Michigan,  Mr.  Young  attend- 
ed the  Interlochen  Arts  Academy,  where  he  studied  composition  and  voice. 
Mr.  Young  has  also  appeared  in  concert  with  the  Concerto  Soloists  of 
Philadelphia,  conducted  by  Ignat  Solzhenitsyn  (Piano  &  Conducting  '95), 
and  performed  the  Bach  Cantata  No.  140,  Wachet  auf,  ruft  uns  die  Stimme, 
with  Itzhak  Perlman.

Dear  Friends, 

This  is  a  very  special  month  indeed  at  Carnegie  Hall.  We  are  all 
delighted  to  celebrate  two  great  milestones  in  the  life  and  work  of  Isaac 
Stern — his  80th  birthday  and  the  40th  anniversary  of  his  leadership  as 
President  of  Carnegie  Hall. 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to  imagine  Carnegie  Hall  without  Isaac  Stern.

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About  Carnegie  Hall 

The  great  steel  magnate  Andrew  Carnegie  (1835-1919)  created  an  enduring 
legacy  that  continues  today  in  the  form  of  the  many  institutions  and  causes  he 
supported,  ranging  from  public  libraries,  education,  and  scientific  research  to 
world  peace.  The  "Music  Hall  founded  by  Andrew  Carnegie"  opened  on  May  5,  1891, 
with  a  concert  featuring  the  American  debut  of  Peter  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky,  and  was  at 
once  heralded  as  a  triumph  for  music  and  architecture.  Designed  by  William  B.Tuthill, 
the  building  originally  contained  three  auditoriums,  but  quickly  became  known  simply 
as  "Carnegie  Hall"  in  recognition  of  the  great  industrialist,  whose  second  career  in  char- 
itable work  set  a  new  standard  in  philanthropy. 

By  the  late  1950s,  Carnegie  Hall  was  slated  for  demolition,  to  be  replaced  by  a  sky- 
scraper office  tower.  In  1960,  a  coalition  of  artists  and  community  leaders  convinced  the 
City  of  New  York  to  purchase  the  building,  which  was  placed  under  the  oversight  of  a 
newly  chartered  nonprofit,  the  Carnegie  Hall  Corporation.  In  1964,  the  Hall  was  desig- 
nated a  National  Historic  Landmark. 

On  January  28,  1997,  the  main  hall  of  Carnegie  Hall  was  dedicated  as  the  Isaac 
Stern  Auditorium  in  honor  of  the  man  who  led  the  fight  to  save  Carnegie  Hall. 
Since  1960,  Isaac  Stern  has  served  as  the  President  of  the  Carnegie  Hall  Corpora- 
tion. His  commitment  to  Carnegie  Hall,  and  the  tradition  of  excellence  it  exemplifies, 
have  inspired  the  many  friends  and  partners  who  have  helped  refurbish  the  landmark 
building  and  ensure  its  continued  vitality. 

Carnegie  Hall  s  most  intimate  auditorium  was  originally  named  the  Chamber  Music 
Hall,  and  became  known  as  Carnegie  Recital  Hall.  In  1985,  it  was  named,  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  long-standing  generosity  and  support  of  current  Carnegie  Hall  Chairman 
Sanford  I.Weill  and  his  wife,  as  the  Joan  and  Sanford  I.  Weill  Recital  Hall  at  Carnegie 
Hall. 

The  very  first  concert  at  Carnegie  Hall  took  place  on  April  4,  1891,  in  a  hall  in  the 
lower  level  of  the  building.  This  medium-size  auditorium  served  various  purposes  in  its 
first  century,  and  was  known  as  the  Carnegie  Lyceum  and  then  as  the  Carnegie  Hall 
Cinema.  In  the  spring  of  2002,  this  oldest  of  the  three  theaters  will  reopen  as  the  newest 
performance  space,  and  will  be  named,  in  recognition  of  the  generous  support  of  trustee 
Arthur  Zankel  and  his  wife,  as  the  Judy  and  Arthur  Zankel  Hall  at  Carnegie  Hall. 
The  creation  of  this  new  hall  was  inspired  in  large  part  by  Judith  Arron, 
who  was  artistic  director  of  Carnegie  Hall  beginning  in  1986,  and 
executive  director  from  1988  until  her  death  in  1998.  Her  dedica- 
tion to  the  future  of  artists  and  audiences  led  Carnegie  Hall  to 
redevelop  this  space  in  service  to  music  and  education.  Thanks  to 
the  generosity  of  Joan  and  Sanford  I.Weill,  the  auditorium  of  the 
Judy  and  Arthur  Zankel  Hall  will  bear  the  name  Judith  Arron 
Auditorium  in  her  memory. 

Together,  the  restoration  and  refurbishment  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
performance  venues  will  return  this  landmark  building  to  its  orig- 
inal concept  of  three  concert  halls  under  one  roof,  enabling 
Carnegie  Hall  to  expand  its  concert  and  education  programming 
into  the  21st  century.  ^ 
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For  the  Sheer  Joy  of  Music

Ten  years  ago  in  the  fall  of  1990,  an 
extraordinary  young  Russian  pianist 
just  shy  of  20  years  old  gave  his 
North  American  debut  recital  at 
Carnegie  Hall  at  the  beginning  of  its 
Centennial  season.

A  Carnegie  Hall  Celebration — marking  not  only  Isaac  Stern's  80th  birthday 
but  also  his  40th  year  as  President  of  Carnegie  Hall.

Their  most  effective  weapon  has 
been  the  stirring  power  of  beautiful  music,  so  compelling  in  its  ability  to  reveal 
the  better  side  of  human  nature.  How  fitting  that  their  anthem  should  echo 
throughout  the  acoustical  marvel  of  Carnegie  Hall's  main  hall,  now  appropri- 
ately named  for  their  champion,  Isaac  Stern! 

Of  course,  the  victory  of  even  the  most  righteous  army  depends  in  no  small 
part  on  a  war  chest,  and  for  this  Isaac  Stern  deserves  the  designation  of  Com- 
mander in  Chief!  Those  of  us  so  privileged  to  serve  on  the  Carnegie  Hall  Board 
of  Trustees  can  attest  to  the  excellence  of  Isaac's  bow  arm  and  his  accurate  aim. 
While  concertgoers  often  quote  the  phrase  "leaving  no  tone  un-Sterned,"  donors 
are  more  likely  to  hear  "leaving  no  note  un-Sterned." 

I  want  to  extend  a  hand,  in  particular,  to  Wally  Scheuer,  whose  personal  gen- 
erosity has  made  Isaac  Stern  at  80:  A  Carnegie  Hall  Celebration  possible,  and  to 
the  entire  Board  of  Trustees,  which  has  so  willingly  stepped  into  the  front  lines 
of  fundraising  on  behalf  of  Carnegie  Hall. 

For  all  of  us  in  the  trenches,  we  take  great  comfort  in  knowing  that  we  are 
fighting  for  the  best  of  causes — the  future  generations  of  young  people  and  the 
nourishment  of  their  heart  and  soul  through  great  art.  For  keeping  music  educa- 
tion at  the  center  of  Carnegie  Hall's  vision  for  a  promising  tomorrow,  Isaac  Stern 
deserves  an  old-fashioned  Wall  Street  ticker-tape  parade! 

Please  join  us  this  month  in  saluting  Isaac  Stern  and  celebrating  the  future 
of  Carnegie  Hall.

Notes  on  the  Young  Artists*  Programs 

Isaac  Stern's  apprenticeship  as  a  violinist  lasted  well  into  his  20s.  True,  he  was 
playing  concerts  with  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  when  he  was  in  his  teens, 
but  he  was  also  "playing  in  the  boondocks,  learning  to  meet  with  audiences,  big 
ones  and  little  ones,  being  with  people."  Such  experiences  were,  he  has  said,  "an 
intensely  necessary"  part  of  his  growth  as  a  performer.  And  for  a  long  time,  he 
has  looked  for  ways  to  foster  the  same  sort  of  growth  among  young  musicians  in 
a  world  preoccupied  with  short-term  celebrity  and  mere  success. 

One  of  the  most  striking  results  of  his  educational  activism  has  been  his 
central  role  in  the  creation  of  a  series  of  Professional  Training  Workshops  at 
Carnegie  Hall,  designed  to  help  younger  performers  prepare  for  their  role  as 
trustees  of  our  musical  culture.  These  workshops  were  begun  in  1^90.  Among 
the  distinguished  artists  who  have  participated  are  Robert  Shaw,  Pierre  Boulez, 
Sir  Georg  Solti,  Alfred  Brendel,  and  Marilyn  Home. 

Mr.  Stern  himself  presided  over  a  two-week  chamber  music  workshop  at  the 
Hall  in  May  1993,  coaching  a  diverse  group  of  international  ensembles  in  both 
public  and  private  master  classes.  These  workshops  have  since  become  an 
ongoing  part  of  Carnegie  Hall's  professional  training  activities;  The  next  Isaac 
Stern  Chamber  Music  Workshop  is  scheduled  for  May-June  2001.  In  Israel,  he 
has  organized  similar  offerings  under  the  banner  of  the  Jerusalem  International 
Music  Encounter,  inviting  many  of  his  chamber-music  colleagues  to  participate 
as  teachers.  The  Aviv  String  Quartet,  which  performs  music  of  Mozart  and 
Shostakovich  on  Sunday  at  5:00  p.m.,  is  one  of  the  groups  Mr.  Stern  coached 
in  Jerusalem.  This  performance  marks  the  group's  New  York  debut.  The  Miro 
String  Quartet,  which  offers  works  by  Mozart  and  Janacek  on  Sunday  at  3:00 
p.m.,  participated  at  the  Jerusalem  Encounters  in  1998.  They  appeared  at  Weill 
Recital  Hall  last  season  as  part  of  the  Schneider  Series,  named  for  Alexander 
Schneider,  who,  as  a  member  of  the  Budapest  String  Quartet,  became  a  men- 
tor to  the  young  Isaac  Stern  when  he  was  growing  up  in  San  Francisco. 

In  his  teaching,  as  in  his  performing,  Stern  is  a  man  possessed.  He  throws 
himself  into  coaching — in  his  case,  one  might  almost  call  it  coaxing — with  a 
fierce  yet  kindly  energy,  encouraging  students  to  seize  on  the  emotions  the 
music  is  trying  to  communicate  and  convey  them  with  a  feeling  of  freshness 
and  spontaneity.  "Think  of  this  as  an  opera  aria,"  he  told  the  members  of  a 
string  quartet  at  one  workshop,  illustrating  his  point  by  singing  the  violin  line 
and  adding  some  made-up  Italian  words  as  he  went  along.  To  a  threesome 
essaying  one  of  Brahms'  piano  trios,  he  urged:  "Even  though  you  know  exactly 
what  is  coming,  you  must  convey  to  your  listener  surprise,  a  wonderment  that 
the  music  could  possibly  take  the  turn  it  has." 
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Quartet  No-  21  in  D  major,  K.575 

WOLFGANG  AMADEUS  MOZART 
Bom  January  27,  1756,  in  Salzburg 
Died  December  5,  1791,  in  Vienna 

This  is  the  first  in  a  group  of  three  string  quartets,  collectively  known  as  the 
"Prussian"  Quartets,  which  Mozart  composed  between  June  1789  and  June 
1790,  most  likely  on  commission  from  Friedrich  Wilhelm  II,  the  king  of  Prus- 
sia. Mozart's  original  intention  of  composing  a  set  of  six  quartets  for  the  cello- 
playing  king  was  abandoned  under  the  pressure  of  other  commissions,  and  the 
three  completed  quartets,  Mozart's  last  essays  in  the  form,  were  published  by 
Artaria  without  dedication  shortly  after  his  death. 

In  the  opening  Allegretto  of  this  work  the  elaborate  four-part  writing  of 
Mozart's  six  quartets  dedicated  to  Haydn  is  dispensed  with,  in  favor  of  a  more  con- 
certante  approach  in  which  the  cello,  naturally  enough,  assumes  a  larger  melodic 
role.  The  relaxed  mood  carries  over  to  the  ensuing  Andante,  but  the  minuet  is  a 
good  deal  more  urgent  in  its  expression,  with  insistent  unison  hammering  from  all 
four  instruments  on  C  natural  at  the  start  of  the  second  part.  The  trio  section  is 
music  fit  for  a  king:  an  extended  solo  for  the  cello  in  its  uppermost  register.  In  the 
finale  some  of  Mozart's  familiar  contrapuntal  rigor  is  restored,  with  writing  that  is 
full  of  vigor  and  high  spirits. 

Quartet  No.  1,  "Kreutzer" 

LEOS  JANACEK 

Bom  July  3,  1854,  in  Hukvaldy,  Moravia 
Died  August  12,  1928,  in  Morasvskd  Ostrava 

The  greatest  late  bloomer  in  the  history  of  music,  Leos  Janacek  composed  some 
of  the  most  beautiful  and  compelling  operas  of  the  20th  century  and  will  go 
down  as  one  of  its  most  original  musical  thinkers.  Born  in  Moravia  in  1854,  he 
did  not  find  his  mature  idiom  until  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  he  was 
in  his  mid-40s.  His  lifelong  interest  in  folk  music  and  training  in  the  choir 
school  of  the  Augustinian  monastery  in  Brno  contributed  some  eclectic  strands 
to  his  unorthodox  musical  language,  as  did  his  open  ear  for  new  music.  But  for 
the  most  part  his  style  was  sui  generis,  based  on  an  instinctive  feel  for  rhythm, 
harmony,  and  tone  color  and  given  refreshing  point  by  the  terseness  of  his 
melody  and  the  sharp-edged  exuberance  of  his  instrumentation. 

In  1923,  the  year  he  wrote  the  First  String  Quartet,  Janacek  was  69  years  old 
and  in  the  midst  of  a  brilliant  Indian  summer  of  creativity,  spurred  on  by  his  Pla- 
tonic but  passionate  attachment  to  Kamila  Stosslova — 38  years  younger  than  he, 
and  married — whom  he  had  met  in  1917.  The  work's  full  subtitle,  "after  Tolstoy, 
The  Kreutzer  Sonata"  is  significant.  Janacek  had  in  mind  not  Beethoven's 
A-minor  violin  sonata,  but  Tolstoy's  eponymous  novella,  in  which  the  institution 
of  marriage  is  critiqued  as  a  destroyer  of,  and  constraint  upon,  pure  love.  He  must 
have  seen  his  own  marriage,  and  Kamila's,  in  something  like  that  light.  Composed 
in  a  little  over  a  week,  between  October  30  and  November  7,  the  four  movements 
of  the  quartet  follow  no  narrative  plan,  but  try  to  suggest  the  force  of  human  pas- 
sion through  music  of  almost  feral  energy  and  intense,  urgent  expressiveness. 
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Quartet  No.  15  in  D  minor,  K.421/417b 

WOLFGANG  AMADEUS  MOZART 

Mozart  wrote  more  than  a  dozen  works  for  string  quartet  in  his  youth,  but  only 
with  his  six  quartets  dedicated  to  Haydn,  composed  between  December  1782 
and  January  1785,  did  he  approach  the  form  in  full  maturity,  and  in  possession 
of  much  wisdom  gained  from  an  assimilation  of  Haydn's  Op.  33  set.  In  dedi- 
cating the  six  to  Haydn,  Mozart  called  them  "the  fruit  of  long  and  laborious 
effort,"  reminding  the  elder  master  that  "you  had  personally  expressed  to  me 
your  approval  of  these  works."  The  approval  had  come  in  February  1785,  when 
Haydn  had  heard  three  of  the  quartets  played  for  him  by  Wolfgang  and 
Leopold  Mozart  and  the  Barons  Anton  and  Bartholomaus  Tinti.  It  was  on  this 
occasion  that  Haydn  paid  his  celebrated  compliment  to  Mozart's  father:  "I  tell 
you  before  God  and  as  an  honest  man,  that  your  son  is  the  greatest  composer 
whom  I  know  personally  or  by  reputation.  He  has  taste  and,  what  is  more,  the 
greatest  knowledge  of  the  technique  of  composition." 

In  their  quality  and  richness  of  character,  the  quartets  dedicated  to  Haydn  rep- 
resent Mozart's  finest  achievement  in  the  genre.  All  are  works  of  the  first  order, 
characterized  by  an  extraordinarily  rich  sense  of  melodic  and  harmonic  invention, 
a  remarkable  degree  of  contrapuntal  sophistication,  warm  expressiveness,  and  an 
accomplished  and  felicitous  treatment  of  topic.  The  String  Quartet  in  D  minor, 
K.421,  was  composed  in  June  1783.  The  nervous  agitation  of  its  tightly  wound 
opening  movement  foreshadows  the  world  of  the  D-minor  Piano  Concerto, 
K.466,  although  the  sentiment  in  this  case  is  edgier,  more  athletic  and  volatile, 
less  darkly  brooding.  The  F-major  Andante  is  surprisingly  urgent  and  passionate; 
no  real  respite  here  from  the  anxiety  of  the  first  movement.  The  chromatically 
inflected  minuet  is  also  quite  stern,  but  Mozart  allows  the  first  violin  and  viola  to 
positively  cavort  in  the  trio  section  over  a  pizzicato  accompaniment  almost  in  the 
style  of  one  of  his  Salzburg  serenades.  The  finale,  a  set  of  four  variations  on  a 
theme  in  the  rhythm  of  a  siciliano,  has  that  sense  of  tension  and  veiled  threat  one 
frequently  finds  in  Mozart's  minor-key  movements.  The  penultimate  variation,  in 
D  major,  offers  a  reprieve  in  the  form  of  a  lilting,  contredanse- like  interlude,  but 
with  the  closing  variation,  marked  Piu  allegro,  Mozart  ratchets  up  the  tension  and 
anticipates  the  haunting  world  of  Romantic  spirit-music. 

Quartet  No.  11  in  F  minor,  Op.  122 

DMITRI  SHOSTAKOVICH 

Born  September  25,  1906,  in  St.  Petersburg 

Died  August  9,  1975,  in  Moscow 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Dmitri  Shostakovich  will  be  remembered  primar- 
ily as  a  symphonist;  his  15  symphonies  represent  the  most  important  contribu- 
tion to  the  form  by  any  composer  born  in  the  20th  century.  But  Shostakovich 
also  made  significant  contributions  to  other  genres,  including  opera,  ballet,  the 
concerto,  and  the  film  score,  as  well  as  various  chamber  and  instrumental  forms 
including  song.  Among  his  greatest  works  are  his  15  string  quartets,  which,  like 
the  symphonies,  reflect  Shostakovich's  career-long  preoccupation  with  finding 
an  appropriate  balance  between  musical  form  and  emotional  content.  Of  the  15 
quartets,  nine  were  composed  during  the  1960s  and  '70s,  when  Shostakovich, 
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victimized  twice  during  the  Stalin  years,  again  felt  free  to  write  "absolute"  music 
and  to  take  compositional  risks.  The  String  Quartet  No.  1 1  in  F  minor,  Op.  122, 
was  completed  in  1966  and  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  VP.  Shirinsky,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  celebrated  Beethoven  Quartet,  which  had  premiered  several  of  the 
composer's  earlier  string  quartets.  It  is  a  somber,  strange,  and  unsettling  affair,  one 
of  the  briefest  and  most  cryptic  utterances  among  the  15  quartets.  It  consists  of 
seven  movements  played  without  pause,  and  makes  almost  obsessive  use  of  a 
repeated-note  motto  announced  by  the  cello  in  its  first  entrance  a  few  measures 
into  the  opening  Andantino.  Different  sides  of  a  nightmarish  vision  are  explored 
in  subsequent  movements,  with  eerie  glissandos,  long-held  drones,  and  grotesque 
little  ditties  providing  some  rather  haunting  aural  imagery  for  the  ear  to  follow. 
The  mood  remains  desolate  to  the  end,  the  expression  shifting  from  poignant,  to 
brooding  and  edgy,  to  anguished,  until,  in  the  finale,  amid  a  kind  of  nonsense 
banter  among  the  instruments,  the  music  just  vanishes.

Notes  on  the  Birthday  Concert 

Qreeting  Prelude 

IGOR  STRAVINSKY 

Born  June  17,  1882,  in  Oranienbaum  (now  Lomosonov),  near  St.  Petersburg 
Died  April  6,  197 1,  in  New  York 

This  exuberant  bagatelle  was  composed  for  the  80th  birthday  of  Pierre  Monteux, 
and  was  played  to  him  as  a  surprise  gift  on  April  4,  1955,  the  day  he  turned  80, 
by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  under  the  baton  of  its  music  director  Charles 
Munch.  The  piece,  lasting  less  than  a  minute,  is  an  arrangement  of  "Happy 
Birthday  to  You,"  deconstructed  and  scored  in  Stravinsky's  typically  spiky, 
mosaic-like  manner.  Stravinsky  had  reason  to  honor  Le  Maitre  in  such  a  personal 
way,  for  Monteux  had  presided  skillfully  and  with  unshakable  professionalism  at 
the  creation  of  Petrushka  in  191 1  and  The  Rite  of  Spring  in  1913. 

The  Greeting  Prelude  serves  as  a  fitting  80th-birthday  tribute  to  Isaac  Stern  as 
well,  since  he  was  closely  associated  with  both  Stravinsky  and  Monteux  during 
their  lifetimes.  From  1936-52,  Monteux  was  music  director  of  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Stern's  hometown  band,  with  whose  members  the  young 
violinist  frequently  performed  chamber  music  as  a  teenager.  Monteux  was  respon- 
sible for  giving  Stern  his  first  big  break,  inviting  him  to  play  the  Brahms  Violin 
Concerto  with  the  San  Franciscans  in  a  concert  broadcast  nationwide  on  March 
20,  1937.  In  the  summer  of  1961,  24  years  later,  Stern  recorded  Stravinsky's  Con- 
certo in  D  with  the  composer  conducting  the  Columbia  Symphony  Orchestra, 
giving  what  many  still  consider  to  be  a  definitive  reading  of  the  piece.  Through- 
out his  career,  Stern  has  continued  to  be  engaged  with  living  20th-century  com- 
posers and  has  proven  himself  a  master  of  their  idioms.  Among  the  works  he  has 
premiered  are  Leonard  Bernstein's  Serenade  (After  Plato's  Symposium)  (1954,  see 
note  below)  and  violin  concertos  by  William  Schuman  (1950),  George  Rochberg 
(1975),  Krzystof  Penderecki  (1977),  Henri  Dutilleux'  LArbre  des  songes  (1985), 
and  Peter  Maxwell  Davies  (1986). 
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Allegro,  from  Triple  Concerto  in  C  major,  Op.  56 

LUDWIG  VAN  BEETHOVEN 
Born  December  16,  1770,  in  Bonn 
Died  March  26,  1827,  in  Vienna 

The  Concerto  in  C  for  violin,  cello,  and  piano,  Op.  56,  was  completed  in  1804 
and  published  in  1807  with  a  dedication  to  Prince  Lobkowitz.  Despite  its  repu- 
tation as  the  black  sheep  of  Beethoven's  concertos,  it  is  an  innovative  and 
adventurous  composition  in  which  new  means  are  used  to  achieve  an  old  end: 
that  of  employing  a  group  of  instruments,  called  a  concertante,  as  the  solo  element 
in  a  concerto.  By  making  his  concertante  a  piano  trio,  a  standard  chamber  for- 
mation of  his  day,  Beethoven  bridged  the  gap  between  the  realms  of  chamber 
and  symphonic  music — the  piano,  violin,  and  cello  often  play  as  a  trio,  whether 
alone  or  against  an  orchestral  backdrop.  At  the  same  time,  each  is  allowed  to 
assert  its  own  character.  The  concerto's  festive  opening  Allegro,  the  closest 
Beethoven  ever  came  in  his  orchestral  music  to  an  essay  in  the  French  style,  is 
characterized  by  a  splendid,  march-like  pomp  and  provides  plenty  of  opportuni- 
ties for  the  soloists  to  shine. 

Isaac  Stern  is  no  stranger  to  the  repertoire  for  piano  trio.  In  1960,  he  joined 
with  pianist  Eugene  Istomin  and  cellist  Leonard  Rose  to  form  the  Stern-Rose- 
Istomin  Trio.  During  the  next  14  years,  the  threesome  performed  and  recorded 
the  major  works  of  the  trio  literature  to  great  acclaim.  Although  the  Stern  - 
Rose-Istomin  Trio  disbanded  in  1974,  Stern  continued  his  activity  in  the  field 
of  chamber  music  with  such  colleagues  as  Mstislav  Rostropovich  and  the  late 
Jean-Pierre  Rampal,  performing  and  recording  works  by  Mozart,  Reicha,  Tele- 
mann,  and  J.C.  Bach.  With  pianist  Emanuel  Ax,  violist  Jaime  Laredo,  and  cel- 
list Yo-Yo  Ma,  he  has  performed  a  good  deal  of  the  piano  quartet  literature  as 
well,  recording  Brahms'  three  works  in  the  form  between  1986  and  1989,  and 
Gabriel  Faure's  two  contributions  to  the  genre  in  1990.  He  has  also  widened 
the  circle  in  recent  years  to  include  violinist  Cho-Liang  Lin,  violist  Michael 
Tree,  and  cellist  Sharon  Robinson  in  performances  of  string  sextets.  Mean- 
while, with  pianist  Yefim  Bronfman,  he  has  performed  and  recorded  violin 
sonatas  of  Mozart,  Brahms,  and  Bartok. 

Movements  3-5  from  Serenade  (After  Plato's  Symposium) 

LEONARD  BERNSTEIN 

Born  August  25,  1918,  in  Lawrence,  Massachusetts 
Died  October  14,  J  990,  in  New  York 

The  Serenade  (After  Plato's  Symposium)  for  solo  violin,  string  orchestra,  harp, 
and  percussion,  was  composed  in  1954  and  received  its  premiere  on  September 
12  of  that  year  in  Venice,  with  the  composer  conducting  the  Orchestra  of  Teatro 
La  Fenice  and  Isaac  Stern  as  the  soloist.  The  topic  of  Plato's  Symposium  is  love, 
and  the  five  movements  of  Bernstein's  score — Phaedrus/Pausanias,  Aristophanes, 
Eryximachus,  Agathon,  and  Socrates/ Alcibiades — take  their  names  from  individu- 
als who  expound  on  that  subject  during  the  course  of  an  imagined  banquet,  and 
who  themselves  embody  different  aspects  of  the  evening's  topic.  Musically,  the 
Serenade  is  a  combination  of  trenchant  character  sketches  and  an  ongoing  vari- 
ation scheme,  of  concerto  and  symphony,  of  confession  and  entertainment — as 
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complex  and  fascinating  as  what  it  purports  to  be  about,  and  as  the  man  who 
wrote  it. 

EryximachuSy  the  third  movement,  functions  in  many  ways  as  a  scherzo  and 
incorporates  some  delicious  fugato  writing.  The  heartfelt  lyrical  expression  of 
Agathon,  a  slow  hymn  to  love,  stands  in  striking  contrast  to  it.  The  impassioned 
climactic  pages  of  Agathon  are  reprised  in  the  introduction  to  the  Serenade's 
final  movement,  Socrates/ Alcibiades,  which  builds  to  a  jazzy  uproar  and  ends  the 
whole  work  on  a  note  of  joyful  abandon. 

The  careers  of  Isaac  Stern  and  Leonard  Bernstein  were  closely  intertwined  from 
their  earliest  days  on  the  concert  platform  until  Bernstein's  death  in  1990.  Stern 
made  his  Carnegie  Hall  debut  on  January  8,  1943,  at  age  22.  A  little  more  than  ten 
months  later,  on  November  14,  1943,  the  25-year-old  Bernstein  got  his  turn, 
replacing  Bruno  Walter  at  a  subscription  concert  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic 
and  electrifying  a  Carnegie  Hall  audience  for  the  first  time  in  his  distinguished 
career.  The  two  went  on  to  perform  and  record  together  on  numerous  occasions, 
especially  during  Bernstein's  1 1 -year  tenure  as  music  director  of  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic (1958-69).  Their  recordings  of  the  core  works  of  the  concerto  literature 
proved  so  successful  that  during  sessions  (even  with  other  musicians)  the  Philhar- 
monic players  posted  a  banner  on  the  stage  that  read  "Earn  with  Stern." 

To  date,  Stern  has  appeared  as  soloist  in  more  than  100  concerts  with  the 
New  York  Philharmonic,  more  than  any  violinist  in  the  orchestra's  history.  Mr. 
Stern  is  also  an  honorary  member  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Society,  one 
of  only  three  musicians  who  presently  hold  the  honor. 

There  is  an  additional  personal  link  to  today's  performance.  Glenn 
Dicterow,  concertmaster  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  since  1980,  himself 
studied  with  Naoum  Blinder,  who  had  been  Isaac  Stern's  only  teacher. 

Andante  and  Presto,  from  Sinfonia  concertante 
in  E-flat  major,  K.364 

WOLFGANG  AMADEUS  MOZART 

As  used  in  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  century,  the  term  sinfonia  concertante 
meant  any  concerto- like  work  with  more  than  one  solo  instrument.  Mozart 
began  and  may  have  finished  several  such  works,  of  which  one,  a  Sinfonia  con- 
certante for  flute,  oboe,  bassoon,  and  horn,  presumably  written  for  Paris,  has 
been  lost.  Fortunately,  we  have  the  present  work,  one  of  the  finest  of  all 
Mozart's  concertos,  as  an  example  of  his  skill  in  this  hybrid  genre  halfway 
between  the  Baroque  concerto  grosso  and  the  Classical  solo  concerto. 

The  Sinfonia  concertante  for  violin  and  viola  dates  from  1779,  the  first  year  of 
Mozart's  full-fledged  maturity  and  a  miraculous  time  of  turning  in  the  composer's 
life.  Mozart  had  recently  completed  a  16-month  journey  to  Mannheim  and  Paris, 
during  which  he  had  come  into  contact  with  some  of  the  finest  ensembles  in 
Europe  and  absorbed  all  manner  of  musical  stimuli.  The  concertante  genre  was 
especially  popular  in  these  centers,  with  their  large  orchestras  made  up  of  virtuoso 
musicians,  and  this  may  have  inclined  Mozart  to  compose  a  work  in  the  same  style 
following  his  return  to  Salzburg.  Even  though  it  was  conceived  for  the  smaller 
forces  available  in  Salzburg,  its  polished  orchestral  writing  and  cosmopolitan 
idiom,  incorporating  many  of  the  effects  favored  in  Paris  and  Mannheim,  suggest 
that  Mozart  had  reached  a  new  plateau  of  stylistic  and  technical  assurance. 
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Mozart's  remarkable  abilities  as  a  violinist  and  violist  are  brilliantly  evident  in 
the  writing  for  the  solo  instruments,  and  he  shows  his  knowledge  of  the  tricks  of 
the  trade  in  his  clever  instruction  to  the  viola  to  tune  its  strings  a  half-step  sharp 
for  added  brilliance.  This  retuning,  intended  to  help  the  softer-toned  viola 
achieve  a  balance  with  the  solo  violin,  changes  the  violas  open  strings  to  D-flat, 
A-flat,  E-flat,  and  B-flat,  perfect  for  the  key  of  E-flat  major.  To  compensate, 
Mozart  writes  the  viola  part  a  half  step  lower,  in  D. 

The  work's  aria-like  second  movement,  a  somber,  C-minor  Andante  tinged  with 
poignant  dissonances,  echoes  the  extraordinary  slow  movement  of  the  Piano  Con- 
certo in  E-flat,  K.271.  The  key  of  C  minor  is  one  of  high  pathos  in  Mozart's  music, 
and  here  it  is  all  the  more  intense  for  being  subdued.  An  ornamented  singing  line 
is  taken  up  in  responsory  fashion  by  the  two  soloists,  then  duetted.  There  is  a 
buildup  to  an  impassioned,  radiantly  scored  climax  which  rounds  out  the  first  part 
of  the  aria.  But  when  the  opening  material  returns  toward  the  end  of  the  move- 
ment, Mozart  does  not  allow  us  to  emerge  from  the  shadows  a  second  time. 

Instead,  he  saves  that  for  the  finale,  a  burst  of  sunlight  in  which  the  minor 
mode  is  conscientiously  avoided.  This  movement,  a  giddily  animated  rondo,  is 
full  of  plain  old  fiddling,  and  in  his  treatment  of  the  material  Mozart  shows  much 
variety  and  freshness,  as  well  as  that  remarkable,  seamless  sense  of  connection  he 
alone  seemed  to  possess.  The  climax  comes  as  the  soloists  rocket  up  to  a  pair  of 
show-off  high  E-flats — first  the  viola,  then  the  violin — to  add  that  last  little  bit 
of  voltage  to  the  closing  pages  of  the  piece. 

The  Sinfonia  concertante  of  Mozart  has  been  a  central  work  in  Isaac  Stern's 
career,  one  that  he  has  performed  on  many  occasions  with  distinguished  violists 
ranging  from  William  Primrose  to  Jaime  Laredo  and  Pinchas  Zukerman.  Primrose 
was  the  violist  when  Stern  made  his  first  recording  of  the  work — in  Perpignan, 
France,  during  the  course  of  the  1951  Prades  Festival — with  the  legendary  Pablo 
Casals  conducting.  The  Prades  Festival  had  been  the  brainchild  of  Alexander 
Schneider,  who  for  many  years  was  the  second  violinist  of  the  Budapest  Quartet. 
Stern  was  15  when  he  met  Schneider;  the  elder  violinist  would  become  Stern's 
mentor  and  one  of  his  closest  friends,  and  eventually  introduce  Stern  to  Casals  at 
the  Prades  Festival.  Casals,  in  turn,  would  have  a  profound  effect  on  the  way  Stern 
thought  about  music  and  the  way  he  played.  Stern  has  twice  recorded  the  Sinfo- 
nia concertante  with  Zukerman,  in  1971  with  the  English  Chamber  Orchestra  led 
by  Daniel  Barenboim,  and  again  in  1980  as  part  of  the  celebration  of  his  60th 
birthday,  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic  conducted  by  Zubin  Mehta. 

Rondo  in  D  major  for  piano  four  hands,  D.608 
("Notre  amitie  est  invariable") 

FRANZ  SCHUBERT 

Born  January  31 ,  1797,  in  Vienna 

Died  November  19,  1828,  in  Vienna 

We  do  not  know  for  certain  whether  it  was  Schubert  himself  who  gave  the  title 
"Notre  amitie  est  invariable"  ("Our  friendship  is  constant")  to  the  Rondo  in  D  for 
piano,  four  hands,  nor  can  we  be  sure  for  whom  the  piece  was  composed.  But  it 
seems  fairly  likely  that  Schubert  wrote  it  for  his  favorite  duet  partner,  Josef  von 
Gahy,  and  that  the  interlocking  of  the  players'  arms  just  before  the  end  of  the

piece  was  a  visual  gesture  intended  to  symbolize  their  steadfast  relationship.  Gahy 
himself  was  certain  on  that  point,  at  least:  The  hours  I  spent  making  music  with 
Schubert,"  he  later  recalled,  "were  among  the  richest  enjoyments  of  my  life,  and 
I  cannot  think  of  them  without  being  deeply  moved.. .  .The  clear,  fluent  playing, 
the  individual  conception,  the  manner  of  performance — sometimes  delicate  and 
sometimes  full  of  fire  and  energy — of  my  small,  plump  partner  afforded  me  the 
greatest  pleasure."  The  rondo's  main  subject,  in  a  flowing  triple  meter,  sounds  like 
a  cross  bewtween  a  waltz  and  a  polonaise.  There  is  a  stormy  episode  in  the 
minor — but  what  friendship  doesn't  have  its  moments  of  tension?  Still,  one  finds 
no  discord  here,  and  all  is  sunny  by  the  time  the  piece  finds  its  way  back  to  D 
major.  Wherever  he  goes,  Isaac  Stern  makes  friends,  and  by  now  they  must  num- 
ber in  the  thousands.  On  this  occasion,  two  of  his  dearest  and  most  constant 
pianist-friends,  Leon  Fleisher  and  Yefim  Bronfman,  play  the  duet  and  speak  for  all 
of  us  who  have  come  to  value  the  constancy  of  Isaac's  friendship. 

"The  Swan,"  from  Carnival  of  the  Animals 

CAMILLE  SAINT-SAENS 
Bom  October  9 ,  1 835 ,  in  Paris 
Died  December  16,  1921 ,  in  Algiers 

Saint-Saens  towered  over  the  musical  life  of  mid- 19th  century  France  on  the 
strength  of  his  remarkable  talent,  intellectual  brilliance,  wide-ranging  inter- 
ests, enormous  capacity  for  work,  and  cast-iron  constitution.  A  world  traveler 
before  the  advent  of  aviation,  he  visited  the  United  States  on  several  occa- 
sions, spent  the  winters  in  Northern  Africa,  and  was  still  hardy  enough  to  tour 
South  America  in  his  ninth  decade.  Even  though  his  birth  occurred  before  the 
invention  of  the  telegraph,  he  lived  long  enough  to  become  the  first  major 
composer  in  history  to  write  film  music. 

The  same  gift  for  aphorism  and  characterization  that  makes  a  good  film 
score  is  evident  in  the  most  cinematic  of  Saint-Saens'  occasional  pieces,  the 
Grande  fantaisie  zoologique  entitled  The  Carnival  of  the  Animals.  Composed  in 
1886  in  Vienna,  The  Carnival  of  the  Animals  received  its  premiere  at  a  private 
soiree  in  Paris  that  same  year.  Feeling  that  this  witty  divertissement  might  give 
people  the  wrong  ideas  about  his  basically  serious  esthetic,  Saint-Saens  forbade 
publication  of  the  piece  during  his  lifetime  except  for  the  penultimate  move- 
ment, a  cantabile  solo  for  cello  depicting  "The  Swan." 

Scherzo  and  Presto  from  Octet  in  E-flat  major,  Op.  20 

FELIX  MENDELSSOHN 

Born  February  3,  1809,  in  Hamburg 

Died  November  4,  1847,  in  Leipzig 

Boy  wonder  Felix  Mendelssohn  composed  his  Octet  for  strings  in  October  1825, 
at  age  16.  As  striking  as  it  is,  both  for  freshness  of  its  inspiration  and  the  confi- 
dent manner  in  which  a  wealth  of  material  is  handled,  the  piece  is  not  quite  the 
spontaneous  manifestation  of  genius  some  have  assumed  it  to  be,  but  a  natural 
successor  to  the  four  string  symphonies  Mendelssohn  had  written  in  1823.  It  is  a 
brilliant  work,  but  one  for  which  the  ground  had  been  thoroughly  laid.

The  Octet  was  penned  as  a  23rd-birthday  present  for  Eduard  Rietz,  a  close 
friend  and  valued  member  of  the  Mendelssohn  family  circle  and  an  outstanding 
violinist.  It  was  probably  first  performed  en  famille,  at  one  of  the  Sunday  morn- 
ing musicales  in  the  Mendelssohn  home  in  Berlin,  with  Felix  himselt  taking  one 
of  the  viola  parts. 

At  the  head  of  each  part  in  the  score,  Mendelssohn  had  cautioned: 

This  octet  must  be  played  in  the  style  of  a  symphony  in  all  parts;  the 
pianos  and  fortes  must  be  very  precisely  differentiated  and  be  more 
sharply  accentuated  than  is  ordinarily  done  in  pieces  of  this  type. 

The  Scherzo — marked  Allegro  leggierissimo  in  the  printed  score,  but  Allegro 
moderato  in  Mendelssohn's  autograph — is  sheer  magic.  Inspired  by  the  last  four 
lines  in  the  Walpurgisnacht  scene  of  Goethe's  Faust,  it  is  an  enchanting  evoca- 
tion of  the  spirit  procession  portrayed  by  the  poet.  Its  effect  was  summed  up  by 
the  composer's  sister  Fanny  when  she  wrote: 

The  whole  piece  is  to  be  played  staccato  and  pianissimo,  the  isolated 
tremolandos  coming  here  and  there,  the  trills  flashing  with  the  quickness 
of  lightning — all  is  new,  strange,  and  yet  so  ingratiating,  so  pleasing:  one 
feels  so  close  to  the  world  of  spirits,  so  lightly  carried  up  into  the  air,  that 
one  might  even  seize  a  broomstick,  the  better  to  follow  the  airy  procession. 

With  the  Presto  finale,  Mendelssohn's  youthful  study  of  Baroque  counterpoint 
pays  off  handsomely.  The  movement  begins  with  a  jubilant,  eight-part  fugato  that 
rumbles  up  from  the  bottom  register  of  the  two  cellos  and  rockets  aloft  with  tele- 
scoping entries.  From  this  point  on,  notes  are  spun  off  like  showers  of  sparks,  in 
a  tour  de  force  of  inner-part  writing  that  must  have  made  the  work's  first  execu- 
tants absolutely  giddy.  The  scherzo  theme  steals  back  onto  the  stage  for  a  quick 
bow  midway  through,  and  the  movement  ends  full  of  life  and  fun  with  all  eight 
players  scrubbing  away  at  the  limits  of  sound  and  speed. 

One  of  the  lucky  eight  in  today's  performance  is  cellist  Jian  Wang,  who  was 
among  the  student  musicians  Stern  encountered  during  his  historic  visit  to 
China  in  1979.  At  the  invitation  of  China's  government,  Stern  was  able  to 
tour  the  country  with  a  film  crew,  lecturing,  giving  master  classes,  listening  to 
young  talent,  and  advising  the  political  hierarchy  on  the  integration  of  China's 
musical  life  with  that  of  the  West.  It  would  prove  to  be  a  great  adventure,  with 
Stern,  a  modern-day  Marco  Polo,  at  the  center  of  it  all,  and  would  be  memo- 
rably documented  in  the  film  From  Mao  to  Mozart:  Isaac  Stem  in  China  (a 
screening  of  which  takes  place  Saturday  at  5:00  p.m.).  But  the  real  heroes  were 
the  young  Chinese  musicians,  including  Jian  Wang,  who  performed  for  Stern, 
and  who,  in  front  of  the  cameras,  built  a  bridge  of  friendship  that  has  endured 
to  the  present  day.

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Isaac  Stern 


Isaac  Stern  was  born  in  the  province  of  Wolyn,  near  Kiev,  on  July  21,  1920.  In 
the  chaos  following  the  Bolshevik  Revolution,  which  ushered  in  a  particularly 
difficult  time  for  Russian  Jews,  his  family  emigrated,  settling  in  San  Francisco 
when  he  was  one  year  old.  Neither  of  Stern's  parents  was  a  professional  musi- 
cian, though  both  loved  music.  His  father,  an  amateur  painter  who  had  grown 
up  in  a  middle-class  family,  worked  as  a  painting  contractor;  his  mother  was  a 
singer.  Mr.  Stern  started  taking  piano  lessons  when  he  was  six,  then  switched  to 
the  violin  because  a  friend  who  lived  across  the  street  had  begun  taking  lessons 
on  that  instrument.  Between  1931  and  1937,  he  studied  with  Naoum  Blinder, 
the  concertmaster  of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Mr.  Stern  made  his  New  York  debut  at  Town  Hall  in  1937,  and  in  1940,  he 
joined  the  roster  of  impresario  Sol  Hurok  and  began  concertizing  with  pianist 
Alexander  Zakin,  who  would  remain  his  recital  partner  for  33  years.  His 
Carnegie  Hall  debut  occurred  in  1943,  the  first  of  222  performances  to  date.  Mr. 
Stern  and  Zakin  were  just  cementing  their  partnership  when  the  United  States 
was  drawn  into  World  War  II.  With  a  draft  classification  that  prevented  him 
from  seeing  combat,  Mr.  Stern  formed  a  classical  music  unit  for  the  USO  whose 
personnel  included,  in  addition  to  himself  and  Zakin,  tenor  Fred  Yegel,  baritone 
Richard  Weede  (who  later  became  famous  on  Broadway  in  The  Most  Happy 
Fella),  and  soprano  Paulina  Stoska.  Equipped  with  an  olive  drab  upright  Stein- 
way  that  had  been  specially  treated  to  withstand  the  humidity  of  the  tropics,  the 
unit  went  to  Hawaii,  Guadalcanal,  and  Espiritu  Santo  to  play  for  the  troops. 

Mr.  Stern  signed  his  first  contract  with  Columbia  Records  in  1945,  beginning 
the  longest  assocation  of  any  artist  with  any  label  in  the  history  of  the  recording 
industry.  Columbia  would  become  CBS  Masterworks,  and  subsequently  Sony 
Classical,  and  Mr.  Stern  would  compile  a  discography  covering  virtually  the 
whole  of  the  major  solo  and  chamber  repertoire  for  violin. 

At  the  height  of  the  Cold  War,  in  1956,  Mr.  Stern  made  a  breakthrough  tour 
of  Russia,  returning  to  the  land  of  his  birth  as  a  cultural  ambassador.  He  won 
over  discerning  Russian  audiences  and  formed  lasting  friendships  with  David 
Oistrakh  and  Emil  Gilels,  who  the  year  before  had  become  the  first  Soviet 
artists  to  visit  the  United  States  since  the  1930s.  In  1979,  Mr.  Stern  again  found 
himself  on  the  cutting  edge  of  cultural  diplomacy  when  he  made  a  high-profile 
visit  to  China.  Mr.  Stern  has  also  made  more  than  100  trips  to  Israel  and  given 
innumerable  performances  there — including  one,  during  the  Persian  Gulf  War, 
when  most  of  the  audience  wore  gas  masks.  Following  the  Six-Day  War  of  1967, 
he  performed  the  Mendelssohn  E-minor  concerto  with  Bernstein  and  the  Israel 
Philharmonic  atop  Mount  Scopus,  which  became  the  focal  moment  of  the  doc- 
umentary film  A  Journey  to  Jerusalem. 

Since  1960,  the  year  in  which  he  spearheaded  the  drive  to  save  Carnegie 
Hall  from  demolition,  Mr.  Stern  has  served  as  the  president  of  Carnegie  Hall. 
Just  as  William  Burnet  Tuthill  was  the  architect  of  the  original  building,  so  Mr. 
Stern,  during  the  past  40  years,  has  been  the  architect  of  the  institution  that  is 
today's  Carnegie  Hall.  He  has  helped  the  Hall  assemble  a  board,  strengthen  its 
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foundations,  and  turn  itself  from  a  piece  of  real  estate  into  a  thriving  non-profit 
corporation.  He  has  articulated  the  importance  of  the  Hall  to  America  and  the 
world  as  no  one  else  has  been  able  to  do,  and  has  identified  as  one  of  the  Hall's 
most  important  missions  the  education  of  future  generations  of  musicians  and 
listeners.  What  Carnegie  Hall  is  now,  and  what  it  is  poised  to  become,  it  owes 
in  large  measure  to  his  leadership. 

Mr.  Stern  is  among  the  most  widely  honored  musicians  in  history.  He  was 
named  Commandeur  de  la  Legion  d'Honneur  by  Francois  Mitterand  in  1990,  and 
in  1992,  George  Bush  bestowed  on  him  America's  highest  civilian  honor,  the 
Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom.  He  also  holds  the  Commander's  Cross  of  the  Dan- 
ish government's  Order  of  the  Dannebrog  (1985)  and  is  a  Fellow  of  Jerusalem 
(1986).  Mr.  Stern  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  Albert  Schweitzer  Music  Award 
for  "a  life  dedicated  to  music  and  devoted  to  humanity."  In  1986,  Musical  Amer- 
ica named  him  Musician  of  the  Year,  and,  in  the  same  year,  he  received  a  Kennedy 
Center  Honor.  The  American  Symphony  Orchestra  League  honored  him  in  1987 
with  the  Gold  Baton,  its  highest  award.  That  same  year,  Mr.  Stern  received  the 
Grammy  Lifetime  Achievement  Award,  Israel's  Wolf  Prize  for  service  to  human- 
ity, and  the  National  Music  Council's  American  Eagle  Award. 

In  addition,  he  has  received  honorary  degrees  from  many  institutions,  among 
them  Bucknell  University,  Columbia  University,  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music, 
Harvard  University,  Hebrew  University  (Jerusalem),  the  University  of  Illinois, 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  The  Juilliard  School,  New  York  University,  Oxford 
University,  the  University  of  Tel  Aviv,  and  Yale  University.  His  concert  instru- 
ments are  two  of  the  finest  Guarneri  del  Gesu  violins  in  existence,  one  of  which 
was  formerly  in  the  possession  of  Eugene  Ysaye — fitting  for  the  man  who  por- 
trayed Ysaye  in  the  film  biography  of  Sol  Hurok,  entitled  Tonight  We  Sing. 

Mr.  Stern  and  his  wife  Linda  reside  in  Connecticut. 
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Meet  the  Artists 


David  Stern  was  appointed  music  director  of  the  newly-formed  European 
Academy  of  Music  in  Aix-en-Provence  in  1998,  where  he  has  conducted  pro- 
ductions of  Britten's  Curlew  River,  Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas,  and  Mozart's  Magic 
Flute.  Additionally,  Mr.  Stern  led  and  created  an  itinerant  opera  company  to 
tour  during  the  winter  season.  Having  studied  conducting  at  Yale  University 
and  The  Juilliard  School,  he  was  appointed  assistant  conductor  for  opera  pro- 
ductions at  the  Theatre  du  Chatelet  in  1990.  He  subsequently  has  conducted 
productions  at  the  Theatre  de  la  Monnaie  in  Brussels,  Finnish  National  Opera, 
l'Opera  de  Marseille  and  l'Opera  du  Rhin. 

From  1995-98,  Mr.  Stern  was  music  director  of  the  Philharmonisches 
Orchestra  Siidwestfalen,  in  Siegen,  Germany,  where  he  currently  holds  the  post 
of  principal  guest  conductor.  He  has  also  appeared  with  the  Orchestre  de  Paris, 
Franz  Liszt  Chamber  Orchestra,  Israel  Chamber  Orchestra,  BBC  National 
Orchestra  of  Wales,  Philharmonia  Orchestra  (London),  Chinese  National 
Orchestra  (Beijing),  and  Orchestra  Nazionale  de  RAI  in  Torino. 

Since  1998,  he  has  collaborated  regularly  with  Concerto  Koln  in  concerts  and 
has  recorded  for  the  Teldec  label.  He  has  most  recently  been  appointed  principal 
guest  conductor  of  the  Opera  de  Rouen  in  France,  where  he  will  conduct  operas 
and  symphonic  programs  with  the  Orchestre  Leonard  de  Vinci. 

Mr.  Stern  lives  in  Paris  with  his  wife  Katharina  and  daughters  Sofia,  age  five, 
and  Talia,  age  two. 

Michael  Stern  has  just  completed  his  fourth  season  as  chief  conductor  of  Ger- 
many's Saarbriicken  Radio  Symphony  Orchestra.  In  addition  to  his  work  in  Saar- 
briicken,  including  recording  projects  and  international  tours,  Mr.  Stern  manages 
a  busy  schedule  worldwide.  For  four  years,  he  was  permanent  guest  conductor  of 
the  Orchestre  National  de  Lyon  and  has  appeared  with  many  orchestras,  includ- 
ing the  symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Houston,  and  Atlanta; 
London  BBC  Philharmonic;  Israel  Philharmonic;  and  NHK  Symphony  in  Tokyo. 
His  latest  project  is  the  founding  of  IRIS,  a  new  chamber  orchestra  in  German- 
town,  Tennessee,  that  begins  its  inaugural  season  this  September.  Invited  by 
Leonard  Bernstein,  Mr.  Stern  made  his  New  York  Philharmonic  debut  in  1986  in 
a  workshop  that  culminated  in  two  concerts  at  Avery  Fisher  Hall.  From  1986-91, 
he  served  as  assistant  conductor  of  the  Cleveland  Orchestra.  Mr.  Stern  is  a  grad- 
uate of  both  Harvard  University  and  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  where  his 
major  teacher  was  Max  Rudolf,  whose  textbook,  The  Grammar  of  Conducting,  Mr. 
Stern  co-edited  for  its  third  edition. 

Shira  Stern  is  director  of  the  Jewish  Federation  Joint  Chaplaincy  Program  of 
Middlesex  County,  New  Jersey.  She  is  married  to  Rabbi  Donald  A.  Weber  and 
has  three  sons,  Noah,  age  15;  Ari,  13;  and  Eytan,  11.  Recently  profiled  in  the 
New  York  Times'  "Public  Lives,"  Rabbi  Stern  helped  to  spearhead  the  Reform 
movement's  decision  to  declare  gay  relationships  as  "worthy  of  affirmation"  and 
to  support  rabbis  who  choose  to  conduct  same-sex  unions.  She  is  co-president  of 
the  Women's  Rabbinic  Network,  which  drafted  the  resolution. 
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Rabbi  Stern  has  been  featured  in  radio  and  television  broadcasts  dealing  with 
a  wide  range  of  topics.  She  is  a  local  and  national  activist  for  the  issues  of  choice 
and  reproductive  rights,  and  has  been  a  community  leader  for  the  betterment  of 
human  and  inter-religious  relations. 

She  is  rabbi  emeritus  of  Monroe  Township  Jewish  Center  in  Spotswood, 
New  Jersey.  Ordained  in  1983  by  the  Hebrew  Union  College-Jewish  Institute 
of  Religion,  she  is  currently  enrolled  there  in  the  doctor  of  ministry  program 
and  is  doing  professional  training  at  the  HealthCare  Chaplaincy.  Among  her 
honors  is  the  Clergywoman  of  Accomplishment  Award  from  the  National 
Organization  for  Women-New  Jersey  Foundation. 

Founded  in  1997  in  Israel,  the  Aviv  String  Quartet  has  quickly  won  international 
recognition  with  engagements  in  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Australia,  and  the 
United  States,  and  has  won  several  prestigious  awards.  In  1999,  the  Quartet  swept 
the  top  prizes  at  the  Melbourne  International  Chamber  Music  Competition,  tak- 
ing the  Daimler-Chrysler  Grand  Prize  (which  provided  for  a  CD  production  of  its 
competition  performances  and  concert  tours  of  Europe  and  the  United  States) 
and  three  other  awards.  The  Quartet  also  took  the  Amadeus  Quartet  Prize  for  its 
first-place  finish  at  the  1999  Charles  Hennen  Chamber  Music  Competition  in 
Heerlen,  Holland.  The  Quartet  has  been  a  part  of  Isaac  Stern's  Chamber  Music 
Encounters  workshops  in  both  Jerusalem  and  Cologne. 

Since  October  1998,  the  Aviv  Quartet  has  studied  with  the  members  of  the 
Alban  Berg  Quartet  in  Cologne,  Germany,  and  with  Ben-Zion  Shamir  at  the 
Rotterdam  Conservatory.  Each  member  of  the  quartet  is  the  recipient  of  a 
scholarship  from  the  American-Israel  Cultural  Foundation. 

Emanuel  Ax  is  renowned  not  only  for  his  poetic  temperament  and  unsurpassed 
virtuosity,  but  also  for  the  exceptional  breadth  of  his  performing  activity.  Each 
season  his  distinguished  career  includes  appearances  with  major  symphony 
orchestras  worldwide,  recitals  in  the  most  celebrated  concert  halls,  and  addi- 
tions to  his  acclaimed  discography  on  Sony  Classical. 

Mr.  Ax  captured  public  attention  in  1974  when,  at  age  25,  he  won  the  First 
Arthur  Rubinstein  International  Piano  Competition  in  Tel  Aviv.  In  1975,  he 
won  the  Michaels  Award  of  Young  Concert  Artists  and,  four  years  later,  took 
the  coveted  Avery  Fisher  Prize.  In  recent  years,  he  has  turned  his  attention 
toward  the  music  of  20th-century  composers,  performing  works  (many  written 
for  him)  by  such  diverse  figures  as  Adams,  Bolcom,  Henze,  Laderman,  Lieber- 
son,  Previn,  Rouse,  Schwantner,  Sheng,  and  Tippett.  He  is  also  devoted  to 
chamber  music  literature,  collaborating  regularly  with  a  wide  circle  of  col- 
leagues, notably  in  a  duo  with  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma  and  in  a  piano  quartet  with 
Isaac  Stern,  Jaime  Laredo,  and  Yo-Yo  Ma. 

Born  in  Lvov,  Poland,  Mr.  Ax  moved  to  Winnipeg,  Canada,  at  an  early  age, 
and  now  lives  with  his  familiy  in  New  York  City.  His  piano  teacher  was 
Mieczylaw  Munz. 

Yefim  Bronfman  is  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  talented  virtuoso  pianists 
performing  today.  His  commanding  technique  and  exceptional  lyrical  gifts  have 
won  him  consistent  critical  acclaim  and  enthusiastic  audiences  worldwide, 
whether  for  his  solo  recitals,  his  prestigious  orchestral  engagements,  or  his 
rapidly  growing  catalogue  of  recordings. 
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An  exclusive  Sony  Classical  recording  artist,  Mr.  Bronfman  has  won  wide- 
spread praise  for  his  solo,  chamber,  and  orchestral  recordings,  including,  among 
many  others,  a  Grammy  Award-winning  disc  of  the  three  Bartok  Piano  Concertos 
with  Esa-Pekka  Salonen  and  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic.  He  has  recorded 
sonatas  of  Mozart,  Brahms  ,  and  Bartok  with  Isaac  Stern. 

Born  in  Tashkent,  in  the  Soviet  Union,  Mr.  Bronfman  immigrated  to  Israel 
with  his  family  in  1973  and  made  his  international  debut  two  years  later  with 
Zubin  Mehta  and  the  Montreal  Symphony.  He  made  his  New  York  Philharmonic 
debut  in  May  1978  and  his  New  York  recital  debut  in  January  1982  at  the  92nd 
Street  Y.  He  became  an  American  citizen  in  July  1989  and  makes  his  home  in 
New  York  City. 

At  age  19,  violinist  Sarah  Chang  is  recognized  worldwide  as  one  of  classical 
music's  most  captivating  and  gifted  artists.  Appearing  in  the  music  capitals  of 
Asia,  Europe,  and  the  Americas,  she  has  collaborated  with  nearly  every  major 
orchestra  and  conductor  and  has  given  recitals  at  Carnegie  Hall,  the  Kennedy 
Center,  Chicago's  Orchestra  Hall,  Boston's  Symphony  Hall,  London's  Barbican 
Centre,  Berlin's  Philharmonie,  and  Amsterdam's  Concertgebouw.  She  has 
reached  an  even  wider  audience  through  her  many  television  appearances  and 
her  best-selling  recordings  for  EMI  Classics.  The  remarkable  accomplishments 
of  her  career  to  date  were  recognized  last  year  when  she  received  the  Avery 
Fisher  Prize,  one  of  the  most  prestigious  awards  given  to  instrumentalists. 

Born  in  Philadelphia  to  Korean  parents,  Ms.  Chang  began  to  study  the  vio- 
lin at  age  four.  She  graduated  in  1999  both  from  high  school  and  from  the  pre- 
college  program  at  The  Juilliard  School,  where  she  has  been  a  student  of 
Dorothy  DeLay. 

The  team  of  Betty  Comden  and  Adolph  Green,  1991  recipients  of  the  Kennedy 
Center  Honors,  are  the  longest  running  creative  partnership  in  theater  history.  Their 
first  show,  On  the  Town,  was  their  first  collaboration  with  Leonard  Bernstein  and 
Jerome  Robbins.  They  did  the  score  for  Wonderful  Town  and  the  book  and/or  the 
lyrics  for  Bells  are  Ringing,  Hallelujah  Baby,  Do  Re  Mi,  Subways  Are  for  Sleeping,  Peter 
Pan,  and  others.  As  performers,  they  appeared  in  On  the  Town  and  A  Parry  with  Betty 
Comden  and  Adolph  Green,  comprised  of  material  from  their  own  shows  and  movies 
and  from  their  act,  The  Revuers.  They  are  both  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Dramatists  Guild,  have  been  elected  to  the  Theatre  Hall  of  Fame,  and  have  received 
the  Mayor  of  New  York's  Certificate  of  Excellence,  as  well  as  the  1994  NYU's  Musi- 
cal Theatre  Hall  of  Fame  Award  and  the  1994  Governor  Cuomo  Award. 

One  of  today's  most  prominent  violinists,  Glenn  Dicterow  is  well  known  through- 
out Europe  and  North  America.  A  top  prizewinner  in  many  international  compe- 
titions, he  appears  frequently  throughout  the  Americas  and  Europe  with  such 
orchestras  as  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  Baltimore  Symphony,  San  Francisco 
Symphony,  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  Indianapolis  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Sym- 
phony, Syracuse  Symphony,  Montreal  Symphony,  and  Leipzig  Gewandhaus. 

Mr.  Dicterow  was  appointed  concertmaster  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  in 
1980  and  is  a  featured  soloist  on  many  of  their  recordings.  He  has  also  recorded  the 
Holdridge  Concerto  with  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra,  Bernstein's  Serenade 
with  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  and  solo  works  of  Korngold,  Ives,  Bernstein, 
Martinu,  and  Corigliano. 
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An  active  teacher,  Mr.  Dicterow  serves  on  the  faculties  of  The  Juilliard 
School  and  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music.  He  and  his  wife,  violist  Karen  Drey- 
fus, are  founding  members  of  the  Lyric  Piano  Quartet,  currently  in  residence  at 
Queens  College. 

Renowned  pianist  and  conductor  Leon  Fleisher  is  a  native  of  San  Francisco,  where 
he  began  his  keyboard  studies  at  age  four  and  gave  his  first  public  recital  at  age  six. 
In  1944,  at  age  16,  he  made  his  debut  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic.  He  then 
went  on  to  become  the  first  American  to  win  the  Queen  Elisabeth  International 
Piano  Competition  in  Belgium. 

Midway  through  the  1964-65  season,  Mr.  Fleisher's  illustrious  career  was 
interrupted  by  an  ailment  affecting  his  right  hand,  later  diagnosed  as  repetitive 
stress  syndrome.  During  the  intervening  years,  he  devoted  his  musical  career  to 
teaching,  conducting  (which  he  has  pursued  actively  since  1967),  and,  eventu- 
ally, piano  repertoire  for  the  left  hand  alone.  At  a  concert  with  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra  in  1995,  Mr.  Fleisher  was  able  to  play  a  Mozart  concerto  successfully 
with  both  hands  again.  He  now  performs  both  the  left-hand  repertoire  and 
select  works  for  two  hands,  as  his  condition  allows. 

Holder  of  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon  Chair  at  the  Peabody  Conservatory  of 
Music  since  1959,  Mr.  Fleisher  also  serves  on  the  faculties  of  the  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music  in  Philadelphia  and  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Toronto.  Mr. 
Fleisher  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  several  recent  chamber  music 
workshops  led  by  Isaac  Stern  in  Jerusalem  and  at  Carnegie  Hall. 

Acclaimed  for  the  heartfelt  intensity  and  technical  mastery  of  his  playing,  pianist 
Joseph  Kalichstein  enthralls  audiences  throughout  the  United  States  and  Europe, 
winning  equal  praise  as  orchestral  soloist,  recitalist,  and  chamber  musician.  He 
was  recently  named  to  the  newly-created  post  of  chamber  music  advisor  to  the 
Kennedy  Center,  an  appointment  that  grew  out  of  his  close  association  with  the 
Center  over  the  past  several  seasons.  He  continues  to  play  in  music  capitals  world- 
wide with  the  famed  Kalichstein-Laredo-Robinson  piano  trio. 

Born  in  Tel  Aviv,  Mr.  Kalichstein  came  to  the  United  States  in  1962.  His 
principal  teachers  included  Joshua  Shor,  Edward  Steuermann  and  Illona  Kabos 
at  The  Juilliard  School.  Prior  to  winning  the  Leventritt  Award  in  1969,  he  won 
the  Young  Concert  Artists  Auditions. 

Mr.  Kalichstein's  recent  recordings  include  solo  works  by  Schumann  and 
Schubert  and  The  Romantic  Piano,  a  two-disc  set  featuring  works  of  CPE.  Bach, 
Brahms,  Mendelssohn,  and  Schubert,  both  for  Audiofon.  Mr.  Kalichstein  has 
regularly  served  on  the  faculty  of  the  chamber  music  workshops  led  by  Isaac 
Stern  in  Jerusalem  and  at  Carnegie  Hall. 

Ida  Kavafian  has  appeared  as  a  soloist  with  leading  orchestras  internationally, 
and  her  commitment  to  contemporary  music  has  led  to  many  world  premieres 
by  varied  composers. 

Ms.  Kavafian  has  toured  and  recorded  with  Tashi,  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet, 
and  The  Chamber  Music  Society  of  Lincoln  Center.  She  recently  co-founded  a 
piano  quartet,  Opus  One,  and  she  continues  to  perform  regularly  with  her  sister,  Ani 
Kavafian.  She  was  also  the  violinist  of  the  legendary  Beaux  Arts  Trio  for  six  years. 

For  15  years,  Ms.  Kavafian  has  been  the  artistic  director  of  the  Music  from 
Angel  Fire  Festival  and  founded  and  guided  Bravo!  Colorado  in  Vail  as  music 
director  for  ten  years. 
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Ms.  Kavafian  began  her  studies  at  age  six  with  Ara  Zerounian,  continuing  with 
Mischa  Mischakoff,  and  ultimately  earned  her  master  of  music  degree  with  honors 
from  The  Juilliard  School,  where  she  was  a  student  of  Oscar  Shumsky.  Ms. 
Kavafian  was  recently  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music.  She 
has  also  taught  at  the  Isaac  Stern  Chamber  Music  Workshop  at  Carnegie  Hall. 

Joel  Krosnick,  as  cellist  since  1974  of  the  renowed  Juilliard  String  Quartet,  has 
recorded  most  of  the  great  quartet  literature  and  has  performed  throughout 
North  America,  Europe,  Asia,  and  Austrailia.  With  his  sonata  partner  of  more 
than  20  years,  pianist  Gilbert  Kalish,  Mr.  Krosnick  has  recorded  a  great  deal  of 
cello  sonata  literature. 

His  principal  teachers  were  William  D'Amato,  Luigi  Silva,  Jens  Nygaard, 
and  Claus  Adam.  While  a  student  at  Columbia  College,  he  began  a  lifelong 
involvement  with  composers  and  new  music.  Over  the  many  years  since,  Mr. 
Krosnick  has  performed  and  premiered  many  new  works. 

Mr.  Krosnick  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  The  Juilliard  School  in  1974 
and  has  been  chair  of  the  cello  department  since  1994.  He  has  been  associated 
with  the  Aspen  and  Marlboro  Music  Festivals,  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center, 
and  Kneisel  Hall.  He  has  taught  regularly  with  Isaac  Stern  in  chamber  music 
workshops  in  New  York,  Jerusalem,  and  Japan.  Mr.  Krosnick  has  recorded  for 
the  Sony  Classical,  Nonesuch,  Orion,  CRI,  New  World,  Koch  International, 
and  Arabesque  labels. 

The  many-faceted  career  of  cellist  Yo'Yo  Ma  is  testament  to  his  continual  search 
for  new  ways  to  communicate  with  audiences  and  to  his  personal  desire  for  artistic 
growth  and  renewal.  Whether  performing  a  new  concerto,  revisiting  a  familiar 
work,  coming  together  with  colleagues  for  chamber  music,  reaching  out  to  young 
audiences,  or  pursuing  musical  forms  outside  of  the  Western  classical  tradition,  Mr. 
Ma  strives  to  find  connections  that  stimulate  the  imagination. 

One  of  Mr.  Ma's  goals  is  the  exploration  of  music  as  a  means  of  communica- 
tion and  as  vehicle  for  the  migration  of  ideas  across  a  range  of  cultures.  He  has 
recently  established  the  Silk  Road  Project  to  promote  the  study  of  the  cultural, 
artistic,  and  intellectual  traditions  along  the  ancient  Silk  Road  trade  route. 

Mr.  Ma  is  an  exclusive  Sony  Classical  artist,  and  his  discography  of  nearly  50 
albums  (including  13  Grammy  Award  winners)  reflects  his  wide-ranging  interests. 
Born  in  1955  to  Chinese  parents  living  in  Paris,  he  began  cello  studies  with  his 
father  at  age  four  and  soon  came  with  his  family  to  New  York.  He  studied  with 
Leonard  Rose  at  The  Juilliard  School  and  graduated  from  Harvard  University  in 
1976.  Mr.  Ma's  collaborations  with  Isaac  Stern  have  included  regular  tours  and 
recordings  with  the  Ax-Stern-Laredo-Ma  quartet.  Together,  they  have  recorded 
the  Brahms  Double  Concerto  with  the  Chicago  Symphony  and  Claudio  Abbado. 

Kurt  Masur  is  one  of  the  most  widely  admired  and  respected  musicians  of  his 
generation,  known  not  only  as  a  distinguished  conductor,  but  also  as  a  human- 
ist. His  close  and  intense  collaboration  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  where 
he  has  been  music  director  since  1991,  has  been  marked  by  a  consistently  high 
quality  of  playing  and  artistic  spirit.  Under  his  guidance,  the  Philharmonic  has 
launched  a  number  of  successful  initiatives,  including  a  return  to  live,  national 
radio  broadcasts  and  the  establishment  of  New  York  Philharmonic  Special  Edi- 
tions, the  Orchestra's  own  award-winning  recording  label.  From  1970-96,  Mr. 
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Masur  served  as  Kapellmeister  of  the  Leipzig  Gewandhaus  Orchestra,  a  position 
of  profound  historic  importance  held  by  such  figures  as  Mendelssohn,  Nikisch, 
Fiirtwangler,  and  Walter.  Upon  his  retirement  from  that  post,  the  Gewandhaus 
named  him  its  first-ever  Conductor  Laureate.  Mr.  Masur  is  a  guest  conductor 
with  the  world's  leading  orchestras  and  holds  the  lifetime  title  of  Honorary  Guest 
Conductor  of  the  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestra.  This  fall,  he  assumes  the  posi- 
tion of  principal  conductor  of  the  London  Philharmonic  Orchestra.  At  the  end 
of  his  contract  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic  in  2002,  he  will  become  music 
director  of  the  Orchestre  National  de  France.  In  1998,  Maestro  Masur  celebrated 
50  years  as  a  professional  conductor. 

Violinist  Midori,  who  from  an  early  age  has  been  one  of  the  most  celebrated  fig- 
ures in  the  music  world,  has  consistently  made  personal  and  artistic  growth  the 
focus  of  her  life.  Her  performing  schedule,  balanced  between  recitals  with  Robert 
McDonald  and  appearances  with  the  most  prestigious  symphonic  ensembles, 
annually  takes  her  to  the  world's  great  concert  stages.  Chamber  music  has  become 
an  equally  important  element  of  her  activities,  and  she  has  spent  several  recent 
summers  at  the  Marlboro  Music  Festival  in  Vermont.  Midori  added  an  important 
dimension  to  her  public  life  in  1992  when  she  founded  Midori  &  Friends  (The 
Midori  Foundation),  whose  expansive  programs  seek  to  inspire  children  by  bring- 
ing music  into  their  everyday  lives.  She  records  exclusively  for  Sony  Classical. 

Midori  was  born  in  Osaka,  Japan,  in  1971  and  first  studied  violin  with  her 
mother,  Setsu  Goto.  She  now  lives  in  New  York  City. 

One  of  today's  most  accomplished  and  exciting  young  ensembles,  The  Miro 
String  Quartet  recently  received  the  Walter  W.  Naumburg  Foundation  Chamber 
Music  Award  for  2000.  They  had  earlier  achieved  widespread  recognition  with  a 
first  prize  win  at  the  1998  Banff  International  String  Quartet  Competition. 
Formed  in  the  fall  of  1995  at  the  Oberlin  Conservatory,  the  Quartet  met  with 
immediate  success,  winning  the  first  prize  at  the  50th  annual  Coleman  Chamber 
Music  Competition  in  April  1996  and,  the  following  month,  taking  both  the  first 
and  grand  prizes  at  the  Fischoff  National  Chamber  Music  Competition.  The  Miro 
String  Quartet  participated  in  the  1998  Chamber  Music  Encounter  led  by  Isaac 
Stern  at  the  Jerusalem  Music  Center. 

Since  its  debut  at  Chicago's  Orchestra  Hall,  the  Quartet  has  gone  on  to 
appear  at  Weill  Recital  Hall,  Alice  Tully  Hall,  and  Merkin  Recital  Hall  in  New 
York  and  at  the  Kennedy  Center  in  Washington,  D.C.,  along  with  many  other 
prestigious  venues  worldwide. 

The  Miro  String  Quartet  was  in  residence  at  The  Juilliard  School  the  past  two 
seasons.  For  the  2000-2001  season,  they  will  serve  as  the  quartet-in-residence 
at  Caramoor. 

Winner  of  the  Avery  Fisher  Recital  Award  and  the  Piatigorsky  Memorial  Award 
and  a  Grammy  nominee,  Sharon  Robinson  is  recognized  worldwide  as  an  out- 
standing cellist  and  dynamic  artist.  Whether  as  a  recitalist,  soloist  with  orchestra, 
or  member  of  the  Kalichstein-Laredo-Robinson  Trio,  critics  and  audiences  alike 
delight  in  her  sophisticated  blend  of  intellect  and  vibrant  emotion. 

Ms.  Robinson  has  performed  recitals  throughout  Europe  and  in  virtually 
every  major  city7  in  the  United  States.  Equally  impressive  are  her  festival 
engagements,  which  include  Spoleto,  Mostly  Mozart,  Aspen,  London's  South 
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Bank,  Madeira,  Granada,  Edinburgh,  and  Prague's  Autumn  Festival,  where  she 
recently  performed  the  Dvorak  Cello  Concerto  at  the  famous  Dvorak  Hall. 

Renowned  for  her  chamber  music  performances,  Ms.  Robinson  co-founded  the 
Kalichstein-Laredo-Robinson  Trio.  Artists  with  whom  the  trio  has  collaborated 
include  Rudolf  Serkin,  Leon  Fleisher,  Yo-Yo  Ma,  Itzhak  Perlman,  Jean-Pierre  Ram- 
pal,  Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Isaac  Stern,  Pinchas  Zukerman,  and  the  Emerson, 
Guarneri,  Juilliard,  and  Tokyo  quartets.  Her  numerous  recordings  include  the 
Brahms  Sextets,  with  a  distinguished  ensemble  led  by  Isaac  Stern. 

Violinist  Joel  Smirnoff  is  a  native  of  New  York  City  and  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Juilliard  String  Quartet  for  nearly  15  years — the  last  three  as  the  ensemble's 
primaries.  He  was  formerly  the  Quartet's  second  violinist.  Mr.  Smirnoff  attended 
the  University  of  Chicago  and  The  Juilliard  School  and,  for  a  period  of  six  years, 
was  a  member  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  He  won  second  prize  in  the 
International  American  Music  Competition  in  1983.  In  1985,  Mr.  Smirnoff  made 
his  New  York  recital  debut  at  Weill  Recial  Hall.  He  has  participated  in  the  world 
premiere  of  many  contemporary  works,  some  of  which  were  composed  for  him. 

As  a  member  of  the  Juilliard  String  Quartet,  Samuel  Rhodes  has  toured  world- 
wide and  has  recorded  an  extensive  catalogue  of  string  quartet  literature  on  the 
CBS  Masterworks,  Sony  Classical,  Wergo,  and  CRI  labels.  With  the  Quartet,  he 
has  won  three  Grammy  Awards  and  has  commissioned  and  performed  the  world 
premieres  of  chamber  words  by  many  of  the  20th  century's  leading  composers. 
Mr.  Rhodes  has  also  served  as  artist- in-residence  at  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
Michigan  State  University  and  holds  honorary  doctorates  from  Michigan  State, 
the  University  of  Jacksonville  and  the  San  Francisco  Conservatory. 

Mr.  Rhodes  studied  viola  with  Sydney  Beck  and  Walter  Trampler.  He  is  cel- 
ebrating his  31st  season  as  a  member  of  both  the  Juilliard  String  Quartet  and 
the  faculty  of  The  Juilliard  School.  With  Karen  Tuttle,  he  serves  as  co-chair  of 
Juilliard's  viola  department.  Mr.  Rhodes  is  a  faculty  member  of  the  Tanglewood 
Music  Center  and  has  participated  in  the  Marlboro  Festival  since  1960. 

Arnold  Steinhardt  was  born  in  Los  Angeles,  receiving  his  early  training  from 
Karl  Moldrem,  Peter  Meremblum,  and  Toscha  Seidel.  He  continued  his  stud- 
ies with  Ivan  Galamian  at  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  and  with  Joseph  Szigeti 
in  Switzerland  in  1962  under  the  sponsorship  of  George  Szell. 

Mr.  Steinhardt  is  first  violinist  and  a  founding  member  (1964)  of  the  inter- 
nationally acclaimed  Guarneri  String  Quartet,  with  which  he  has  made  innu- 
merable tours  on  many  continents  and  recorded  dozens  of  albums  for  RCA 
Victor,  Philips,  and  Arabesque.  Mr.  Steinhardt's  memoirs,  Indivisible  by  Four:  A 
String  Quartet  in  Pursuit  of  Harmony,  were  published  by  Farrar,  Straus  and 
Giroux  in  the  fall  of  1998. 

He  is  professor  of  violin  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  Rutgers  University, 
and  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  where  he  has  directed  the  Curtis  Orchestra 
in  several  concerts.  Mr.  Steinhardt  has  also  served  on  faculty  of  the  Isaac  Stern 
Chamber  Music  Workshop  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Mr.  Steinhardt's  latest  CD  of 
Robert  Fuchs'  music  on  Biddulph  recordings  features  him  on  both  violin  and 
viola  with  his  brother  Victor  as  pianist. 
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Michael  Tree  was  born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  received  his  first  violin 
instruction  from  his  father.  Later,  as  a  scholarship  student  at  the  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music  in  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Tree  studied  with  Efrem  Zimbalist,  Lea  Luboshutz, 
and  Veda  Reynolds.  Subsequent  to  his  debut  at  Carnegie  Hall  in  1954,  Mr.  Tree 
has  appeared  as  violin  and  viola  soloist  with  several  major  orchestras.  He  has  also 
participated  in  leading  festivals,  including  Marlboro,  Casals,  Spoleto,  and  Israel. 

As  a  founding  member  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet,  Mr.  Tree  has  played 
in  major  cities  worldwide. 

Mr.  Tree  has  recorded  more  than  80  chamber  music  works,  including  ten 
piano  quartets  and  quintets  with  Artur  Rubinstein.  Other  artists  with  whom 
he  has  recorded  include  Emanuel  Ax,  Richard  Goode,  Jaime  Laredo,  Yo-Yo 
Ma,  Sharon  Robinson,  Rudolf  Serkin,  Isaac  Stern,  and  Pinchas  Zukerman.  Mr. 
Tree's  television  credits  include  repeated  appearances  on  the  Today  Show  and 
the  first  telecast  of  Chamber  Music  Live  From  Lincoln  Center. 

Mr.  Tree  serves  on  the  faculty  of  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  Manhattan 
School  of  Music,  University  of  Maryland,  and  Rutgers  University. 

Paul  Trueblood  is  a  graduate  of  Northwestern  University  and  began  his  profes- 
sional life  in  New  York  clubs.  He  was  musical  director  of  A  Party  with  Comden  and 
Green  on  Broadway,  and  he  conducted  the  original  New  York  companies  of  Your 
Own  Thing,  Red  White  and  Maddox,  and  The  Chosen,  in  addition  to  Dancing  In  The 
Dark:  The  Music  of  Arthur  Schwartz,  produced  and  directed  by  Mr.  Schwartz  for 
the  Manhattan  Theater  Club.  As  a  composer,  his  works  have  been  heard  at 
Carnegie  Hall,  Avery  Fisher  Hall,  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  in  every  major  New 
York  cabaret  venue.  Mr.  Trueblood  is  a  master  teacher  at  the  annual  Cabaret  Sym- 
posium of  the  Eugene  O'Neill  Theater  Center  in  Waterford,  Connecticut. 

Sir  Peter  Ustinov,  is  a  multi-talent:  dramaturge,  actor,  comedian,  film  and 
stage  director,  and  internationally  sought-after  commentator  for  politics  and 
sporting  events. 

Born  in  London,  he  decided  to  become  an  actor  at  age  16.  To  date,  Sir  Peter 
has  written  more  than  20  works  for  the  theater,  among  them  the  unforgettable 
roles  for  Heinz  Ruhmann  and  Martin  Held  in  Endspurt.  He  has  also  written 
innumerable  novellas,  movie  scripts,  and  novels,  most  recently  Der  alte  Mann 
und  Mr.  Smith  and  Monsieur  Rene.  Theater  and  opera  direction  has  taken  him 
as  far  abroad  as  the  Bolshoi  Theater  in  Moscow. 

He  has  collaborated  as  an  actor  in  more  than  50  films  and  has  been  in 
countless  stage  productions.  He  has  been  recognized  with  two  Academy 
Awards,  three  Emmys,  one  Grammy,  and  twice  in  Germany  with  the  Golde- 
nen  Kamera  and  the  Bambi.  He  has  received  13  honorary7  doctorates  and  is 
currently  the  dean  of  time-honored  Durham  University  in  England. 

He  was  granted  the  title  Commander  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire  in 
1975,  became  a  member  of  the  Academie  Francaise  des  Beaux  Arts  in  1989, 
and  was  bestowed  the  Bundesverdienstkreuz  by  President  Herzog.  In  1990,  Sir 
Peter  was  knighted  by  the  Queen  of  England. 

Sir  Peter  the  author  is  delighted  that  the  Association  of  European  Book 
Dealers  honored  him  in  1999  in  Vienna  with  an  award  for  tolerance  in  his  lit- 
erary works. 
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Jian  Wang  began  to  study  the  cello  with  his  father  when  he  was  four  years  old.  In 
1979,  at  age  ten,  Mr.  Wang  was  featured  in  the  celebrated  documentary  film  From 
Mao  to  Mozart:  Isaac  Stem  in  China.  In  1985,  he  entered  the  Yale  School  of  Music, 
where  he  studied  with  the  renowned  cellist  Aldo  Parisot.  Mr.  Wang  collaborated 
with  Gil  Shaham  in  a  number  of  performances  of  the  Brahms  Double  Concerto 
in  North  America  (including  the  Chicago  Symphony  and  Cleveland  Orchestra), 
which  will  culminate  in  their  recording  of  this  piece  with  Claudio  Abbado  and 
the  Berlin  Philharmonic  for  DGG.  Mr.  Wang  has  an  exclusive  contract  with 
DGG,  for  which  he  has  recorded  the  Haydn  Concertos  with  the  Gulbenkian 
Orchestra  under  Muhai  Tang;  Messiaen's  Quartet  for  the  End  of  Time  with  Myung- 
Whun  Chung,  Gil  Shaham,  and  Paul  Meyer;  and  chamber  music  of  Brahms, 
Mozart,  and  Schumann  with  Maria  Joao  Pires  and  Augustin  Dumay. 

Pinchas  Zukerman  is  recognized  worldwide  for  his  exceptional  artistic  stan- 
dards. With  three  decades  of  critical  acclaim  for  his  musical  genius  and  prodi- 
gious technique,  his  incomparable  musicianship  marks  him  as  one  of  the  masters 
of  our  time.  He  is  equally  acclaimed  as  a  violinist,  violist,  conductor,  pedagogue, 
and  chamber  musician.  Mr.  Zukerman  is  currently  music  director  of  Canada's 
National  Arts  Centre  Orchestra  and  of  the  Pinchas  Zukerman  Performance  Pro- 
gram at  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music. 

This  season,  Mr.  Zukerman  will  embark  on  an  extensive  tour  of  Europe  and 
the  Middle  East  with  the  National  Arts  Centre  Orchestra,  including  first-ever 
appearances  by  a  Canadian  orchestra  in  Tel  Aviv  and  Palestine.  He  will  also  per- 
form with  the  Chicago,  Pittsburgh,  Milwaukee,  Toronto,  Seattle,  Honolulu,  Col- 
orado, and  San  Antonio  symphony  orchestras  and  in  Australia,  Switzerland, 
Germany,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Recital  appearances  with  pianist  Marc 
Neikrug  will  take  place  throughout  the  United  States,  Australia,  Italy,  Spain, 
Sweden,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Mr.  Zukerman  has  appeared  frequently  in  both  solo  and  chamber  music  col- 
laborations with  Isaac  Stern.  Together,  they  have  twice  recorded  the  Mozart  Sin- 
fonia  concertante  in  performances  led  by  Zubin  Mehta  and  Daniel  Barenboim. 

Since  its  founding  in  1924,  Philadelphia's  all-scholarship  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music  has  produced  a  remarkable  number  of  the  century's  most  important  musi- 
cal artists.  For  76  years,  the  Institute's  mission  has  been  to  train  a  highly  select 
group  of  the  finest  young  students  from  around  the  world,  all  of  whom  receive 
full-tuition  and  merit-based  scholarships  to  work  with  the  school's  celebrated 
82-member  faculty,  most  of  whom  are  active  performers. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  is  composed  of  100  gifted  and  accomplished  young 
artists  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25.  Yet,  despite  their  youth,  during  the  past 
few  seasons  they  have  won  the  esteem  of  such  distinguished  conductors  as  James 
Levine,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Yuri  Temirkanov, 
and  David  Zinman,  who  have  guest  conducted  them  on  a  variety  of  occasions. 
The  ensemble  also  performs  each  season  under  the  direction  of  Otto- Werner 
Mueller,  head  of  Curtis'  conducting  department,  and  prepares  repertoire  with 
him  as  well  as  with  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers. 

Each  year,  upon  graduation  from  Curtis,  a  number  of  Symphony  Orchestra 
members  are  immediately  invited  to  assume  key  posts  in  major  orchestras.  The 
Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  Big  Five  American  symphony  orchestras, 
where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  almost  25  percent  of  the  principal  desks.

In  a  continuing  effort  to  broaden  its  circle  of  friends,  Carnegie 
Hall  has  formed  a  new  donor  group:  the  Carnegie  Council.  The 
Council  was  created  to  welcome  music-loving  younger  profession- 
als between  the  ages  of  20  and  45  into  the  Carnegie  Hall  family. 

The  Carnegie  Council  is  led  by  four  volunteer  Co-chairs — Alex 
Hitz,  Robert  Jones,  Kelly  Moore,  and  David  Sandler — who  have 
worked  tirelessly  to  make  the  Council  a  success.  Working  with  the 
Co-chairs  to  shape  the  Council  are  14  Founding  Members,  who 
help  spread  the  word  about  the  Council  and  otherwise  serve  as  am- 
bassadors of  Carnegie  Hall. 

Involving  a  younger  generation  of  philanthropists  in  the  life  of 
an  established  cultural  institution  such  as  Carnegie  Hall  is  a  difficult 
challenge,  but  the  work  of  the  Co-chairs  and  Founding  Members 
has  already  yielded  an  impressive  result.  The  Carnegie  Council  cur- 
rently has  more  than  150  members  and  has  raised  over  $170,000 
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for  the  Annual  Fund  to  help  offset  the  costs  of  concert  and  edu- 
cational programming. 

Asked  about  their  initial  success,  Co-chair  Robert  Jones  offered 
the  Council's  philosophy  in  attracting  new  members:  "We  try  to 
make  people  aware  of  Carnegie  Hall's  desire  to  involve  them  in 
the  process  of  mobilizing  resources  to  raise  the  quality  of  life  in 
their  community.  We  feel  that  involvement  in  the  community 
through  cultural  enrichment  is  a  worthy  enterprise  and  that  the 
opportunity  for  involvement  in  this  enterprise  has  value."  Adds 
Co-chair  David  Sandler,  "The  Carnegie  Council  was  not  formed 
to  recruit  people.  It  was  formed  with  the  intention  of  giving  a 
younger  generation  the  opportunity  to  have  its  own  forum." 

Membership  helps  to  create  this  forum  by  offering  special  op- 
portunities to  meet  as  a  group  during  the  concert  season.  The  in- 
augural reception  of  the  Council  took  place  in  the  Shorin  Club 
Room  in  December  1998,  where  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  welcomed  a  new  generation  of  concertgoers  and  donors 
to  Carnegie  Hall.  Carnegie  Hall  President  Isaac  Stern  spoke,  ex- 
pressing the  hope  and  expectation  that  this  will  be  the  beginning 
of  a  long  and  meaningful  relationship. 

In  October  1999,  less  than  a  year  later,  Carnegie  Council 
members  packed  the  fourth  floor  of  the  newly  renovated  Russian 
Tea  Room  in  their  first  reception  of  the  1999-2000  season.  Ex- 
ecutive and  Artistic  Director  Franz  Xaver  Ohnesorg  expressed  his 
great  pleasure  in  seeing  such  a  large  and  enthusiastic  group  of 
younger  donors  and  spoke  about  how  important  the  Carnegie 
Council  members  would  be  in  moving  Carnegie  Hall  into  the 
new  millennium. 

As  for  the  Carnegie  Council's  future,  Co-chair  Robert  Jones 
has  the  last  word:  "As  people  reach  points  in  their  careers  where 
they  have  the  power  to  combine  their  feelings  about  community 
with  their  ability  to  offer  funding,  we  hope  they  will  do  so.  The 
first  step,  however,  is  creating  the  relationship;  that's  what  we're 
about."

familiar  yet,  just  give  them  time.  Most  of  these  musicians  are  still  in 
their  20s.  Together,  though,  they  represent  Carnegie's  commitment  to 
the  next  generation  of  performing  artists. 

"I  think  we  have  a  strong  obligation  to  include  young  musicians  in  our 
artistic  profile,"  said  Franz  Xaver  Ohnesorg,  the  executive  and  artistic  di- 
rector of  Carnegie  Hall.  "After  all,  they  are  our  future  on  the  concert  stage." 

Feeling  more  than  just  an  abstract  sense  of  obligation,  Ohnesorg 
took  the  step  of  boosting  Carnegie's  budget  for  educational  work  up  to 
$3.2  million.  He  has  also  increased  the  size  of  Carnegie's  "Distinctive 

Debuts"  series  from  four  to  six  con- 
certs in  the  coming  season. 

According  to  Ara  Guzelimian, 
Carnegie's  artistic  adviser,  Ohnesorg's 
interest  in  young  ensembles  has  been  a 
continuation  of  the  legacy  bequeathed 
by  Carnegie's  late  executive  director, 
Judith  Arron,  who  initiated  a  series  of 
artist's  workshops  about  ten  years  ago. 
These  workshops,  he  said,  were  part  of 
a  larger  shift  in  Carnegie's  vision. 

"I  think  Judy  really  began  to  take  a 
rather  holistic  approach  to  Carnegie 
as  a  musical  center,  and  as  a  force  in 
musical  life  beyond  the  presenting  of 
concerts,"  Guzelimian  said.  "Part  of 
this  has  been  a  real  concern  with 
identifying  talented  young  musicians, 
providing  Carnegie's  resources  for 
mentoring,  and,  where  appropriate, 
finding  forums  for  those  musicians  in 
Carnegie's  concert  schedule." 

The  "Distinctive  Debuts"  series, 
currently  in  its  fifth  season,  is  one  of 
the  programs  to  grow  out  of  this  shift 
in  thinking.  In  assembling  the  series, 
Carnegie  works  in  conjunction  with 
the  European  Concert  Hall  Organiza- 
tion (ECHO),  a  consortium  of  six 
halls,  each  of  which  nominates  one 
artist  or  ensemble  which  is  then  pro- 
vided a  debut  in  each  location.  For  the  2000-2001  series,  Carnegie  nomi- 
nated cellist  Alisa  Weilerstein  with  pianist  David  Laughton.  It  will  be 
hosting,  among  others,  the  Finland-based  Tempera  Quartet,  who  are  not 
taking  their  upcoming  debut  lightly. 

"It's  a  privilege  to  a  young  musician  to  get  a  chance  to  perform  in  such 
a  famous  and  highly  and  widely  respected  concert  hall  like  Carnegie,"  said

Marjaana  Koskinen,  27,  the  group's  second  violinist.  "For  us,  it's  also  an 
opportunity  to  make  Finnish  chamber  music  known  in  the  United  States." 

Of  course,  no  discussion  of  young  artists  at  Carnegie  would  be  com- 
plete without  mentioning  Isaac  Stern,  who  over  the  years  has  shown  a 
keen  and  unfaltering  ear  for  identifying  young  talent,  from  Yo-Yo  Ma 

and  Midori,  to,  more  recently,  the 
Miro  String  Quartet.  This  last  en- 
semble met  Stern  at  a  musical  "En- 
counter" that  he  lead  in  Jerusalem 
in  1998.  On  Stern's  recommenda- 
tion, the  group  performed  a  Weill 
Recital  Hall  debut  in  October  of 
1999,  and  this  season,  they  will  be 
appearing  on  September  24  as  part 
of  Carnegie's  celebration  of  Stern's 
80th  birthday.  John  Largess,  28, 
the  quartet's  violist,  still  remem- 
bers the  adrenaline  of  their  first 
Weill  performance. 

"It  was  very  stressful,  and  we 
were  very,  very  nervous  even 
though  we  had  played  in  New  York 
before  in  Alice  Tully  and  Merkin 
halls,"  he  said.  "You  really  feel  like 
people  can  actually  hear  you  at  Weill." 

Indeed,  not  only  does  Weill  Recital  Hall,  where  most  of  the  young 
artists  perform,  share  the  weight  and  prestige  of  Carnegie's  main  hall 
(Isaac  Stern  Auditorium),  it  is  much  better  suited  to  chamber  music 
performance.  Its  jewel-box  intimacy  confers  a  sense  of,  as  Guzelimian 
puts  it,  "the  vitality  and  immediacy  of  wonderful  young  performers  play- 
ing some  of  this  music  for  the  first  time  in  their  careers." 

Adding  still  more  options  for  chamber  music  and  debut  recitals, 
Carnegie's  new  Judy  and  Arthur  Zankel  Hall  will  begin  hosting  concerts 
in  2002.  In  the  meantime,  however,  young  musicians  keep  practicing 
and  aspiring  to  reach  the  top,  while  players  who  have  made  it  to 
Carnegie  continue  to  take  pride  in  their  moment  of  arrival. 

"When  you  are  asked  to  play  your  own  concert  in  Carnegie,  it  means 
you're  not  going  to  go  away  as  an  ensemble,"  said  Largess.  "For  us,  it's 
the  beginning  of  a  new  stage  in  our  career,  and  I  think  people  really  do 
respect  the  fact  that  we've  played  there." 

He  paused,  and  continued  with  a  chuckle,  "My  parents  were  cer- 
tainly very  impressed."

Biographies 


Center  City  Brass  Quintet 

Now  marking  its  15th  season,  the  Center  City  Brass  Quintet  was  originally 
formed  by  five  students  at  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music.  Today,  the  ensemble  — 
trumpets  Anthony  DiLorenzo  and  Geoffrey  Hardcastle,  horn  Richard  King, 
trombone  Steven  Witser  and  tuba  Craig  Knox  —  is  praised  by  critics  and 
audiences  alike  for  its  high  energy  and  finely  polished  style,  performing  a  range 
of  repertoire  from  the  traditional  to  the  modern,  from  classical  to  jazz.  The 
Quintet  is  frequently  heard  in  recital  in  prestigious  halls  across  the  United  States, 
and  its  performances  have  been  broadcast  on  television  and  radio.  Recently 
signed  to  an  exclusive  contract  with  Chandos  Records,  the  ensemble's  first  release 
on  that  label  is  On  the  Town,  featuring  the  music  of  Bernstein,  Gershwin  and 
Ellington;  their  discography  also  includes  works  on  the  d'Note  Classics  and 
Collins  Classics  labels.  The  Quintet's  debut  CD  was  praised  by  the  American 
Record  Guide  as  "one  of  the  all-time  great  brass  recordings." 

Anthony  DiLorenzo  (Trumpet  '89)  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  the  New  York 
Philharmonic,  Boston  Symphony  and  Boston  Pops,  and  held  positions  with  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  New  World  Symphony,  Santa  Fe  Opera  and  Utah 
Symphony.  A  composer,  his  Emmy  Award-winning  works  are  performed  in 
concert  and  on  television  throughout  the  United  States. 

Geoffrey  Hardcastle,  second  trumpet  of  the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  also  holds 
positions  with  the  Cleveland  Chamber  Symphony  and  the  Akron  Symphony 
Orchestra.  In  addition,  he  is  a  member  of  Burning  River  Brass  and  Proteus  7,  and 
is  on  the  faculty  of  Cleveland  State  University. 

Richard  King  (Horn  '89)  was  appointed  principal  horn  of  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra  by  Christoph  von  Dohnanyi  in  1996,  having  previously  held  the  posi- 
tion of  associate  principal  horn.  He  has  also  appeared  numerous  times  as  soloist 
with  the  Orchestra  and  is  on  the  faculty  of  the  Cleveland  Institute  of  Music, 
Carnegie  Mellon  University  and  the  Kent/Blossom  Music  Festival. 

Steven  Witser  joined  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  as  assistant  principal  trombone 
in  1989,  having  served  as  principal  trombone  with  the  Honolulu  Symphony,  the 
Santa  Fe  Opera  Orchestra  and  the  Phoenix  Symphony.  He  is  currently  a  faculty 
member  at  the  Cleveland  Institute  of  Music. 


Craig  Knox  (Tuba  '89)  is  principal  tuba  of  the  Sacramento  Philharmonic 
Orchestra  and  was  an  acting  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  last  season. 
He  has  also  held  positions  with  the  San  Francisco  Ballet  Orchestra  and  the  New 
World  Symphony  and  is  on  the  faculty  of  California  State  University,  Hayward.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Boh  in  1924  to  train 
exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  169  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  these  thrice-weekly  recitals  are 
an  integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute's  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience, 
giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber 
music  groups . 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students.  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institute's  founding,  over  40  alumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  can  be  found  on  the  rosters  of 
opera  companies  worldwide. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  26.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  conducting  department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  recently  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Riccardo 
Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and 
David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  25%  of  the  principal  desks.

OttoWerner  Mueller 

Otto  Werner  Mueller,  who  became 
head  of  Curtis'  conducting  faculty  in 
1986,  has  established  himself  as  one  of 
this  country's  foremost  conducting 
teachers:  Recent  students  of  his  are 
presently  assistant  conductors  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic.  He  himself  has  conducted 
major  orchestras  throughout  the  United 
States,  including  the  National  Symphony 
and  those  of  St.  Louis,  Atlanta,  Detroit 
and  Houston,  and  all  the  major  Canadian 
orchestras,  as  well.  Mr.  Mueller  began  his 
musical  studies  in  Frankfurt,  Germany.  At 
the  age  of  19,  he  was  named  director  of 
the  chamber  music  department  for  Radio 
Stuttgart  and  was  founder/conductor  of 
the  celebrated  Radio  Stuttgart  Chamber 
Choir.  Two  years  later,  he  served  as 
conductor  of  opera  and  operetta  for  the 
Heidelberg  Theater.  After  immigrating  to 
Canada  in  1951,  Mr.  Mueller  worked 
extensively  for  the  Canadian 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  where  he 
conducted  orchestra,  opera  and  ballet 
performances;  in  1958  he  became  a 
teacher  and  conductor  at  the  Montreal 
Conservatory.  He  later  served  as  director 
of  the  Victoria  Symphony  and  was 
founder/dean  of  the  Victoria  School  of 
Music.  He  was  conductor- in-residence  at 
Yale  University  and  has  taught  at  the 
University7  of  Wisconsin  at  Madison,  the 
Aspen  Music  Festival,  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic  Institute  and  the  Summer 
Institute  of  the  American  Choral 
Foundation.  He  is  also  head  of  the 
conducting  department  at  the  Juilliard 
School. 

Pamela  Frank 

Curtis  alumna  and  faculty  member 
Pamela  Frank  has  garnered  critical  and 
popular  acclaim  as  one  of  the  leading 
young  violinists  performing  today.  She  is 


frequently  heard  with  the  world's  most 
prestigious  orchestras,  including  those  of 
New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
Boston,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and 
the  National  Symphony  in  the  United 
States  and  the  Berlin  Philharmonic, 
Vienna  Symphony  Orchestra,  Orchestre 
National  de  France,  Orchestre  de  Paris 
and  Czech  Philharmonic  abroad.  Also  a 
dedicated  chamber  musician,  Ms.  Frank 
performs  frequently  with  such  noted 
artists  as  Curtis  alumnus  Peter  Serkin, 
Yo-Yo  Ma,  Tabea  Zimmerman  and 
Alexander  Simionescu,  as  well  as  with  her 
mother  and  father,  the  pianists  Lilian 
Kallir  and  Claude  Frank.  Her  recordings 
are  available  on  the  London/Decca,  Sony 
Classical,  Arte  Nova  and  MusicMasters 
labels.  Winner  of  the  1999  Avery  Fisher 
Prize,  Ms.  Frank  received  the  Avery 
Fisher  Career  Grant  in  1988  while  still 
attending  The  Institute,  where  she 
studied  with  Szymon  Goldberg  and 
Jaime  Laredo. 


PROQRAM  NOTES

Mikhail  Glinka 

Born:  Smolensk,  Russia,  June  1,  1804 
Died:  Berlin,  February  15,  1857 

Overture  to  Ruslan  and  Ludmilla 

The  libretto  of  Glinka's  Ruslan  and 
Ludmilla  is  based  on  Pushkin's  fairy  tale. 
Just  prior  to  her  betrothal  to  Ruslan, 
Ludmilla  has  been  spirited  away  from  her 
father,  the  Grand  Duke  of  Kiev,  by  the 
evil  dwarf  Tchernomor.  Ruslan  perseveres 
through  many  fantastic  adventures  to 
regain  his  beloved,  and  they  are  finally 
united  in  marriage  in  the  opera's  final 
scene.  The  exuberant  Overture  is  based 
on  themes  from  the  opera.  The  opening 
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section  uses  two  melodies  from  the 
marriage  scene  —  the  tutti  chord  and 
rushing  scales  of  the  first  measures,  and 
the  fleet  theme  presented  by  the  strings 
and  flutes.  The  contrasting,  lyrical  second 
theme  (played  by  bassoons,  violas  and 
cellos)  is  from  Ruslan's  second-act  aria  in 
which  he  sings  of  his  love  for  Ludmilla. 
The  development  section  employs  all 
three  themes.  The  recapitulation  begins 
with  the  rushing  scales  and  the  fleet 
melody,  and  continues  with  an 
abbreviated  version  of  the  second  theme. 
The  coda,  like  the  development,  uses  all 
three  melodies,  but  adds  to  them  a 
descending  whole-tone  scale  in  the 
basses.  The  pesky  dwarf  is  quickly 
banished,  and  the  Overture  ends  with  an 
energetic  gallop  as  the  fitting  conclusion 
to  this  fantastic  tale. 


Antonin  Dvorak 

Born:  Nelahozeves,  September  8,  1841 
Died:  Prague,  May  1,  1904 

Violin  Concerto  in  A  minor,  Op.  53 

When  the  popularity  of  his  1878 
Slavonic  Dances  rocketed  Dvorak  to 
international  fame,  he  suddenly  found 
himself  welcome  in  the  most  august 
musical  company.  Liszt,  the  renowned 
critic  Hanslick,  Brahms  —  who  had 
recommended  the  young  composer  to  his 
publisher  Simrock  —  and  the  violinist 
Joseph  Joachim  were  among  his  new 
friends.  Joachim  premiered  Brahms' 
Violin  Concerto  in  January  1879,  and 
Dvorak,  perhaps  under  its  influence  and 
certainly  spurred  on  by  Simrock,  decided 
to  try  a  similar  composition  of  his  own. 
He  brought  the  Concerto  to  his  desk  in 
July,  and  by  September,  he  was  able  to 
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send  the  first  version  of  the  score  to 
Joachim  for  his  criticism. 

Joseph  Joachim,  perhaps  the  most 
distinguished  violinist  of  the  time  in 
Europe  and,  in  that  age  of  fustian  virtuosi, 
one  of  the  few  dedicated  to  the  highest 
musical  standards,  had  been  performing 
Dvorak's  recent  chamber  music  with  his 
ensemble.  His  advocacy  of  the  Sextet 
(Op.  48)  and  the  E-flat  Quartet  (Op.  51 ) 
did  much  to  establish  the  composer's 
reputation  in  Vienna  and  elsewhere. 
Though  Dvorak  had  studied  the  violin 
and  performed  in  the  orchestra  of  the 
Czech  National  Theater  from  1866  to 
1873,  he  welcomed  Joachim's  advice  on 
the  finer  points  of  string  technique  and 
concerto  composition.  Unfortunately, 
Joachim  could  not  generate  much 
enthusiasm  for  the  new  work,  and  he 
invited  Dvorak  to  Berlin  to  discuss  his 
suggestions  for  its  improvement.  After 
Dvorak  made  the  journey,  he  wrote  to 
Simrock  on  May  9,  1880,  "At  Mr. 
Joachim's  suggestion  I  have  revised  the 
whole  Concerto,  leaving  not  a  single  bar 
untouched." 

The  revision  was  dutifully  dispatched 
to  Joachim,  who,  reluctant  to  again 
express  his  disappointment,  did  not 
mention  the  Concerto  for  two  full  years. 
Finally,  on  August  14,  1882,  he  sent 
Dvorak  a  letter  of  lukewarm  praise  in 
which  he  wrote  that,  though  he 
(Joachim)  had  made  the  solo  part  more 
practicable,  he  still  considered  the  work 
not  ready  for  public  performance.  Once 
more,  he  asked  the  composer  to  come  to 
Berlin  for  a  conference.  This  second 
evaluation  included  a  run-through  of  the 
score  by  Joachim  and  the  student 
orchestra  of  the  Berlin  Hochschule  fur 
Musik,  following  which  Dvorak  made  a 
large  cut  in  the  finale  and,  again, 
retouched  the  solo  part. 

Joachim  was  still  dissatisfied.  In  the 


Concerto's  structure,  Dvorak  had  joined 
together  the  first  two  movements. 
Joachim  thought  that  they  should  be 
separated,  but  the  composer  remained 
adamant  on  the  work's  form.  The  score 
was  completed  with  the  intention  that 
Joachim  would  give  the  premiere  in 
November,  but  he  did  not  play  it  on  that 
occasion  or  any  other.  The  honor  of  the 
first  performance  fell  instead  to  Frantisek 
Ondricek  the  following  year,  when 
Dvorak's  intuition  about  the  work's  form 
and  content  were  proven  correct.  The 
Concerto  was  immediately  successful  and 
has  remained  one  of  his  most  popular 
compositions. 

Dvorak  composed  his  Violin 
Concerto  during  the  first  flowering  of  his 
representative  Czech  style,  and  it  reflects 
several  facets  of  the  national  personality 
—  the  blending  of  sadness  and 
determination  in  the  first  movement,  the 
tenderness  of  the  second  and  the 
boisterous  peasant  joy  of  the  finale.  The 
main  theme  group  of  the  Concerto's  first 
movement  comprises  a  bold,  almost 
tragic,  opening  statement,  a  lamenting 
phrase  with  a  prominent  triplet  rhythm 
presented  by  the  soloist  and  (after  a 
repetition  of  the  first  two  motives)  a 
lyrical  woodwind  strain  above  a  simple 
string  accompaniment.  These  three 
motives  are  treated  at  some  length  before 
the  smoothly  flowing  second  theme  is 
introduced  as  a  duet  for  oboe  and  solo 
violin.  The  development  section  is  a 
challenging  exercise  in  broken  chords  for 
the  soloist.  The  recapitulation  is  greatly 
truncated,  and  brings  back  only  the 
lamenting  theme  from  the  exposition.  A 
delicate  woodwind  chorale  leads  without 
pause  to  the  second  movement,  a  song  of 
sweet  nostalgia  sung  by  the  soloist.  The 
bucolic  mood  is  twice  interrupted  by  stern 
proclamations  from  the  orchestra.  The 
finale  is  a  scintillating  rondo  whose  main 
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theme  is  reminiscent  of  the  fiery  Czech 
dance,  the  furiant. 

Peter  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky 

Born:  Votkinsk,  May  7,  1840 

Died:  St.  Petersburg,  November  6,  1893 

Symphony  No.  4  in  F  minor,  Op.  36 

The  Fourth  Symphony  was  a  product 
of  the  most  crucial  and  turbulent  time  of 
Tchaikovsky's  life  —  1877,  when  he  met 
two  women  who  forced  him  to  evaluate 
himself  as  he  never  had  before.  The  first 
was  the  sensitive,  music-loving  widow  of  a 
wealthy  Russian  railroad  baron,  Nadezhda 
von  Meek,  who  became  not  only  the 
financial  backer  who  allowed  him  to  quit 
his  irksome  teaching  job  at  the  Moscow 
Conservatory  to  devote  himself  entirely 
to  composition,  but  also  the  sympathetic 
sounding-board  for  reports  on  the  whole 
range  of  his  activities  —  emotional, 
musical,  personal.  Though  they  never 
met,  her  place  in  Tchaikovsky's  life  was 
enormous  and  beneficial. 

The  second  woman  to  enter 
Tchaikovsky's  life  in  1877  was  Antonina 
Miliukov,  an  unnoticed  student  in  one  of 
his  large  lecture  classes  at  the 
Conservatory  who  had  worked  herself 
into  a  passion  over  her  young  professor. 
Tchaikovsky  paid  her  no  special 
attention,  and  had  quite  forgotten  her 
when  he  received  an  ardent  love  letter 
professing  her  flaming  and  unquenchable 
desire  to  meet  him.  Tchaikovsky 
answered  her  letter  in  a  polite,  cool 
fashion,  but  did  not  include  an  outright 
rejection  of  her  advances.  He  had  been 
considering  marriage  for  almost  a  year  in 
the  hope  that  it  would  give  him  both  the 
stable  home  life  that  he  had  not  enjoyed 
in  the  26  years  since  his  mother  died,  as 
well  as  to  help  dispel  the  all-too-true 
rumors  of  his  homosexuality.  He  believed 


he  might  achieve  both  these  goals  with 
Antonina.  He  could  not  see  the  situation 
clearly  enough  to  realize  that  what  he 
hoped  for  was  impossible  —  a  pure, 
platonic  marriage  without  its  physical  and 
emotional  realities.  Further  letters  from 
Antonina  implored  Tchaikovsky  to  meet 
her,  and  threatened  suicide  out  of 
desperation  if  he  refused.  What  a  welter  of 
emotions  must  have  gripped  his  heart 
when,  just  a  few  weeks  later,  he  proposed 
marriage  to  her!  Inevitably,  the  marriage 
crumbled  within  days  of  the  wedding 
amid  Tchaikovsky's  searing  self- 
deprecation. 

It  was  during  May  and  June  that 
Tchaikovsky  sketched  the  Fourth 
Symphony,  finishing  the  first  three 
movements  before  Antonina  began  her 
siege;  the  finale  was  completed  by  the 
time  he  proposed.  Because  of  this 
chronology,  the  program  of  the 
Symphony  was  not  a  direct  result  of  his 
marital  disaster.  All  that  —  the  July 
wedding,  the  mere  18  days  of  bitter 
conjugal  farce,  the  two  separations  — 
postdated  the  actual  composition  of  the 
Symphony  by  a  few  months.  What 
Tchaikovsky  found  in  his  relationship 
with  this  woman  (who  by  1877  already 
showed  signs  of  approaching  the  door  of 
the  mental  ward  in  which,  still  legally 
married  to  him,  she  died  in  1917)  was  a 
confirmation  of  his  belief  in  the 
inexorable  workings  of  Fate  in  human 
destiny. 

Tchaikovsky  explained  the 
emotional  content  of  the  Fourth 
Symphony:  "The  introduction  [blaring 
brasses  heard  immediately  in  a  motto 
theme  that  recurs  throughout  the 
Symphony]  is  the  kernel  of  the  whole 
Symphony.  This  is  Fate,  which  hinders 
one  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  There  is 
nothing  to  do  but  to  submit  and  vainly 
complain  [the  melancholy,  syncopated 
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shadow- waltz  of  the  main  theme,  heard  in 
the  strings].  Would  it  not  be  better  to 
turn  away  from  reality  and  lull  one's  self 
in  dreams?  [The  jerky  second  theme  is 
begun  by  the  clarinet.]  But  no  —  these 
are  but  dreams:  Roughly  we  are  awakened 
by  Fate.  [The  blaring  brass  fanfare  over  a 
wave  of  timpani  begins  the  development 
section.]  Thus  we  see  that  life  is  only  an 
everlasting  alternation  of  somber  reality 
and  fugitive  dreams  of  happiness. 

"The  second  movement  shows 
another  phase  of  sadness.  How  sad  it  is 
that  so  much  has  already  been  and  gonel 
And  yet  it  is  a  pleasure  to  think  of  the 
early  years. 

"In  the  third  movement  are 
capricious  arabesques,  vague  figures  which 
slip  into  the  imagination  when  one  has 
taken  wine  and  is  slightly  intoxicated. 
Military  music  is  heard  in  the  distance. 

"As  to  the  finale,  if  you  find  no 
pleasure  in  yourself,  go  to  the  people.  The 
picture  of  a  folk  holiday.  [The  finale 
employs  the  folk  song  A  Birch  Stood  in  the 
Meadow.]  Hardly  have  we  had  time  to 
forget  ourselves  in  the  happiness  of  others 
when  indefatigable  Fate  reminds  us  once 


more  of  its  presence.  Yet  there  still  is 
happiness,  simple,  naive  happiness. 
Rejoice  in  the  happiness  of  others  — 
and  you  can  still  live."

Thanks  to  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok,  their  dreams  will  become  reality. 


Mrs.  Bok  was  the  daughter  of  Cyrus  H.K.  Curtis,  founder  of  the  Curtis  Publishing 
Company.  As  a  young  girl  she  studied  piano  and  organ,  and  music  was  her  abiding 
passion.  In  1910,  she  became  an  ardent  supporter  of  Settlement  Music  School,  which 
provided  musical  instruction  for  financially  deprived  immigrant  children. 

The  students  flourished,  but  Mrs.  Bok  soon  realized  that  even  the  most  talented 
abandoned  their  dreams  of  music  careers  because  they  could  not  afford  continued 
training.  That's  when  she  decided  to  create  a  music  conservatory  where  promising 
young  artists  would  study  on  a  merit-based  full-scholarship  basis. 

On  October  13,  1924,  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  opened  its  doors  and  the 
fondest  dream  of  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  was  fulfilled. 

Today,  Curtis  alumni  are  found  in  virtually  every  major  North  American 
orchestra.  Their  presence  is  most  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  25  percent  of  the  principal  chairs. 
One  in  two  Philadelphia  Orchestra  musicians  are  Curtis  graduates,  and  of  these,  nine 
occupy  principal  chairs.

Sound  for  the  Century  Campaign  Progress 


Curtis  is  engaged  in  the  most  important  and  challenging  fundraising  effort  in  its  history: 
Sound  for  the  Century  Campaign.  Shaun  O'Malley,  chairman  of  the  Curtis  Board  of  Trustees,  said 
"The  success  of  this  five-year  Campaign  is  absolutely  critical  to  Curtis'  future." 

Curtis'  President/Director,  Gary  Graffman,  emphasized  that  the  purpose  of  this  challenging 
project  is  "to  allow  Curtis  to  remain  Curtis. . .  and  the  essence  of  the  undertaking  is  to  preserve 
Curtis  as  one  of  the  very  finest  conservatories  in  the  world." 

"We  are  trying  to  strengthen  Curtis'  financial  foundation  and  provide  budgetary  stability  for 
the  21st  century,"  Mr.  Graffman  continued.  Without  a  significant  infusion  of  funds,  the  ability  of 
Curtis  to  continue  music  training  and  education  of  the  finest  young  musicians  in  the  world  at  the 
highest  levels,  and  its  unique  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarship  policy,  would  be  in  jeopardy. 
"This  campaign  is  not  designed  to  expand  or  enlarge  the  scope  of  The  Institute,  but  to  insure  the 
continuation  of  its  highest  quality,"  he  said.

"The  overall  $35  million  goal  consists  of  $22  million  for  a  new  endowment, 
$8  million  for  operations  through  five  Curtis  Annual  Fund  drives  and  $5  million  for  physical 
plant  and  musical  instruments,"  he  said.  The  public  kickoff  of  the  campaign  was  on  Curtis'  75th 
birthday,  Founder's  Day,  October  1,  1999,  and  the  culmination  is  planned  to  be  the  end  of  the 
year  2004. 

Curtis  Vice  President  of  Development,  Josiah  Stevenson  IV,  reported  that  the  cumulative 
total  of  gifts  and  pledges  received  after  a  year  of  public  campaigning  had  exceeded  $  1 7  million. 

The  Sound  for  the  Century  Campaign  will  be  national  and  international  in  reach.  "Because 
of  Curtis'  important  role  in  world  music,  everyone  who  cares  deeply  about  the  future  of  the 
musical  art  should  be  interested  in  the  success  of  Sound  for  the  Century"  said  Chairman  Emeritus 
Dr.  Milton  L.  Rock.

Mikhail  Glinka 

Born:  Smolensk,  Russia,  June  1,  1804 
Died:  Berlin,  February  15,  1857 

Overture  to 
Russian  and  Ludmilla 

The  libretto  of  Glinka's  Russian  and  Ludmilla  is  based  on  Pushkin's  fairy  tale.  Just 
prior  to  her  betrothal  to  Russian,  Ludmilla  has  been  spirited  away  from  her  father,  the  Grand 
Duke  of  Kiev,  by  the  evil  dwarf  Tchernomor.  Russian  perseveres  through  many  fantastic 
adventures  to  regain  his  beloved,  and  they  are  finally  united  in  marriage  in  the  opera's  final 
scene.  The  exuberant  Overture  is  based  on  themes  from  the  opera.  The  opening  section  uses 
two  melodies  from  the  marriage  scene  -  the  tutti  chord  and  rushing  scales  of  the  first  meas- 
ures, and  the  fleet  theme  presented  by  the  strings  and  flutes.  The  contrasting,  lyrical  second 
theme  (played  by  bassoons,  violas  and  cellos)  is  from  Russian's  second-act  aria  in  which  he 
sings  of  his  love  for  Ludmilla.  The  development  section  employs  all  three  themes.  The  reca- 
pitulation begins  with  the  rushing  scales  and  the  fleet  melody,  and  continues  with  an  abbre- 
viated version  of  the  second  theme.  The  coda,  like  the  development,  uses  all  three  melodies, 
but  adds  to  them  a  descending  whole-tone  scale  in  the  basses.  The  pesky  dwarf  is  quickly 
banished,  and  the  Overture  ends  with  an  energetic  galop  as  the  fitting  conclusion  to  this  fan- 
tastic tale. 

Maurice  Ravel 

Born:  Ciboure,  Basses-Pyrenees,  March  7,  1875 
Died:  Paris,  December  28,  1937 

Concerto  for  the  Left  Hand  for  Piano  and  Orchestra 

Maurice  Ravel  made  a  triumphant  tour  of  America  as  pianist  and  conductor  in 
1928.  Plans  were  begun  almost  immediately  for  a  second  foray  into  the  New  World,  and 
Ravel  started  work  on  a  piano  concerto  in  1929  that  was  to  be  the  centerpiece  of  the  ven- 
ture. While  he  was  at  work  on  what  became  the  Concerto  in  G,  he  was  approached  by  the 
pianist  Paul  Wittgenstein,  brother  of  the  famous  Austrian  philosopher,  Ludwig,  who  was 
determined  to  continue  his  concert  career  despite  the  loss  of  his  right  arm  during  the  First 
World  War.  Wittgenstein  had  transcribed  several  piano  works  for  his  own  performance  for 
left  hand  alone,  and  had  commissioned  new  pieces  from  some  of  the  era's  most  distin- 
guished composers  -  Strauss,  Prokofiev,  Franz  Schmidt,  Britten,  Hindemith,  Korngold.  Ravel 
was  intrigued  by  Wittgenstein's  sincerity  and  by  the  challenge  of  the  project,  and  he  accept- 
ed the  proposal.  He  laid  aside  the  concerto  in  progress,  and  took  up  the  new  score  with 
enthusiasm. 

The  Left  Hand  Concerto  is  in  three  sections.  The  opening  rises  from  a  barely  audi- 
ble rumbling  of  the  lowest  instruments  during  which  two  thematic  cells  are  presented:  the. 
first,  with  its  snapping  rhythmic  figures,  is  intoned  by  the  contrabassoon;  the  other,  appear- 
ing in  the  eighth  measure,  is  a  smooth  melody  presented  by  the  horns  in  octaves.  The  twc 
themes  are  interwoven  to  achieve  a  crashing  climax  from  the  full  orchestra  after  which  the 


soloist  emerges  with  a  cadenza  based  on  the  snapping-rhythm  theme.  Most  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  opening  section  is  given  over  to  further  orchestral  elaborations  of  this  melody,  with 
florid  figurations  from  the  soloist.  A  central,  "jazzy"  section  is  driving  in  rhythm  and  bril- 
liantly brittle  in  sonority.  A  scherzo-like  strain  and  a  cheeky  tune  piped  by  the  high  wood- 
winds are  followed  by  the  recall  of  the  smooth  melody  of  the  beginning,  here  entrusted  to 
the  solo  bassoon  and  then  the  solo  trombone.  The  jaunty  scherzo  resumes,  but  is  brought  to 
a  sudden  halt  by  a  silence  and  the  return  of  the  snapping  opening  theme  in  a  bold  setting 
for  full  orchestra.  A  sweeping  cadenza  and  closing  flourishes  from  the  orchestra  bring  this 
masterwork  of  Ravel's  maturity  to  a  powerful  conclusion. 


Bedrich  Smetana 

Born:  Leitomischl,  Bohemia,  March  2,  1824 
Died:  Prague,  May  12,  1884 

The  Moldau  from  Ma  Vlast  ("My  Country") 

The  Moldau  ("Vltava"  in  Czech)  is  the  principal  river  of  Czechoslovakia,  rising  in  the 
hills  in  the  south  and  flowing  north  through  Prague  to  join  with  the  Elbe.  Smetana's  tone 
poem  seems  to  trace  its  inspiration  to  a  country  trip  he  took  along  the  river  in  1870,  a  jun- 
ket that  included  an  exhilarating  boat  ride  through  the  churning  waters  of  the  St.  John 
Rapids.  He  first  announced  his  intention  to  write  a  piece  about  the  great  river  as  early  as 
1872,  as  soon  as  he  completed  the  opera  Libuse,  but  he  undertook  another  opera  instead 
(The  Two  Widows),  and  had  to  postpone  the  tone  poem  for  two  more  years.  The  Moldau  is 
disposed  in  several  sections  intended  to  convey  both  the  sense  of  a  journey  down  the  river 
and  some  of  the  sights  seen  along  the  way,  as  Smetana  noted  in  his  preface  to  the  score: 

"Two  springs  pour  forth  in  the  Bohemian  Forest,  one  warm  and  gushing,  the  other 
cold  and  peaceful.  Their  waves  join  and  the  forest  brook,  hastening  on,  becomes  the  river 
Moldau.  Through  thick  woods  it  flows,  as  the  gay  sounds  of  the  hunt  and  the  notes  of  the 
hunter's  horn  are  heard  ever  nearer.  It  flows  through  grass-grown  pastures  and  lowlands 
where  a  wedding  feast  is  being  celebrated  with  song  and  dance.  At  night,  wood  and  water 
nymphs  revel  in  its  sparkling  waves.  Reflected  on  its  surface  are  fortresses  and  castles  -  wit- 
nesses of  bygone  days  of  knightly  splendor  and  the  vanished  glory  of  fighting  times.  At  the 
St.  John  Rapids,  the  stream  races  ahead,  winding  through  the  cataracts,  hewing  out  a  path 
with  its  foaming  waves  through  the  rocky  chasm  into  the  broad  river  bed  -  finally,  flowing 
on  in  majestic  peace  toward  Prague  and  welcomed  by  the  ancient  castle  Vysehrad.  Then  it 
vanishes  far  beyond  the  poet's  gaze."

Symphony  No.  4 
in  F  minor,  Op.

The  Fourth  Symphony  was  a  product  of  the  most  crucial  and  turbulent  time  of 
Tchaikovsky's  life  -  1877,  when  he  met  two  women  who  forced  him  to  evaluate  himself  as 
he  never  had  before.  The  first  was  the  sensitive,  music-loving  widow  of  a  wealthy  Russian 


railroad  baron,  Nadezhda  von  Meek,  who  became  not  only  the  financial  backer  that  allowed 
him  to  quit  his  irksome  teaching  job  at  the  Moscow  Conservatory  to  devote  himself  entirely 
to  composition,  but  also  the  sympathetic  sounding-board  for  reports  on  the  whole  range  of 
his  activities  -  emotional,  musical,  personal.  Though  they  never  met,  her  place  in 
Tchaikovsky's  life  was  enormous  and  beneficial. 

The  second  woman  to  enter  Tchaikovsky's  life  in  1877  was  Antonina  Miliukov,  an 
unnoticed  student  in  one  of  his  large  lecture  classes  at  the  Conservatory  who  had  worked 
herself  into  a  passion  over  her  young  professor.  Tchaikovsky  paid  her  no  special  attention, 
and  had  quite  forgotten  her  when  he  received  an  ardent  love  letter  professing  her  flaming 
and  unquenchable  desire  to  meet  him.  Tchaikovsky  answered  her  letter  in  a  polite,  cool  fash- 
ion, but  did  not  include  an  outright  rejection  of  her  advances.  He  had  been  considering  mar- 
riage for  almost  a  year  in  the  hope  that  it  would  give  him  both  the  stable  home  life  that  he 
had  not  enjoyed  in  the  twenty  years  since  his  mother  died,  as  well  as  to  help  dispel  the  all- 
too-true  rumors  of  his  homosexuality.  He  believed  he  might  achieve  both  these  goals  with 
Antonina.  He  could  not  see  the  situation  clearly  enough  to  realize  that  what  he  hoped  for 
was  impossible  -  a  pure,  platonic  marriage  without  its  physical  and  emotional  realities. 
Further  letters  from  Antonina  implored  Tchaikovsky  to  meet  her,  and  threatened  suicide  out 
of  desperation  if  he  refused.  What  a  welter  of  emotions  must  have  gripped  his  heart  when, 
just  a  few  weeks  later,  he  proposed  marriage  to  her!  Inevitably,  the  marriage  crumbled  with- 
in days  of  the  wedding  amid  Tchaikovsky's  searing  self-deprecation. 

It  was  during  May  and  June  that  Tchaikovsky  sketched  the  Fourth  Symphony,  finish- 
ing the  first  three  movements  before  Antonina  began  her  siege;  the  finale  was  completed  by 
the  time  he  proposed.  Because  of  this  chronology,  the  program  of  the  Symphony  was  not  a 
direct  result  of  his  marital  disaster.  All  that  -  the  July  wedding,  the  mere  eighteen  days  of  bit- 
ter conjugal  farce,  the  two  separations  -  postdated  the  actual  composition  of  the  Symphony 
by  a  few  months.  What  Tchaikovsky  found  in  his  relationship  with  this  woman  (who  by  1 877 
already  showed  signs  of  approaching  the  door  of  the  mental  ward  in  which,  still  legally  mar- 
rred  to  him,  she  died  in  191  7)  was  a  confirmation  of  his  belief  in  the  inexorable  workings  of 
Fate  in  human  destiny. 

Tchaikovsky  explained  the  emotional  content  of  the  Fourth  Symphony:  "The  intro- 
duction [blaring  brasses  heard  immediately  in  a  motto  theme  that  recurs  throughout  the 
Symphony]  is  the  kernel  of  the  whole  Symphony.  This  is  Fate,  which  hinders  one  in  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness.  There  is  nothing  to  do  but  to  submit  and  vainly  complain  [the  melancholy, 
syncopated  shadow-waltz  of  the  main  theme,  heard  in  the  strings].  Would  it  not  be  better  to 
turn  away  from  reality  and  lull  one's  self  in  dreams?  [The  jerky  second  theme  is  begun  by 
the  clarinet.]  But  no  -  these  are  but  dreams:  roughly  we  are  awakened  by  Fate.  [The  blaring 
brass  fanfare  over  a  wave  of  timpani  begins  the  development  section.]  Thus  we  see  that  life 
is  only  an  everlasting  alternation  of  somber  reality  and  fugitive  dreams  of  happiness. 

"The  second  movement  shows  another  phase  of  sadness.  How  sad  it  is  that  so  much 
has  already  been  and  gone!  And  yet  it  is  a  pleasure  to  think  of  the  early  years. 

"In  the  third  movement  are  capricious  arabesques,  vague  figures  which  slip  into  the 
imagination  when  one  has  taken  wine  and  is  slightly  intoxicated.  Military  music  is  heard  ir 
the  distance. 

"As  to  the  finale,  if  you  find  no  pleasure  in  yourself,  go  to  the  people.  The  picture  o 
a  folk  holiday.  [The  finale  employs  the  folk  song  A  Birch  Stood  in  the  Meadow.]  Hardly  have 
we  had  time  to  forget  ourselves  in  the  happiness  of  others  when  indefatigable  Fate  reminds 
us  once  more  of  its  presence.  Yet  there  still  is  happiness,  simple,  naive  happiness.  Rejoice  ir 
the  happiness  of  others  -  and  you  can  still  live."

rhe  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  in  1924  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Box,  heiress  to  the 
Curtis  Publishing  empire  that  included  such  magazines  as  The  Saturday  Evening  Post  and 
Ladies'  Home  Journal.  A  devoted  patron  of  music,  she  founded  The  Institute  with  help  from 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  impresario,  Leopold  Stokowski,  and  legendary  pianist,  Josef  Hoffman. 
Both  men  taught  on  the  new  conservatory's  faculty;  it  was  Hofmann,  who  later  served  as  its 
Director,  who  instituted  Curtis'  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarship  that  has  allowed  The 
Institute  to  nurture  talent,  regardless  of  a  student's  f  inancial  situation.  In  keeping  with  its 
nission  "to  train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the 
ughest  professional  level,"  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  provides  its  students  with  numerous 
opportunities  to  perform,  as  part  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of 
Vlusic,  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre,  on  its  Student  Recital  Series  and  with  some  of  today's  most 
iistinguished  musicians  on  its  Visiting  Artists  Series. 


The  Symphony  Orchestra 

The  Symphonv  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  over  100  players, 
ages  1 1-25.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto  Werner  Mueller,  the  Orchestra  gives  numerous  con- 
certs each  year,  including  three  concerts  at  Philadelphia's  Academy  of  Music.  The  Orchestra 
also  performs  in  Carnegie  Hall,  Alice  Tully  Hall,  the  Kennedy  Center,  and  abroad  as  orches- 
tra-in-residence  at  the  Evian  Music  Festival  in  France  and  the  Berbier  Festival  and  Academy 
in  Switzerland.  Among  the  conductors  who  have  worked  with  the  Orchestra  are  Marin  Alsop, 
Leonard  Bernstein,  Riccardo  Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Riccardo  Muti, 
Eugene  Ormandy,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Stanislaw 
Skrowaczewski,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Robert  Spano,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and  David  Zinman. 


Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Conductor 


At  the  age  of  19,  Otto-Werner  Mueller  was  appointed  director  of  the  Chamber  Music  Department 
for  Radio  Stuttgart.  He  conducted  opera  and  operetta  for  the  Heidelberg  Theatre,  where  he  also 
founded  and  conducted  the  orchestra  for  the  dependents  of  the  U.S.  military  forces  stationed  there. 
He  immigrated  to  Canada  in  1951,  where  he  worked  extensively  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting] 
Corporation.  He  taught  and  conducted  at  the  Montreal  Conservatory  and  also  served  as  guest  pro- 
fessor at  the  Moscow  State  Conservatory  as  well  as  guest  conductor  of  the  Moscow,  Leningrad  and' 
Riga  svmphony  orchestras.  Mr.  Mueller  has  conducted  in  every  major  city  in  Canada  and  has  had 
guest  appearances  with  the  National  Symphony,  Atlanta,  Detroit,  St.  Louis  and  other  U.S.  orches- 
tras. In  1967,  he  assumed  the  post  of  professor  of  music  at  the  Universitv  of  Wisconsin,  and  from 
1973-87,  he  was  conductor-in-residence  at  the  Yale  School  of  Music;  in  1987,  he  joined  the  facultv 
of  the  Juilliard  School  as  director  of  orchestral  studies.  Mr.  Mueller  joined  The  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music  faculty,  where  he  serves  as  Head  of  the  Conducting  Department,  in  1986. 


Gary  Graffman,  Pianist 


Gary  Graffman,  who  now  serves  as  President/Director  at  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  entered  Th 
Institute  at  age  seven.  After  10  years,  he  made  his  solo  debut  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  und 
Eugene  Ormandy.  Two  years  later,  at  age  20,  he  won  the  Leventritt  Award,  launching  him  onto  tl 
international  concert  circuit.    Numerous  highly  successful  recordings  followed.    His  recordings  i 
concertos  by  Tchsikovsky,  Rachmaninoff,  Prokofiev,  Brahms,  Chopin  and  Beethoven  are  considere 
definitive,  and  his  Rhapsody  in  Blue  woth  Zubin  Mehta  and  the  New  York  Philharmonic  was  one 
the  best  selling  discs  ever  released  by  that  orchestra.    Injun-  to  his  right  hand  in  1979  led  M: 
Graffman  to  put  concretizing  on  hold  temporarily,  during  which  time  he  applied  himself  to  varic 
pursuits,  including  archaeological  explorations  in  China  and  to  the  composition  of  his  memoirs, 
Really  Should  Be  Practicing,  released  in  1981.   He  has  since  returned  to  the  concert  stage,  perforr 
ing  small  but  brilliant  repertoire  for  the  left  hand  alone,  including  works  bv  Prokofiev,  Brittei 
Strauss,  Schmidt,  Korngold,  and  Ned  Rorem.

Mikhail  Glinka 

Born:  Smolensk,  Russia.  June  1,  1804 
Died:  Berlin.  February  15,  1857 

Overture  to  Ruslan  and  Ludmilla 

The  libretto  of  Glinka's  Ruslan  and  Ludmilla  is  based  on  Pushkin's  fairy  tale. 
Just  prior  to  her  betrothal  to  Ruslan,  Ludmilla  has  been  spirited  away  from  her 
father,  the  Grand  Duke  of  Kiev,  by  the  evil  dwarf  Tchernomor.  Ruslan  perseveres 
through  many  fantastic  adventures  to  regain  his  beloved,  and  they  are  finally  unit- 
ed in  marriage  in  the  opera's  final  scene.  The  exuberant  Overture  is  based  on 
themes  from  the  opera.  The  opening  section  uses  two  melodies  from  the  marriage 
scene  -  the  tutti  chord  and  rushing  scales  of  the  first  measures,  and  the  fleet  theme 
presented  by  the  strings  and  flutes.  The  contrasting,  lyrical  second  theme  (played  by 
bassoons,  violas  and  cellos)  is  from  Ruslan's  second-act  aria  in  which  he  sings  of  his 
love  for  Ludmilla.  The  development  section  employs  all  three  themes.  The  recapit- 
ulation begins  with  the  rushing  scales  and  the  fleet  melody,  and  continues  with  an 
abbreviated  version  of  the  second  theme.  The  coda,  like  the  development,  uses  all 
three  melodies,  but  adds  to  them  a  descending  whole-tone  scale  in  the  basses.  The 
pesky  dwarf  is  quickly  banished,  and  the  overture  ends  with  an  energetic  gallop  as 
the  fitting  conclusion  to  this  fantastic  tale. 


Maurice  Ravel 

Born:  Ciboure,  Basses-Pyrenees,  March  7,  1875 
Died:  Paris,  December  28,  1937 

Concerto  for  the  Left  Hand  for  Piano  and  Orchestra 

Maurice  Ravel  made  a  triumphant  tour  of  America  as  pianist  and  conductor  in 
1928.  Plans  were  begun  almost  immediately  for  a  second  foray  into  the  New 
World,  and  Ravel  started  work  on  a  piano  concerto  in  1929  that  was  to  be  the  cen- 
terpiece of  the  venture.  While  he  was  at  work  on  what  became  the  Concerto  in  G, 
he  was  approached  by  the  pianist  Paul  Wittgenstein,  brother  of  the  famous  Austrian 
philosopher,  Ludwig,  who  was  determined  to  continue  his  concert  career  despite 
the  loss  of  his  right  arm  during  the  First  World  War.  Wittgenstein  had  transcribed 
several  piano  works  for  his  own  performance  for  left  hand  alone,  and  had  com- 
missioned new  pieces  from  some  of  the  era's  most  distinguished  composers  - 
Strauss,  Prokofiev.  Franz  Schmidt,  Britten.  Hindemith,  Korngold.  Ravel  was

intrigued  by  Wittgenstein's  sincerity  and  by  the  challenge  of  the  project,  and  he 
accepted  the  proposal.  He  laid  aside  the  concerto  in  progress,  and  took  up  the  new 
score  with  enthusiasm. 

The  Left  Hand  Concerto  is  in  three  sections.  The  opening  rises  from  a  barely 
audible  rumbling  of  the  lowest  instruments  during  which  two  thematic  cells  are  pre- 
sented: the  first,  with  its  snapping  rhythmic  figures,  is  intoned  by  the  contrabas- 
soon;  the  other,  appearing  in  the  eighth  measure,  is  a  smooth  melody  presented  by 
the  horns  in  octaves.  The  two  themes  are  interwoven  to  achieve  a  crashing  climax 
from  the  full  orchestra  after  which  the  soloist  emerges  with  a  cadenza  based  on  the 
snapping-rhythm  theme.  Most  of  the  remainder  of  the  opening  section  is  given  over 
to  further  orchestral  elaborations  of  this  melody,  with  florid  figurations  from  the 
soloist.  A  central,  "jazzy"  section  is  driving  in  rhythm  and  brilliantly  brittle  in  sonor- 
ity. A  scherzo-like  strain  and  a  cheeky  tune  piped  by  the  high  woodwinds  are  fol- 
lowed by  the  recall  of  the  smooth  melody  of  the  beginning,  here  entrusted  to  the 
solo  bassoon  and  then  the  solo  trombone.  The  jaunty  scherzo  resumes,  but  is 
brought  to  a  sudden  halt  by  a  silence  and  the  return  of  the  snapping  opening  theme 
in  a  bold  setting  for  full  orchestra.  A  sweeping  cadenza  and  closing  flourishes  from 
the  orchestra  bring  this  masterwork  of  Ravel's  maturity  to  a  powerful  conclusion. 


Bedrich  Smetana 

Born:  Leitomischl,  Bohemia,  March  2,  1824 
Died:  Prague,  May  12,  1884 

The  Moldau  from  Ma  Vlast  (My  Country) 

The  Moldau  ("Vltava"  in  Czech)  is  the  principal  river  of  Czechoslovakia,  rising  in 
the  hills  in  the  south  and  flowing  north  through  Prague  to  join  with  the  Elbe. 
Smetana's  tone  poem  seems  to  trace  its  inspiration  to  a  country  trip  he  took  along 
the  river  in  1870,  a  junket  that  included  an  exhilarating  boat  ride  through  the 
churning  waters  of  the  St.  John  Rapids.  He  first  announced  his  intention  to  write  a 
piece  about  the  great  river  as  early  as  1872,  as  soon  as  he  completed  the  opera 
Libuse,  but  he  undertook  another  opera  instead  (The  Two  Widows),  and  had  to 
pospone  the  tone  poem  for  two  more  years.  The  Moldau  is  disposed  in  several  sec- 
tions intended  to  convey  both  the  sense  of  a  journey  down  the  river  and  some  of 
the  sights  seen  along  the  way,  as  Smetana  noted  in  his  preface  to  the  score: 

"Two  springs  pour  forth  in  the  Bohemian  Forest,  one  warm  and  gushing,  the 
other  cold  and  peaceful.  Their  waves  join  and  the  forest  brook,  hastening  on, 
becomes  the  river  Moldau.  Through  thick  woods  it  flows,  as  the  gay  sounds  of  the 
hunt  and  the  notes  of  the  hunter's  horn  are  heard  ever  nearer.  It  flows  through 
grass-grown  pastures  and  lowlands  where  a  wedding  feast  is  being  celebrated  with 
song  and  dance.  At  night,  wood  and  water  nymphs  revel  in  its  sparkling  waves. 
Reflected  on  its  surface  are  fortresses  and  castles  -  witnesses  of  bygone  days  of 
knightly  splendor  and  the  vanished  glory  of  fighting  times.  At  the  St.  John  Rapids, 
the  stream  races  ahead,  winding  through  the  cataracts,  hewing  out  a  path  with  its 
foaming  waves  through  the  rocky  chasm  into  the  broad  river  bed  -  finally,  flowing 
on  in  majestic  peace  toward  Prague  and  welcomed  by  the  ancient  castle  Vysehrad. 
Then  it  vanishes  far  beyond  the  poet's  gaze. " 
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Peter  Dyich  Tchaikovsky 

Born:  Votkinsk,  May  7,  1840 

Died:  St.  Petersburg,  November  6,  1893 

Symphony  No.  4  in  F  minor,  Op.  36 

The  Fourth  Symphony  was  a  product  of  the  most  crucial  and  turbulent  time  of 
Tchaikovsky's  life  -  1877,  when  he  met  two  women  who  forced  him  to  evaluate 
himself  as  he  never  had  before.  The  first  was  the  sensitive,  music-loving  widow  of 
a  wealthy  Russian  railroad  baron,  Nadezhda  von  Meek,  who  became  not  only  the 
financial  backer  that  allowed  him  to  quit  his  irksome  teaching  job  at  the  Moscow 
Conservatory  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  composition,  but  also  the  sympathetic 
sounding-board  for  reports  on  the  whole  range  of  his  activities  -  emotional,  musi- 
cal, personal.  Though  they  never  met,  her  place  in  Tchaikovsky's  life  was  enormous 
and  beneficial. 

The  second  woman  to  enter  Tchaikovsky's  life  in  1877  was  Antonina  Miliukov, 
an  unnoticed  student  in  one  of  his  large  lecture  classes  at  the  Conservatory  who  had 
worked  herself  into  a  passion  over  her  young  professor.  Tchaikovsky  paid  her  no 
special  attention,  and  had  quite  forgotten  her  when  he  received  an  ardent  love  let- 
ter professing  her  flaming  and  unquenchable  desire  to  meet  him.  Tchaikovsky 
answered  her  letter  in  a  polite,  cool  fashion,  but  did  not  include  an  outright  rejec- 
tion of  her  advances.  He  had  been  considering  marriage  for  almost  a  year  in  the 
hope  that  it  would  give  him  the  stable  home  life  that  he  had  not  enjoyed  in  the  26 
years  since  his  mother  died  and  would  help  dispel  the  all-too-true  rumors  of 
his  homosexuality.  He  believed  he  might  achieve  both  these  goals  with  Antonina. 
He  could  not  see  the  situation  clearly  enough  to  realize  that  what  he  hoped  for  was 
impossible  -  a  pure,  platonic  marriage  without  its  physical  and  emotional  realities. 
Further  letters  from  Antonina  implored  Tchaikovsky  to  meet  her,  and  threatened 
suicide  out  of  desperation  if  he  refused.  What  a  welter  of  emotions  must  have 
gripped  his  heart  when,  jusi  a  few  weeks  later,  he  proposed  marriage  to  her! 
Inevitably,  the  marriage  crumbled  within  days  of  the  wedding  amid  Tchaikovsky's 
searing  self-deprecation. 

It  was  during  May  and  June  that  Tchaikovsky  sketched  the  Fourth  Symphony,  fin- 
ishing the  first  three  movements  before  Antonina  began  her  siege;  the  finale  was 
completed  by  the  time  he  proposed.  Because  of  this  chronology,  the  program  of 
the  Symphony  was  not  a  direct  result  of  his  marital  disaster.  All  that  -  the  July  wed- 
ding, the  mere  18  days  of  bitter  conjugal  farce,  the  two  separations  -  postdated  the 
actual  composition  of  the  Symphony  by  a  few  months.  What  Tchaikovsky  found  in 
his  relationship  with  this  woman  (who  by  1877  already  showed  signs  of  approach- 
ing the  door  of  the  mental  ward  in  which,  still  legally  married  to  him,  she  died  in 
1917)  was  a  confirmation  of  his  belief  in  the  inexorable  workings  of  Fate  in  human 
destiny. 

Tchaikovsky  explained  the  emotional  content  of  the  Fourth  Symphony:  "The 
introduction  [blaring  brasses  heard  immediately  in  a  motto  theme  that  recurs  through- 
out the  Symphony]  is  the  kernel  of  the  whole  Symphony.  This  is  Fate,  which  hin- 
ders one  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  There  is  nothing  to  do  but  to  submit  and  vain- 
ly complain  [the  melancholy,  syncopated  shadow-waltz  of  the  main  theme,  heard  in

the  strings].  Would  it  not  be  better  to  turn  away  from  reality  and  lull  one's  self  in 
dreams?  [The  jerky  second  theme  is  begun  by  the  clarinet.]  But  no  -  these  are  but 
dreams:  roughly  we  are  awakened  by  Fate.  (The  blaring  brass  fanfare  over  a  wave 
of  timpani  begins  the  development  section.]  Thus  we  see  that  life  is  only  an  ever- 
lasting alternation  of  somber  reality  and  fugitive  dreams  of  happiness. 

"The  second  movement  shows  another  phase  of  sadness.  How  sad  it  is  that  so 
much  has  already  been  and  gone!  And  yet  it  is  a  pleasure  to  think  of  the  early  years. 

"In  the  third  movement  are  capricious  arabesques,  vague  figures  which  slip  into 
the  imagination  when  one  has  taken  wine  and  is  slightly  intoxicated.  Military  music 
is  heard  in  the  distance. 

"As  to  the  tinale,  if  you  find  no  pleasure  in  yourself,  go  to  the  people.  The  pic- 
ture of  a  folk  holiday.  [The  finale  employs  the  folk  song  A  Birch  Stood  in  the 
Meadow.)  Hardly  have  we  had  time  to  forget  ourselves  in  the  happiness  of  others 
when  indefatigable  Fate  reminds  us  once  more  of  its  presence.  Yet  there  still  is  hap- 
piness, simple,  naive  happiness.  Rejoice  in  the  happiness  of  others  -  and  you  can 
still  live."

On  January  23,  1983,  the  Reading  Musical  Foundation,  through  the  Star 
Series  Committee,  paid  tribute  to  Gertrude  Sternbergh  for  her  outstanding  con- 
tribution to  music  in  our  community. 

To  honor  Miss  Sternbergh  for  her  interest  in  fostering  the  careers  of  young 
artists,  the  internationally-acclaimed  pianist  Andre  Watts  presented  a  benefit 
recital  at  the  Rajah  Theatre.  The  proceeds  from  that  recital  and  from  the  din- 
ner held  at  the  Berkshire  Country  Club,  together  with  the  contributions  of 
friends,  were  used  to  establish  a  fund  for  the  presentation  of  an  annual 
Gertrude  Sternbergh  Concert  featuring  a  guest  artist. 

This  endowment  has  been  administered  by  the  Reading  Musical  Foundation 
Gertrude  Sternbergh  Concert  Fund  Committee  and  is  shared  alternately  by  the 
Star  Series  and  the  Reading  Symphony  Orchestra.  The  principal  of  the  fund 
has  grown  as  a  consequence  of  fund-raising  activities  initiated  by  the  Star 
Series,  the  Reading  Symphony,  and  Miss  Sternbergh,  who  hosted  many 
Evenings  of  Music  at  Stirling. 

Following  the  death  of  Miss  Sternbergh  on  January  28,  1996,  the  concert 
fund  was  renamed  "The  Gertrude  Sternbergh  Memorial  Concert  Fund,"  and 
since  then  the  annual  concert  has  been  known  as  "The  Gertrude  Sternbergh 
Memorial  Concert."

GARY  GRAFFMAN 
President  and  Director 
The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 

Gary  Graffman  has  had  a  62-year  association  with  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music, 
which  began  when  he  was  accepted  as  a  piano  student  in  1936,  at  the  age  of 
seven.  Exactly  50  years  later,  in  1986,  he  was  appointed  director  of  this  world- 
renowned  conservatory,  following  such  illustrious  predecessors  as  Josef  Hofmann, 
Efrem  Zimbalist  and  Rudolf  Serkin. 

Mr.  Graffman's  administrative  duties  at  the  school  are  balanced  by  his  teaching 
and  coaching  activities.  He  has  two  piano  students  with  whom  he  works  weekly; 
informally  coaches  most  of  the  other  Curtis  piano  students;  and  often  works  with 
student  chamber  music  groups. 

The  academic  side  of  Mr.  Graffman's  career  has  developed  relatively  recently.  For 
most  of  his  life  he  was  exclusively  a  performer.  He  made  his  debut  as  soloist  with 
the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  Eugene  Ormandy  at  the  age  of  18.  Two  years  later 
he  won  the  Leventritt  Award,  which  launched  his  career  on  the  international  con- 
cert circuit. 

For  the  next  three  decades,  Mr.  Graffman  toured  constantly,  playing  the  most 
demanding  works  in  the  piano  literature  with  the  world's  finest  orchestras  and  in 
recital.  His  recordings  on  the  CBS  and  RCA  labels  include  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Brahms,  Chopin,  Prokofiev,  Rachmaninoff  and  Tchaikovsky  with  the  orchestras  of 
Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  and  with  such  conductors 
as  Bernstein.  Mehta,  Ormandy  and  Szell. 

In  1979  Mr.  Graffman's  performing  career  was  interrupted  by  an  injury  to  his 
right  hand.  Since  then,  his  concertizing  has  been  limited  to  the  small  repertoire  of 
concertos  composed  early  in  the  century  for  Paul  Wittgenstein,  who  lost  his  right 
arm  in  World  War  L  In  addition  to  the  famous  Ravel  Concerto,  these  include  major 
works  by  Prokofiev,  Britten,  Richard  Strauss,  Franz  Schmidt  and  Erich  Wolfgang 
Korngold.  Mr.  Graffman  played  the  North  American  premiere  of  the  latter  concer- 
to, written  in  1924,  with  Zubin  Mehta  and  the  New  York  Philharmonic  in  1985, 
and  he  recently  recorded  the  Strauss  Porergon  for  Deutsche  Grammophon  with  the 
Vienna  Philharmonic  and  Andre  Previn.  In  addition  to  North  America,  Mr. 
Graffman  annually  tours  several  continents. 

Mr.  Graffman's  performing  and  teaching  careers  converged  in  1993,  when  he 
joined  conductor  Andre  Previn  and  The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  for  the  world  premiere  performances  of  Ned  Rorem's  Piano 
Concerto  No.  4  for  Left  Hand.  Dedicated  to  Mr.  Graffman  by  the  Pulitzer  Prize- 
winning  composer,  who  is  also  a  Curtis  alumnus  and  faculty  member,  the  Concerto 
was  performed  at  Philadelphia^  Academy  of  Music  and  at  Carnegie  Hall  in  New 
York.  A  CD  of  this  work  is  available  on  New  World  Records. 

Mr.  Graffman's  enforced  semi-retirement  from  the  keyboard  has  provided  him 
with  remarkable  opportunities  to  expand  his  horizons.  He  joined  the  Curtis  piano 
faculty  in  1980,  became  the  Institute's  artistic  director  in  1986,  its  director  in  1989 
arid  was  named  president  in  1995.  In  addition  to  Curtis,  he  has  wide-ranging  inter- 
ests: He  is  a  scholar  and  collector  of  Oriental  art,  a  serious  photographer  and  a 
popular  writer  whose  articles  on  non-musical    subjects  have  appeared  in  such

The  Rajah  Then  and  Now 


Many  people  have  heard  John 
Philip  Sousa's  name  in  connection  with 
Reading's  history.  Most  quoted,  is  the 
fact  that  Sousa  died,  on  March  6,  1932, 
while  staying  at  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
Hotel  at  5th  and  Washington  Streets. 
But  why  was  Sousa  in  Reading  that 
evening? 

John  Philip  Sousa  was  slated  to  be  a 
guest  conductor  at  the  Ringgold  Band 


80th  Anniversary  Concert.  Sousa 
arrived  in  Reading  the  day  before  and 
led  a  rehearsal  with  the  Ringgold  Band 
at  the  Rajah  Theater.  A  banquet  in  his 
honor  followed  the  rehearsal,  however 
Sousa  left  early,  not  feeling  well.  He 
died  during  the  night  in  his  room  at  the 
Lincoln. 

The  Ringgold  Band,  the  2nd  oldest 
performing  band  in  U.S.  history  per- 
formed for  many,  many  years  in  the 
Rajah  Theater  and  can  be  seen  today  in 
over  30  concert  performances  around 
the  county.  The  Ringgold  Band  plays 
Sousa's  "Stars  and  Stripes  Forever"  at 
the  conclusion  of  every  concert  to 
honor  Sousa,  America's  March  King. 

For  more  than  a  century,  the  Rajah  has 
been  vital  to  Reading  and  Berks  County 
performing  arts  groups  like  the 
Ringgold  Band.  Today,  the  Rajah  is 
poised  to  undergo  a  major  renovation 
and  become  a  public  facility  under  the 
direction  of  the  Berks  County 
Convention  Center  Authority  (BCCCA). 
As  the  area's  new  Performing  Arts 
Center,  it  will  be  equally  vital  to  our 
future.

A  recipient  of  hon- 
orary doctorates  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Juilliard  School, 
among  others,  Mr.  Graff  man  was  also  honored  by  the  City  of  New  York  with  its 
Handel  Medallion,  and  in  1991  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  as  recipi- 
ent of  the  Governor's  Arts  Award,  recognizing  him  for  his  many  and  varied  accom- 
plishments as  well  as  for  his  "leadership  of  Curtis." 

Gary  Graffman  was  born  in  New  York  on  October  14,  1928,  of  Russian  parents, 
and  first  climbed  to  the  piano  bench  at  the  age  of  three.  His  violinist  father  had 
given  him  a  small  fiddle,  but  the  instrument  proved  too  cumbersome  and  piano  les- 
sons were  substituted  "temporarily."

At  the  age  of  19,  Mr.  Mueller  was  appointed  director  of  the  Chamber  Music 
Department  for  Radio  Stuttgart.  He  conducted  opera  and  operetta  for  the 
Heidelberg  Theatre,  where  he  also  founded  and  conducted  the  orchestra  for  the 
dependents  of  the  U.S.  military  forces  stationed  there.  He  immigrated  to  Canada 
in  1951,  where  he  worked  extensively  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation.

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  over 
100  players,  aged  15  to  26,  all  of  whom  currently  study  at  the  merit-based  full- 
tuition  scholarship  conservatory. 

Rehearsing  twice  weekly  under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  conducting  department,  and  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia 
Singers,  the  Orchestra  gives  public  concerts  throughout  the  year.  Conductors  who 
have  worked  with  the  orchestra  include  Leonard  Bernstein,  Sergiu  Celibidache, 
Riccardo  Chailly,  James  Levine,Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Riccardo  Muti,  Andre 
Previn,  Simon  Rattle,  Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Stanislaw 
Skrowaczewski,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and  David  Zinman.  The 
Orchestra  performs  regularly  in  Philadelphia's  Academy  of  Music  and  has  per- 
formed numerous  times  in  Carnegie  Hall  and  Alice  Tully  Hall  in  New  York  City  and 
at  the  Kennedy  Center  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Traveling  abroad  as  well  as  in  the  United  States,  the  Orchestra  participated  five 
times  as  orchestra-in-residence  at  the  Evian  Music  Festival  (Rencontres  Musicales 
dEvian)  in  France,  performing  with  such  artists  as  Mstislav  Rostropovich  and  Itzhak 
Perlman.  In  the  summer  of  1998,  the  Orchestra  served  as  orchestra-in-residence  at 
the  Verbier  Festival  in  Switzerland,  where  it  performed  with  some  of  today's  most 
acclaimed  soloists,  including  Maxim  Vengerov,  Yefim  Bronfman,  Jean- Yves 
Thibaudet  and  Sarah  Chang,  as  well  as  conductors  Yuri  Temirkanov  and  Kurt 
Masur.

Why 
Save 
the 
Tower? 

For  any  who  might  ask,  the  volun- 
teers of  Pagoda-Skyline,  Incorporated,  will 
be  happy  to  respond. 

The  William  Penn  Memorial 
Tower,  on  Skyline  Drive  in  Lower 
Alsace  Township,  was  built  in  1939 
and  served  for  many  years  as  a  brush 
fire  observation  facility.  A  section  of 
the  stairs  collapsed  and  the  Tower 
was  closed  in  the  late  80' s. 

Now,  an  effort  to  restore  the  Tower 
is  underway.  Pagoda-Skyline  Incor- 
porated, a  non-profit  group  dedicated 

to  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  the  Pagoda,  Tower,  and  skyline  area,  is  try- 
ing to  raise  the  funds  to  save  the  Tower.  The  goal:  $800,000. 

The  group  has  raised  some  of  that  already  from  individual  and  corporate  dona- 
tions and  various  fund-raisers.  State  Representative  Tom  Caltagirone  of  Reading 
is  working  with  the  group  to  acquire  city,  county,  and  state  grant  money.  The 
city-owned  Tower  has  been  cleaned  out  and  with  new  stairs  installed,  but  other 
structural  and  masonry  repairs  are  still  needed. 

The  Tower,  when  restored,  will  again  serve  as  a  look-out  facility  for  the  area 
fire-fighting  community.  It  will  also  represent  historic  preservation,  and  tourism 
-  offering  a  spectacular  view  from  1 ,200  feet  above  sea  level  for  visitors  as  well 
as  local  residents  for  generations  to  come.

Felix  Galimir 

1910—  1999 


All  of  us  at  Curtis  mourn  the  loss  of  our  beloved  Felix  Galimir  —  eminent  violinist, 
chamber  musician  and  teacher,  wonderful  artist  and  delightful  human  being  — 
who  died  in  November  1999  at  the  age  of  89. 

One  of  the  world's  most  distinguished  chamber  musicians,  Mr.  Galimir  was  a 
guiding  spirit  at  the  Marlboro  Festival  in  Vermont  for  nearly  50  years.  In  addition  to  his 
intensive  weekly  sessions  at  Curtis,  where  he  headed  our  chamber  music  department 
since  1972,  he  also  taught  and  coached  at  the  Juilliard  School  and  the  Mannes  College 
of  Music. 

Mr.  Galimir  provided  us  with  what  was  probably  the  last  direct  link  to  the 
vital  musical  world  of  pre-war  Vienna.  Born  there  in  1910,  he  began  violin  studies  at  an 
early  age  and  formed  the  Galimir  String  Quartet  with  his  sisters  when  he  was  only  19. 
Through  the  quartet,  which  continued  in  a  variety  of  incarnations  until  1993,  Mr. 
Galimir  became  involved  with  the  circle  of  composers  that  included  Schoenberg, 
Berg,  Krenek  and  Webern. 

Revered  by  generations  of  instrumentalists  for  his  intimate  knowledge  of 
every  facet  of  the  repertoire,  Mr.  Galimir  was,  in  addition  to  his  ensemble  and  solo 
performing,  highly  experienced  as  an  orchestral  player,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Vienna  Philharmonic  and  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra,  as  well  as  concertmaster  of  the 
Symphony  of  the  Air.  But  after  joining  the  faculty  of  the  City  College  of  New  York 
in  1954,  Mr.  Galimir  devoted  himself  ever  more  to  teaching,  which  he  did  with  a 
remarkable  combination  of  strictness  and  enthusiasm.  He  demanded  only  the  best, 
but  did  so  with  a  judicious  blend  of  positive  criticism,  warm  encouragement  and  a 
good  deal  of  humor. 

Felix  Galimir's  life  and  work  exemplified  his  love  of  and  tireless  joy  in 
music-making.  Countless  musical  artists  of  all  disciplines  and  many  generations  will 
always  remember  him  and  his  teaching  with  the  greatest  gratitude,  respect  and  love. 
He  is  greatly  missed.

Biographies 


Joshua  Smith  (Flute  '90) 

Praised  for  his  performances  as  both  a  soloist  and  an  ensemble  player,  Joshua 
Smith  was  appointed  principal  flute  of  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  in  1990,  while 
he  was  still  a  third-year  student  at  Curtis.  Highlights  among  his  numerous  solo 
appearances  with  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  include  performances  of  Penderecki's 
Flute  Concerto,  Nielsen's  Flute  Concerto  with  Esa-Pekka  Salonen,  and  Pierre 
Boulez's  . .  .explosante-fixe. . .  with  David  Robertson.  Mr.  Smith  also  performed 
Mozart's  Concerto  for  Flute  and  Harp,  K.  299,  with  principal  harp  Lisa  Wellbaum, 
under  the  direction  of  Cleveland  Orchestra  Music  Director  Christoph  von 
Dohnanyi;  a  recording  of  that  concerto  was  subsequently  released  by  London/ 
Decca  Records.  Mr.  Smith  regularly  appears  as  a  chamber  musician  and  recitalist 
around  the  country  and  abroad.  In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  with  the 
Cleveland  Orchestra,  he  serves  as  head  of  the  flute  department  at  the  Cleveland 
Institute  of  Music  and  is  a  faculty  member  in  the  Kent/Blossom  professional 
training  program.  Mr.  Smith  also  conducts  master  classes  frequently  in  the 
United  States  and  around  the  world.  While  at  Curtis,  Mr.  Smith  studied  with 
Julius  Baker  and  Jeffrey  Khaner. 

Hugh  Sung  (Piano  '90) 

Hugh  Sung,  director  of  Instrumental  Accompaniment  and  Student  Recitals 
at  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  began  his  studies  with  his  mother  and  later 
continued  with  Eleanor  Sokoloff  and  Susan  Starr.  He  made  his  debut  with  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  at  age  1 1  and  two  years  later  entered  Curtis,  where  he 
studied  piano  with  Jorge  Bolet  and  Seymour  Lipkin  and  chamber  music  with 
Felix  Galimir  and  Karen  Tuttle.  He  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Concerto 
Soloists  Chamber  Orchestra,  Masterworks  Festival  Orchestra  and  the  South  Jersey 
Symphony  Orchestra,  with  which  he  has  toured  extensively.  As  a  collaborative 
musician,  Mr.  Sung  has  performed  with  many  distinguished  artists  and  ensembles, 
including  the  American  String  Quartet,  the  Diaz  Trio,  Julius  Baker,  Jeffrey 
Khaner,  Hilary  Hahn,  Leila  Josefowicz,  composers  Jennifer  Higdon,  Robert  Maggio 
and  Harold  Boatwright,  as  well  as  violinist  Aaron  Rosand,  with  whom  he  has 
toured  and  recorded  on  the  Vox  and  Biddulph  labels.  Mr.  Sung's  work  can  also 
be  heard  on  the  I  Virtuosi  and  CRI  labels.  In  addition  to  recital  appearances  in 
leading  venues  around  the  world,  Mr.  Sung  is  frequently  heard  on  the  radio, 
most  recently  on  the  nationally  syndicated  NPR  program  Performance  Today.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1 924  to  train 
exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  1 69  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  schools  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  these  thrice-weekly  recitals  are 
an  integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institutes  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience, 
giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber 
music  groups . 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students .  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institutes  founding,  over  40  alumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  are  frequently  heard  with  the 
world's  leading  opera  companies  including  La  Scala,  Covent  Garden,  Vienna  Staatsoper, 
San  Francisco  and  Houston  Grand  Opera. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  26.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  conducting  department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  recently  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Riccardo 
Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and 
David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  25%  of  the  principal  desks.

SYNOPSIS 

Ottone,  desperate  at  seeing  himself  deprived  of  Poppea,  gives  himself  over  to  a 
frenzy  of  exclamations.  Ottavia,  wife  of  Nerone,  orders  Ottone  to  kill  Poppea. 
Ottone  promises  to  do  it;  but  lacking  the  spirit  to  deprive  his  adored  Poppea  of  life, 
he  dresses  in  the  clothes  of  Drusilla,  who  is  in  love  with  him.  Thus  disguised,  he 
enters  the  garden  of  Poppea.  Amore  interrupts  and  prevents  that  death.  Nerone 
repudiates  Ottavia,  in  spite  of  the  counsel  of  Seneca  and  takes  Poppea  as  his  wife. 
Seneca  dies,  and  Ottavia  is  expelled  from  Rome. 

THE  CORONATION  OF  POPPEA 

The  Coronation  of  Poppea,  by  Claudio  Monteverdi  (1567-1643),  was  composed  over 
three-and-one-half  centuries  ago,  yet  its  relevance  to  our  own  time  is  startling.  Yes, 
some  of  the  opera's  vocal  mannerisms  sound  dated  and  the  characters  are  clearly  of 
another  era,  but  the  human  emotions  strike  home  today  as  powerfully  as  they  must 
have  at  the  premiere  at  the  Teatro  di  San  Giovanni  e  Paolo,  in  1642,  on  an 
unknown  date. 

This  was  the  first  opera  based  on  a  historical  subject.  It  chronicles  the  efforts  of  the 
vicious  courtesan  Poppea,  who  desires  to  be  Empress  and  successfully  schemes  to  have 
her  lover,  the  Emperor  Nerone,  divorce  his  wife  against  the  advice  of  his  noble  friend, 
the  philosopher  Seneca.  It  is  a  first  example  in  opera  of  the  triumph  of  evil  over 
good.  Suicide,  murder,  exile,  vaulting  ambition,  the  corruption  of  politics  —  how 
much  more  modern  can  an  opera  be?  And  these  myriad  emotions  are  expressed  by 
Monteverdi  through  refined  melodic  expression,  rhythmic  vitality  and  the  ability  to 
paint  words  through  music. 

The  composer  began  his  career  as  violist  and  singer  in  the  ducal  court  of  Mantua, 
then  was  elected  musical  director  of  St.  Mark's  in  Venice,  a  city  that  offered  unusual 
freedom  of  expression  to  its  artists.  At  the  time,  opera  was  a  private  affair,  an 
entertainment  provided  by  the  wealthy  for  their  guests,  and  it  is  largely  thanks  to 
Monteverdi  that  the  form  evolved  into  a  public  one.  The  Coronation  of  Poppea  was  his 
last  opera;  he  wrote  it  at  the  age  of  75. 

Monteverdi's  name,  although  famous  in  his  own  time,  was  forgotten  for  almost  200 
years,  until  the  middle  of  the  19th  century,  when  scholars  began  to  find  and  piece 
together  various  of  his  scores,  including  The  Coronation  of  Poppea.  Though  we  will 
never  hear  precisely  what  audiences  back  in  1642  heard,  how  fortunate  we  are  to 
have  a  sense  of  this  remarkable  opera.

BIOGRAPHIES 


David  Agler,  conductor 

David  Agler  makes  his  fifth  appearance  with  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  with  this 
production.  He  has  held  conducting  positions  at  the  Vancouver  Opera,  Australian 
Opera,  Oper  der  Stadt  Koln,  Syracuse  Opera  and  the  Spoleto  Festival  dei  due  mondi. 
During  his  seven-year  tenure  as  conductor  at  the  San  Francisco  Opera,  Mr.  Agler 
played  a  central  role  both  in  the  formation  of  a  new  orchestra  for  the  company  and  in 
the  development  of  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center.  A  champion  of  20th-century 
music,  he  has  conducted  productions  of  Peter  Grimes,  Turn  of  the  Screw,  The 
Makropulos  Case,  Jenufa  and  Susannah,  as  well  as  the  world  premieres  of  John 
Harbison's  Winter's  Tale  and  Kirk  Mecham's  Tartuffe  and  the  American  premiere  of 
Sir  Michael  Tippett's  A  Midsummer  Marriage.  In  addition  to  his  work  in  opera,  Mr. 
Agler  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  such  orchestras  as  those  of  Minnesota 
and  San  Francisco  in  the  U.S.,  as  well  as  the  Warsaw  Philharmonic,  Sydney 
Symphony  and  the  Netherlands  Radio  Symphony  abroad.  Most  recently  he 
conducted  Adolphe  Adam's  SiJ'etais  roi  and  Stravinsky's  Les  Noces  for  the  Wexford 
Festival. 

Chas  Rader-Shieber,  stage  director 

Chas  Rader-Shieber,  known  for  his  innovative  stagings  of  the  Baroque  repertoire, 
has  collaborated  with  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  on  many  productions.  At  Curtis,  he 
directed  last  season's  production  of  Britten's  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  as  well  as 
the  U.S.  premiere  of  Impressions  de  Pelleas  in  1999  and  previous  productions  of 
Poulenc's  Dialogues  des  Carmelites,  Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas,  Handel's  Alcina  and 
Xerxes,  and  Mozart's  Don  Giovanni  and  ldomeneo,  among  others.  Mr.  Rader-Shieber 
served  as  artistic  director  of  the  Skylight  Opera  Theatre  in  Milwaukee  from  1990  to 
1995,  where  his  productions  included  Eugene  Onegin,  The  Magic  Flute,  Handel's 
rarely  performed  Semele  and  Partenope,  and  the  American  premiere  of  Mozart's  The 
Jewel  Box.  In  Europe  he  has  staged  productions  of  The  Marriage  of  Figaro,  Don 
Giovanni  and  the  Brooks/Bizet  La  Tragedie  de  Carmen.  In  recent  years  his  work  has 
been  seen  at  the  Minnesota  Opera,  the  Lake  George  Opera,  the  San  Francisco  Opera 
Center  and  the  Edmonton  and  Vancouver  operas  in  Canada. 


David  Zinn,  scenic  &  costume  designer 

Mr.  Zinn  has  previously  collaborated  with  Chas  Rader-Shieber  on  productions  such 
as  Ariadne  aufNaxos  for  the  Music  Academy  of  the  West,  Armide  for  the  Juilliard 
School,  Eric  Hermansonn's  Soul  for  Opera  Omaha,  Partenope  and  The  Magic  Flute  for 
the  Skylight  Opera  Theatre,  and  Giulio  Cesare  for  the  Minnesota  Opera.  Mr.  Zinn  is 
an  original  company  member  of  New  York's  Target  Margin  Theater,  where  his  scenic 
designs  include  the  forthcoming  Dido,  Queen  of  Carthage  and  costumes  for  numerous 
productions,  including  Mambas  Daughters,  for  which  he  won  an  Obie  Award.  Other 
productions  designed  by  Mr.  Zinn  include  Saved  or  Destroyed,  directed  by  Craig  Lucas, 
at  the  Rattlestick;  A  Place  at  the  Table  and  Trudy  Blue  at  MCC;  and  The  Cider  House 
Rules,  Clean  and  The  Joy  of  Going  Somewhere  Definite  for  the  Atlantic  Theater.  He  has 
also  designed  productions  for  regional  theaters  such  as  the  Mark  Taper  Forum,  Long 
Wharf  Theater,  Seattle  Repertory  Theatre,  Berkeley  Rep,  Spoleto  Festival  USA, 
Cincinnati  Playhouse,  Oregon  Shakespeare  Festival,  Intiman  Theatre,  Actor's 
Theater  of  Louisville,  Portland  Stage  Company,  Shakespeare  Santa  Cruz  and  the 
Minneapolis  Children's  Theater  Company. 

Lenore  Doxsee,  lighting  designer 

As  resident  lighting  designer  of  Target  Margin  Theater  in  New  York,  Ms.  Doxsee 
has  designed  numerous  productions,  including  The  Five  Hysterical  Girls  Theorem, 
Strictly  Dishonorable  and  Mamba's  Daughters,  for  which  she  won  an  Obie  Award.  Her 
recent  designs  include  Ariadne  aufNaxos  for  the  Music  Academy  of  the  West  and 
Armide,  both  of  which  were  directed  by  Mr.  Rader-Shieber,  as  well  as  Der  Kuhhandel 
for  Juilliard  Opera  Center,  Going  to  St.  Ives  at  La  Jolla  Playhouse  and  Jennifer 
Monson's  new  dance,  Pigeon  Project.  Her  previous  designs  include  the  1996 
production  of  Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas  for  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  as  well  as 
works  for  Skylight  Opera  Theatre,  Spoleto  Festival  USA,  Vermont  Stage  Company, 
Singapore  Repertory  Theatre  and  many  New  York  companies.  Ms.  Doxsee  also 
teaches  design  at  New  York  University.

Biography 


Stewart  Goodyear  (Piano  '98) 

In  the  two  years  since  his  graduation  from  Curtis,  Stewart 
Goodyear  has  made  a  name  for  himself  not  only  as  a  pianist,  hut 
also  as  a  composer.  In  recent  seasons,  he  toured  the  United  States 
with  the  Toronto  Symphony,  led  by  Jukka-Pekka  Saraste,  and  col- 
laborated with  the  National  Arts  Center  Orchestra  of  Canada,  led 
by  Pinchas  Zuckerman  and  Lawrence  Foster.  He  also  appeared  with 
the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  Detroit  Symphony,  Philadelphia  Orchestra 
and  Saint  Louis  Symphony  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  the 
Montreal  Symphony  and  Vancouver  Symphony  Orchestra  in 
Canada.  Following  his  New  York  debut  with  Emmanuel  Krivine  and 
the  Mostly  Mozart  Festival  Orchestra  in  1999,  Mr.  Goodyear  was 
the  guest  soloist  on  that  orchestra's  final  Japan  tour,  conducted  by 
Gerard  Schwarz.  As  an  orchestral  soloist,  Mr.  Goodyear  has  earned 
accolades  from  critics  and  the  public  alike  for  always  improvising  his 
cadenzas  during  performances  of  concertos  from  the  classical  period. 
While  a  student  at  Curtis,  he  studied  with  Leon  Fleisher  and  Claude 
Frank,  and  subsequently  earned  a  Master  of  Music  degree  from  the 
Juilliard  School,  studying  with  Oxana  Yablonskaya. 

Mr.  Goodyear  has  written  by  commission  for  the  Toronto 
Youth  Symphony  for  its  25th  anniversary,  as  well  as  for  the  Santa 
Fe  Chamber  Music  Festival.  In  recital  at  New  York's  Lincoln 
Center  last  summer,  he  premiered  his  Variations  on  "Eleanor  Rigby," 
which  is  based  on  the  popular  Beatles  song  by  John  Lennon  and 
Paul  McCartney.

Joseph  de  Pasquale 


One  of  the  most  influential  violists  of  the  past  century,  Joseph  de  Pasquale  has  made 
a  profound  impact  on  the  repertoire  and  perception  of  the  instrument.  He  has 
commissioned  works  and  performed  premieres  by  such  composers  as  Joseph  Castaldo, 
Curtis  alumnus  George  Rochberg  and  Walter  Piston,  as  well  as  the  Philadelphia  and 
Boston  premieres  of  concertos  by  Walton,  Milhaud  and  Bartok.  Having  received  his 
earliest  training  from  his  father,  Mr.  de  Pasquale  entered  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
following  high  school,  enrolling  originally  as  a  violinist.  Heeding  the  recommendation 
of  Max  Aronoff  and  Jascha  Brodsky  of  the  Curtis  String  Quartet,  he  switched  majors, 
studying  with  Mr.  Aronoff,  Louis  Bailly  and  William  Primrose  during  his  time  at  Curtis. 

Following  his  graduation  in  1942,  Mr.  de  Pasquale  joined  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1947  as  its  principal  viola.  In  1964,  he  took  up  the  same  position  in  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  remaining  there  for  over  30  years  until  his  retirement  in  1996. 
In  addition  to  solo  engagements  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  Boston  Symphony 
and  others,  he  has  collaborated  with  celebrated  musicians,  including  Jascha  Heifetz  and 
Gregor  Piatigorsky,  with  whom  he  recorded  and  performed  in  Carnegie  Hall.  Mr.  de 
Pasquale  is  a  dedicated  teacher  and  chamber  music  coach  as  well,  with  former  students 
in  major  orchestras  around  the  globe.  A  member  of  the  Curtis  faculty  since  1964,  he 
also  teaches  at  the  Peabody  Institute  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  has  served 
on  the  faculty  of  the  Indiana  University  School  of  Music.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1924  to 
train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  1 69  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  these  thrice-weekly  recitals  are 
an  integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute  s  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience, 
giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber 
music  groups . 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  10  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students.  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institute's  founding,  over  40  alumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  can  be  found  on  the  rosters  of 
opera  companies  worldwide . 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  10  and  26.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  Conducting  Department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  recently  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Riccardo 
Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and 
David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  over  25%  of  the  principal  desks.

David  Zinman 

Currently  in  his  sixth  season  as  music 
director  of  the  Tonhalle  Orchestra  in 
Zurich,  David  Zinman  previously  served  as 
music  director  of  the  Baltimore  Symphony 
Orchestra  for  1 3  years  and  is  now  its 
conductor  emeritus.  His  work  with  both 
orchestras  has  been  distinguished  by  his 
programming  of  broad  repertoire,  his 
strong  commitment  to  contemporary 
music  and  his  introduction  of  historically- 
informed  performances.  Mr.  Zinman's 
extensive  discography  includes  more  than 
80  recordings,  for  which  he  has  earned  five 
Grammy  and  two  Grand  Prix  du  Disque 
awards,  two  Edison  Prizes,  the  Deutsche 
Schallplattenpreis  and  a  Gramophone 
Award. 

Since  his  American  conducting  debut 
with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  in  1967, 
Mr.  Zinman  has  led  many  of  the  world's 
leading  orchestras  and  has  served  as  music 
director  of  the  Baltimore  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Rochester  Philharmonic, 
Rotterdam  Philharmonic  and  the 
Netherlands  Chamber  Orchestra.  He 
has  conducted  all  of  the  major  North- 
American  ensembles  and  frequently 
appears  with  leading  orchestras  around  the 
globe,  including  the  Berlin  Philharmonic, 
London  Symphony,  Orchestre  de  Paris, 
Amsterdam's  Concertgebouw,  the  Royal 
Philharmonic,  Israel  Philharmonic  and 
the  Philharmonia  of  London. 

Mr.  Zinman  also  has  a  long-standing 
dedication  to  education:  He  was  named 
music  director  of  the  Aspen  Music  Festival 
and  School  in  1998,  where  he  also  serves 
as  program  director  of  the  newly-formed 
American  Academy  of  Conducting.  He 
also  has  had  a  close  relationship  with 
The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  over  the 
years  and  is  making  his  third  concert 
appearance  and  his  tenth  collaboration 
with  the  Symphony  Orchestra  in  tonight's 
performance. 
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PROQRAM  NOTES 

by  Dr.  RichardE.  Rodda 

Gustav  Mahler 

Born:  Kalischt,  Bohemia,  July  7,  1860 
Died:  Vienna,  May  18,  1911 

Symphony  No.  9  in  D  major 

"I  don't  choose  what  to  compose.  It 
chooses  me,"  insisted  Gustav  Mahler.  In 
the  three  towering  works  comprising  the 
final  phase  of  his  creative  life  (Das  Lied 
von  der  Erde,  the  Ninth  Symphony  and 
the  unfinished  Tenth  Symphony),  the 
Fate  that  had  chosen  to  smite  him  was  not 
just  hinted  at  by  the  music,  but  was  the 
very  essence  of  its  message.  These  late 
works  were  born  in  the  shattering  year  of 
1907,  during  which  not  one  but  three 
separate  shocks  befell  the  composer  that 
crushed  his  happiness  and  hastened  his 
early  death  at  the  age  of  50. 

First,  Mahler  severed  his  stormy 
association  with  the  Vienna  Opera,  over 
which  he  had  presided  for  the  preceding 
decade.  Although,  according  to  every 
report,  he  had  raised  the  level  of 
performance  both  on  stage  and  in  the 
orchestra  pit  to  an  unprecedentedly  high 
level,  he  had  also  acquired  many  enemies 
in  the  process.  A  demoniacal  worker  and 
an  unremitting  perfectionist,  he  alienated 
performers  through  his  criticisms  when 
they  could  not  achieve  the  standards  he 
demanded.  Against  the  continuing 
background  of  budgetary  distress,  hide- 
bound Viennese  conservatism  and  muted 
but  pervasive  anti-Semitism,  Mahler 
began  to  feel  that  his  tenure  had  been  a 
failure,  and  he  resigned  in  March  1907. 

The  second  blow  landed  early  that 
summer,  though  premonitory  quiverings 
had  been  heralding  its  arrival  for  several 
months.  Dr.  Friedrich  Kovacs  of  Vienna 
diagnosed  a  serious  heart  condition  in 
Mahler  caused  by  subacute  endocarditis 


and  advised  him  that  all  strenuous  activity 
would  have  to  cease  if  the  disease  were  not 
to  prove  rapidly  fatal.  To  Mahler,  an  avid 
swimmer  and  hiker,  this  was  terrible  news. 
Apart  from  the  change  in  his  daily 
schedule,  however,  this  condition  also 
forced  the  46-year-old  composer  to  face 
squarely  up  to  his  own  mortality  — 
something  which  had  been  a  residual 
undercurrent  in  his  life-long  melancholia, 
but  which  now  became  Mahler's 
obsession. 

Already  shaken  in  his  career  and  his 
physical  well-being,  the  third  fateful  stroke 
numbed  his  family  life.  In  July,  his  beloved 
four-year-old  daughter,  Maria,  died  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria.  Mahler,  like 
Shakespeare's  Brutus,  was  "sick  of  many 
griefs." 

After  the  discovery  of  his  heart 
condition,  Mahler  limited  his  physical 
exercise,  carrying  a  pedometer  with  him  so 
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as  not  to  exceed  the  prescribed  number  ol 
daily  steps.  He  refused,  however,  to 
abandon  his  work.  He  spent  tour  winter 
seasons  in  New  York  conducting  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  and  the  New  York 
Philharmonic,  returning  to  Austria  during 
the  summers  to  compose.  I  Hiring  the 
summer  of  1909,  he  worked  feverishly  on 
his  Symphony  No.  9,  a  composition  which 
took  considerable  courage  on  his  part  to 
complete,  since  he  was  superstitiously 
wary  of  ninth  symphonies:  Beethoven, 
Schubert,  Bruckner  and  Dvorak  had  all 
died  without  getting  past  that  number.  In 
an  attempt  to  skirt  the  problem,  Mahler 
had  not  numbered  the  successor  to  his 
Eighth  Symphony,  but  created  it  instead 
as  a  song  cycle-symphony  titled  Das  Lied 
von  der  Erde  (The  Song  of  the  Earth).  Since 
this  new  work  would  therefore  actually  be 
his  tenth  symphony,  Mahler  reasoned  that 
"now  the  danger  is  past."  The  music, 
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however,  gives  a  different  message  —  a 
message  of  farewell,  of  acceptance  of 
mortality  and  of  the  deep  realization  of  the 
wondrous  gift  of  life  just  when  it  seemed, 
because  of  its  imminent  loss,  to  be  most 
precious  to  Mahler.  "I  am  thirstier  than 
ever  for  life,  and  I  find  the  'habit  of  living' 
sweeter  than  ever,"  he  wrote  in  1909  to 
his  dear  friend  and  disciple,  the  conductor 
Bruno  Walter. 

In  addition  to  the  personal 
leavetakmg  embodied  in  its  notes,  the 
Ninth  Symphony,  like  all  of  Mahler's 
works,  expands  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
composer's  daily  life  in  two  important 
directions  —  the  communicative  and  the 
historical.  Of  all  Mahler's  symphonies,  this 
one  goes  most  directly  to  the  listener's 
heart.  It  has  a  quality  almost  unmatched 
by  any  other  music  to  turn  our  thoughts 
inward,  to  encourage  us  to  examine  the 
deepest  and  most  secret  recesses  of  our 
humanity. 

The  Ninth  Symphony  is  a  gesture  of 
farewell  in  the  historical  sense,  as  well. 
Mahler,  heir  to  two  centuries  of  the 
greatest  and  most  profound  German  music, 
knew  that  his  works  stood  at  the  end  of  the 
hallowed  tradition  of  symphonic  music 
extending  back  through  Brahms  and 
Beethoven  to  Mozart  and  Haydn  and 
Bach.  He  was  also  acutely  aware  that  more 
than  just  this  mode  of  artistic  expression 
was  waning.  The  forces  that  ignited  World 
War  I  were  already  swinging  into  place  in 
1909,  and  Mahler  was  convinced  that  life 
as  he  knew  it  would  be  destroyed  and 
would  never  come  again.  In  the  words  of 
Edward  Downes,  "The  composer  felt  that 
the  entire  tradition,  the  works  of  the  past 
he  loved,  the  values  by  which  he  lived, 
even  the  sensitivity  to  perceive  these 
things  —  were  all  sliding  with  him 
irretrievably  into  oblivion." 

As  did  all  of  his  sensitive  European 
contemporaries,  Mahler  perceived  around 


him  a  cracking  of  society,  one  that  he  felt 
was  going  to  bring  down  the  very  political, 
social  and  artistic  structures  upon  which 
he  had  built  his  life.  He  could  not,  of 
course,  foretell  his  own  calamities  or  the 
start  of  the  Great  War  in  1914  that 
realized  his  vision,  but  he  did  bring  to  his 
last  works  a  sense  of  portentous  uneasiness 
and  irreplaceable  loss  that  mirror  the  era 
in  which  he  lived.  "Mahler's  music 
expressed  the  intuitive  forebodings  of  an 
artist  listening  to  the  distant  rumblings  of 
the  future  and,  as  such,  formulating  the 
apprehensions  of  the  suppressed  and 
inarticulate...  who  found  in  him,  the 
Austrian  Jew,  their  most  sympathetic 
spokesman,"  commented  Hans  Redlich. 
The  overwhelming  poignancy  of  Mahler's 
music  arises  from  his  juxtaposition  of 
these  cosmic  concerns  with  the  simple, 
personal  joys  of  nature,  family,  love  and 
the  other  essential  values  that  nurture  our 
humanity.  As  a  testament  to  the  ebbing 
of  a  great  man's  life,  the  art  that  he 
cherished,  and  even  the  society  in 
which  he  lived,  Mahler's  Ninth 
Symphony  is  among  the  most  poignant 
works  ever  composed. 

Bruno  Walter,  who  led  the  premiere 
of  the  Ninth  Symphony  in  Vienna  a  year 
after  the  composer's  death,  spoke  also  of 
the  work's  "prophetic  significance  in 
purely  musical  terms.  Here  Mahler  stands 
once  more  upon  the  mysterious  threshold 
beyond  which  lies  a  new  unexplored 
province  of  the  realm  of  music.  Mahler's 
themes  appear  as  ghostly  symbols,  reduced 
to  bare  outlines;  the  texture  is  thinned 
out,  much  as  in  some  passages  of  the  latest 
Beethoven;  the  independent  melodic 
entities  are  projected  bluntly  against  a  vast 
empty  horizon  and  clash  with  each  other 
in  harsh,  portentous  friction."  The  Ninth 
Symphony  proved  to  be  an  enormous 
influence  on  Mahler's  younger  Viennese 
colleagues,  especially  Arnold  Schoenberg, 


who  followed  its  lead  in  creating  a  new 
musical  style  for  the  new  century. 

For  all  of  its  universal  significance, 
however,  the  creation  of  the  Ninth 
Symphony,  like  all  of  Mahler's  music,  was 
intimately  bound  up  with  his  personal  life. 
In  her  account  of  their  years  together,  his 
wife,  Alma,  left  a  charming  anecdote 
concerning  the  work's  composition  in  the 
chapter  dated  "Christmas,  1910": 

"Our  drawing-room  [in  New  York 
City's  Plaza  Hotel]  was  a  corner  room.  It 
i  had  three  enormous  windows,  one  of 
i  which  was  a  bow-window  occupying  the 
whole  corner.  Immediately  below  there 
was  the  Plaza,  but  the  noise  of  its  ceaseless 
i  traffic  reached  us  only  as  a  murmur.  In 
!  front,  we  had  a  magnificent  view  over 
i  the  vast  Central  Park,  studded  with  lakes 
1  and  ponds. 

"We  often  went  for  walks  together 
that  winter,  or  else  I  sent  Mahler  out 
alone  with  Gucki  [i.e.,  Anna,  the  Mahlers' 
younger  daughter].  It  was  good,  too, 
that  he  should  get  to  know  his  little  girl, 
of  whom  he  grew  more  and  more  fond. 
I  could  see  them  nearly  the  whole  time 
from  my  ninth-floor  window,  walking 
together  in  Central  Park  and  snowballing 
each  other. 

"He  always  [revised  and  orchestrated] 
his  compositions  of  the  summer  during 
the  winter.  This  time  it  was  the  Ninth 
Symphony,  for  the  Tenth  was  not 
completed  and  he  had  a  superstitious  fear 
of  working  on  it.  He  played  bits  of  Das 
Lied  von  der  Erde  to  me  almost  daily  during 
those  last  two  years.  One  day  while  he  was 
working,  Gucki  stood  beside  him, 
watching  with  engrossment.  He  was 
scratching  out  one  note  after  another. 
'Papi,'  she  said,  'I  wouldn't  like  to  be  a 
note.'  'Why  not?'  he  asked.  'Because  then 
you  might  scratch  me  out  and  blow  me 
away.'  He  was  so  delighted  that  he  came  at 
once  to  tell  me  what  she  had  said." 


*  *  * 

The  formal  structure  of  Mahler's 
Ninth  Symphony  is  unusual.  It  comprises 
two  fast,  sardonic  central  movements 
flanked  at  beginning  and  end  by  massive 
Adagio  statements.  Each  movement 
represents  a  particular  kind  of  farewell. 
The  first  is  a  farewell  to  love,  to  intimacy, 
to  spiritual  pleasures.  The  second,  a  hard- 
edged  handler  or  German  peasant  dance, 
could  be  either  (or  both)  a  farewell  to  the 
simple  joys  of  country  life  or  a  modern 
evocation  of  that  fearful  medieval 
omnipresence,  the  Dance  of  Death.  The 
third  movement,  a  mocking  Burleske, 
leaves  behind  the  tawdry  attractions  of  the 
city  and  of  sophisticated  life.  The  finale  is 
a  farewell  to  life  itself. 

Throughout  his  score,  both  in  the 
musical  notes  and  in  the  performance 
markings,  Mahler  left  not  mere 
indications  of  these  meanings,  but  a  trail 
of  neon  signposts.  The  ending  is  marked 
ersterbend  ("dying  away");  one  section  bears 
the  legend  Freund  Hein  spielt  auf  ("the 
Grim  Reaper  plays"),  another  Wie  ein 
schwerer  Kondukt  ("like  a  somber  funeral 
procession");  "O  vanished  days  of  youth,  O 
scattered  love...  "  is  scrawled  at  one  point 
in  the  manuscript.  It  is  the  music, 
however,  that  most  fully  reflects  Mahler's 
mind:  the  violent  clashes  of  contrasting 
materials  in  the  unique  and  complex 
structure  of  the  first  movement  (the  works 
of  Beethoven's  last  years,  such  as  the 
Piano  Sonata,  Op.  109,  come  to  mind); 
the  distorted  and  brittle  dance  of  the 
second;  the  chaotic  maelstrom  of  the 
third;  the  gradual  slipping  away  of  the 
delicate  strands  of  melody  —  of  life  itself 
—  in  the  finale.  These  tell  us  more  about 
the  feelings  of  the  dying  composer  than 
could  any  written  words.

BIOGRAPHIES 


David  Soyer,  cello 

Cellist  David  Soyer  has  served  on  the  Curtis  faculty  since  1968.  Born  in 
Philadelphia,  he  studied  with  Diran  Alexanian,  Emanuel  Feuermann  and  Pablo  Casals.  A 
founding  member  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet,  he  has  performed  in  leading  recital  halls 
around  the  globe,  and  his  recordings  with  the  Quartet  are  available  on  the  Phillips,  RCA 
Gold  Seal  and  Arabesque  labels.  As  a  solo  performer,  Mr.  Soyer  has  also  appeared  in  concert 
with  many  of  the  world's  major  orchestras  and  in  recital  with  such  artists  as  Rudolf  Serkin, 
Peter  Serkin,  Mieczyslaw  Horszowski,  Rudolf  Firkusny  and  Andras  Schiff,  among  others.  A 
dedicated  educator  as  well  as  a  musician,  Mr.  Soyer  is  on  the  faculties  of  the  Manhattan 
School  of  Music  and  the  University  of  Maryland,  in  addition  to  teaching  at  Curtis. 

Seymour  Lipkin,  piano 

A  member  of  the  Curtis  faculty  since  1969,  pianist  Seymour  Lipkin  received  his 
Bachelor  of  Music  degree  from  The  Institute  in  1947,  studying  with  David  Saperton, 
Mieczyslaw  Horszowski  and  Rudolf  Serkin.  At  Tanglewood,  he  studied  conducting  with 
Serge  Koussevitzky  and  shortly  thereafter  became  apprentice  conductor  of  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra  under  George  Szell.  In  1948  Mr.  Lipkin  won  the  Rachmaninoff  Competition  (as  a 
pianist)  and  has  since  played  with  all  the  major  U.S.  orchestras.  He  also  continued  his 
conducting  career  at  the  New  York  City  Opera;  as  assistant  conductor  (under  fellow  alumnus 
Leonard  Bernstein)  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic;  and  as  music  director  of  the  Joffrey 
Ballet.  Since  1987  Mr.  Lipkin  has  been  artistic  director  of  the  Kniesel  Hall  Summer 
Chamber  Music  Festival  in  Blue  Hill,  Maine.

Performer  Biographies 


Lynn  Harrell  (Cello  '63) 

Curtis  alumnus  Lynn  Harrell  is  respected  around  the  world  as  a  soloist, 
chamber  musician,  recitalist,  conductor  and  teacher.  In  recent  seasons,  he  has 
appeared  with  such  orchestras  as  those  of  Boston,  Chicago  and  Philadelphia,  as 
well  as  the  London  and  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestras.  In  1994,  Mr.  Harrell 
performed  with  the  Royal  Philharmonic  and  Gilbert  Levine  at  the  Vatican's  first 
official  commemoration  of  the  millions  of  lives  lost  in  the  Holocaust,  a  historic 
event  attended  by  Pope  John  Paul  II  and  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Rome.  Mr.  Harrell 
was  also  celebrated  at  the  Hong  Kong  Philharmonic's  three- week  "Lynn  Harrell 
Cello  Festival"  in  1999.  As  a  chamber  musician,  Mr.  Harrell  has  enjoyed  a 
long-standing  collaboration  with  pianist  Vladimir  Ashkenazy  and  violinist 
Pinchas  Zukerman,  appearing  as  a  trio  in  prestigious  halls  around  the  world, 
and  receiving  two  Grammy  Awards  tor  Best  Classical  Recording.  His  extensive 
discography  includes  recordings  on  the  EMI,  RCA,  New  World  and  London/ 
Decca  labels,  and  he  is  the  recipient  of  numerous  honors,  including  the  first 
Avery  Fisher  Award.  Mr.  Harrell  is  a  regular  participant  in  the  Aspen  Music 
Festival,  where  in  the  summer  of  1999  he  premiered  his  program  Songs  My 
Father  Taught  Me.

Pianist  Victor  Santiago  Asuncion  has  performed  in  recital  in  Canada, 
Japan,  Mexico  and  his  native  Philippines,  as  well  as  major  venues  in  the  United 
States,  including  Carnegie's  Weill  Recital  Hall,  Lincoln  Center  and  the  New 
Jersey  Performing  Arts  Center.  As  an  orchestral  piano  and  harpsichord  soloist, 
he  has  worked  with  such  conductors  as  Sergio  Esmilla,  Harold  Farberman, 
Corrick  Brown,  Enrique  Batiz,  Zev  Dorman,  Arthur  Weisberg,  Claudio  Ribeiro, 
Bobby  McFerrin,  Sidney  Harth  and  James  Judd.  In  addition  to  his  frequent 
collaborations  with  Mr.  Harrell,  Mr.  Asuncion  has  worked  with  violinist  Daniel 
Heifetz,  flutist  Nadine  Asin,  clarinetists  Bil  Jackson  and  Ted  Oien,  hornist  John 
Cerminaro,  the  Classical  Band,  members  of  the  Vienna  Philharmonic,  and  the 
Harid  and  Emerson  String  Quartets.  His  recordings  can  be  heard  on  the  Hartt 
and  ERM  labels,  as  well  as  DEUX,  the  independent  label  he  founded  in  1996.

Mr.  Khaner  has  given  recitals  and  master 
classes  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad,  and  he  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Montreal  Symphony, 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  Cleveland  Orchestra  and  Atlantic  Symphony,  among  others.

Elizabeth  Hainen  joined  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  as  its  principal  harp  in  June

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music's  historic  performance 
space,  Field  Concert  Hall,  is  one  of  Philadelphia's 
most  beautiful  venues  for  intimate  musical  events. 

Designed  by  architect  Horace  Wells  Sellers,  the  Hall 
opened  in  1928  as  Casimir  Hall,  named  after  the  father 
of  the  great  Polish  pianist  Josef  Hofmann,  who  was  one  of 
The  Institute's  founders  and  its  third  director.  In  1943  the 
venue  was  renamed  Curtis  Hall,  in  honor  of  Mary  Louise 
Curtis  Bok,  whose  generosity  and  personal  commitment 
to  The  Institute  lasted  throughout  her  long  life. 

And  now,  after  summer-long  renovations  and  restoration, 
the  250-seat  performance  space  is  being  renamed  Field 
Concert  Hall,  in  recognition  of  a  generous  grant  from  the 
Joseph  and  Marie  Field  Foundation. 

The  grant  has  enabled  The  Institute  to  bolster  the 
structural  integrity  and  technological  functioning  of  the  Hall, 
as  well  as  to  restore  its  renowned  four-manual  Aeolian  pipe 
organ,  without  compromising  the  aesthetic  elegance  of  this 
unique  and  gracious  performance  venue.  The  funds  will  also 
provide  an  endowment  for  the  Hall's  future  maintenance.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1924  to 
train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  169  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  schooUs  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  these  thrice-weekly  recitals  are 
an  integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institutes  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience, 
giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber 
music  groups . 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students.  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institutes  founding,  over  40  alumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  are  frequently  heard  with  the 
world's  leading  opera  companies,  including  La  Scala,  Covent  Garden,  Vienna  Staatsoper, 
San  Francisco  and  Houston  Grand  Opera. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  10  and  26.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  Conducting  Department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  recently  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Riccardo 
Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and 
David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  HBig  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  over  25%  of  the  principal  desks.

SYNOPSIS 

Act  I 

Don  Pasquale,  a  cantankerous  old  bachelor,  is  determined  to  disinherit  his  nephew, 
Ernesto,  for  refusing  to  marry  according  to  his  wishes.  Ernesto's  chosen  bride  Ifl 
Norina,  a  beautiful  young  widow,  whom  the  Don  deems  unsuitable — sight  unseen — 
because  she  has  no  dowry. 

Pasquale's  plan  is  simple:  If  he  can  find  a  wife  of  his  own,  Ernesto  will  receive 
nothing.  He  consults  his  friend,  Dr.  Malatesta,  who  claims  to  have  found  the  perfe<  I 
young  bride:  his  own  sister,  Sofronia,  who  has  recently  returned  from  a  convent.  The 
Don  excitedly  consents  to  meet  the  young  woman,  completely  unaware  that 
"Sofronia"  is  simply  Norina  in  disguise,  and  that  she  and  Malatesta  are  conspiring  to 
play  a  trick  on  him.  Pasquale  gloats  about  his  good  fortune  to  Ernesto,  who  discerns 
Sofronia's  true  identity,  but  is  not  in  on  the  plot:  He  is  convinced  he  has  been 
betrayed  by  his  lover  and  is  heartbroken. 

Act  II 

Ernesto  leaves  his  uncle's  house  despondent.  Malatesta  returns  with  the  demure 
Sofronia  to  consecrate  their  scheme.  Pasquale  is  smitten  with  his  meek  bride,  and  the 
two  are  married  on  the  spot.  Ernesto  bursts  in,  ready  to  make  a  scene,  when  Malatesta 
pulls  him  aside  and  divulges  their  conspiracy.  Once  the  vows  are  sworn,  Sofronia 
turns  out  to  be  anything  but  the  demure  woman  Pasquale  thought  her  to  be:  She 
immediately  orders  new  furnishings,  additional  servants  and  an  expensive  new 
carriage — and  she  won't  take  "no"  for  an  answer.  The  Don  realizes  he  has  made  a  very 
grave  mistake. 

Act  III 

By  nightfall,  Sofronia  has  racked  up  piles  of  bills,  and  Pasquale  realizes  that  he  will 
soon  be  ruined,  and  so  determines  to  assert  his  authority.  Sofronia  is  preparing  to 
depart  for  an  evening  at  the  theater,  and  so  he  commands  her  to  stay  at  home.  She 
slaps  him  for  his  impudence  and,  what's  worse,  vows  to  return  when  the  play  is  over. 

As  she  storms  out,  she  "accidentally"  drops  a  note  from  a  fictitious  lover,  arranging 
for  a  secret  rendezvous  later  that  evening.  Enraged,  Pasquale  calls  for  Malatesta  and 
admits  to  him  that  he  never  should  have  treated  Ernesto  so  harshly.  The  two  conspire 
to  catch  the  lovers. 

Ernesto  and  Norina  meet  and  share  a  moment  together  before  Pasquale  and 
Malatesta  approach.  Ernesto  hides  himself  and  watches  the  two  men  accost 
"Sofronia."  Malatesta  tells  her  that  she  should  leave  immediately,  because  Ernesto's 
own  bride  will  arrive  the  next  morning.  Seeing  Sofronia's  dismay  at  sharing  his 
household  with  another  woman,  the  Don  believes  this  may  be  his  chance  to  get  rid  of 
her,  and  so  calls  for  Ernesto  to  be  married  at  once.  Only  when  his  nephew  emerges 
from  the  shadows  does  Pasquale  realize  that  he  has  been  had,  and  that  his  Sofronia 
and  Ernesto's  Norina  are  one  and  the  same.  Thankful  that  he  is  no  longer  in  a 
woman's  clutches,  he  allows  the  marriage  to  proceed  and  all  is  forgiven. 


DON  PASQUALE 

by  Gaetano  Donizetti  (17974848) 


Composed  in  a  mere  1 1  days  (at  least,  so  said  the  composer,  who  probably  was 
exaggerating),  Don  Pasquale  was  Gaetano  Donizetti's  final  comic  opera  and  the  last 
work  in  this  prolific  genre  to  remain  in  the  standard  repertoire.  The  story  derived 
from  another  libretto  written  in  the  18th  century,  Ser  Marc  Antonio,  and  was  adapted 
by  Giovanni  Rutfini  with  a  lot  of  input  from  Donizetti. 

Though  Don  Pasquale  is  peopled  with  stock  characters,  familiar  from  the  comedies 
of  Moliere  and  Goldoni,  they  are  still  irresistible:  the  pert  heroine  Norina  (a  soul- 
sister  to  Rosina  in  The  Barber  of  Seville),  her  lovesick  young  suitor  Ernesto,  the 
bumbling  old  Don  Pasquale  who  thinks  he  is  marrying  a  docile  type  and  the 
conniving  Dr.  Malatesta  who  struts  around  with  a  fake  legal  contract.  Though  we've 
seen  their  kind  in  many  an  opera,  Donizetti  brings  them  to  life  through  his  sparkling 
music. 

The  opera  had  its  premiere  in  Paris  at  the  Theatre  des  Italiens  on  January  3,  1843. 
Opening  night  was  a  huge  success,  due  not  only  to  the  opera's  charms  but  the  fact 
that  the  cast  featured  some  of  the  finest  singers  of  the  time.  That  Don  Pasquale  has 
remained  so  popular  is  not  surprising,  tor  it  is  concisely  written,  with  well-defined 
and  timeless  comic  situations  and  a  pervasive  musical  elegance  and  grace. 

The  opera  cleverly  interweaves  expansive  lyricism,  sparkling  coloratura,  mock- 
tragic  effects  and  so-called  patter-writing,  whose  rapid-paced  nonsense  syllables  and 
staccato  effects  were  so  dear  to  Donizetti  and  to  that  other  master  of  opera  buffa, 
Gioachino  Rossini.  By  the  time  Don  Pasquale  ends,  with  a  fake  assignation,  the 
audience  —  if  not  the  singers  —  is  exhausted  with  laughter.

BIOGRAPHIES 

David  Moody,  music  director,  piano 

Curtis  faculty  member  David  Moody  attended  the  University  of  Illinois  as  a 
student  of  John  Wustman.  In  1993  he  became  the  accompanist  for  the  New  York 
Choral  Society,  performing  with  the  group  for  its  25th-anniversary  Carnegie  Hall 
celebration.  While  in  New  York  City-,  he  also  served  as  coach  for  the  Juilliard  and 
Manhattan  schools  of  music,  and  he  currently  serves  as  a  resident  coach  for  the 
Chautauqua  Institution.  Previously  based  in  London,  Mr.  Moody  has  most  recently 
worked  as  an  accompanist  and  coach  for  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music,  the  Banff 
Centre  for  Fine  Arts,  the  National  Opera  Studio  and  the  Academie  Europeene  de 
Musique  d'Aix-en-Provence.  In  1997,  under  the  direction  of  Sir  Edward  Downes,  he 
prepared  a  concert  performance  of  Verdi's  I  Masnadieri  for  the  Royal  Opera's 
production  at  the  Edinburgh  Festival.  He  is  assistant  conductor  at  the  Opera 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  where  he  began  in  1999. 


Chas  Rader-Shieber,  stage  director 

Known  for  his  innovative  stagings  of  the  Baroque  repertoire,  Chas  Rader-Shieber 
has  directed  numerous  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  productions  including  Monteverdi's 
The  Coronation  ofPoppea  earlier  this  season,  last  season's  production  of  Britten's 
A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  the  U.S.  premiere  of  Impressions  de  Pelleas  in  1999  and 
previous  productions  of  Poulenc's  Dialogues  des  Carmelites,  Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas, 
Handel's  Alcina  and  Xerxes,  and  Mozart's  Don  Giovanni  and  Idomeneo,  among  others. 
Mr.  Rader-Shieber  was  the  artistic  director  of  the  Skylight  Opera  Theatre  in 
Milwaukee  from  1990-95,  where  his  productions  included  Eugene  Onegin,  The  Magic 
Flute,  Handel's  rarely  performed  Semele  and  Partenope,  and  the  American  premiere  of 
Mozart's  The  Jewel  Box.  In  Europe  he  has  staged  productions  of  The  Marriage  of  Figaro, 
Don  Giovanni  and  the  Brooks/Bizet  La  tragedie  de  Carmen.  In  recent  years  his  work  has 
been  seen  at  the  Academy  of  the  West,  Minnesota  Opera,  the  Lake  George  Opera, 
the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center,  and  the  Edmonton  and  Vancouver  operas  in  Canada. 

Joseph  M.  Urbanik,  scenic  designer 

Joseph  M.  Urbanik  has  designed  scenery  for  many  plays  and  musicals,  including 
The  Philadelphia  Story;  Little  Shop  of  Horrors;  Philadelphia,  Here  1  Come!;  Into  the  Woods; 
Dancing  at  Lughnasa;  Pippin;  The  Pajama  Game;  My  Favorite  Year;  and  Sunday  in  the 
Park  with  George.  An  accomplished  scenic  painter,  Mr.  Urbanik  has  served  as  a  scenic 
artist  on  such  films  as  Philadelphia,  Philly  Heat,  Two  Bits  and  Twelve  Monkeys.  Don 
Pasquale  marks  Mr.  Urbanik's  fourth  production  with  The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre,  after 
designing  Don  Giovanni,  The  Rape  ofLucretia  and  Lelisir  d'amore  in  previous  seasons. 

Laila  Swanson,  costume  designer 

Originally  from  Trondheim,  Norway,  Laila  Swanson  received  her  M.F.A.  in  set  and 
costume  design  from  Temple  University  in  1994.  Since  then  she  has  designed 
costumes  for  productions  at  various  state  theaters  in  Norway  and  Sweden  including 
The  Wild  Duck,  Hedda  Gabler  and  La  Sonnambula.  In  1997  Ms.  Swanson  designed  and 
managed  the  production  of  1 ,000  historical  costumes  for  an  event  in  her  hometown. 
Now  permanently  residing  in  the  United  States,  she  is  in  her  fourth  year  as  a  resident 
set  and  costume  designer,  shop  supervisor  and  part-time  faculty  member  with  Arcadia 
University  in  Glens ide,  Pennsylvania,  where  her  designs  can  be  seen  in  four  productions 
each  year.  Ms.  Swanson's  recent  film  credits  include  Unbreakable;  Girl,  Interrupted;  and 
The  Sixth  Sense.

Currently  169  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarnen  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra.

Hans  Vonk 

Dutch  conductor  Hans  Vonk  is 
currently  in  his  fifth  season  as  music 
director  of  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Since  his  early  appointments 
as  assistant  conductor  of  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  and  conductor 
of  the  Netherlands  Ballet,  Mr.  Vonk  has 
served  as  conductor  of  the  Netherlands 
Opera,  Netherlands  Radio  Philharmonic 
(of  which  he  is  currently  principal  guest 
conductor),  Cologne  Radio  Symphony 
and  the  Dresden  Staatskapelle  and 
Staatsoper,  and  as  associate  conductor  of 
the  Royal  Philharmonic  Orchestra  in 
London.  Mr.  Vonk  also  appears  regularly 
as  guest  conductor  with  the  orchestras  of 
Philadelphia,  Boston,  Cleveland  and  Los 
Angeles,  as  well  as  Tokyo's  Yomiuri 
Nippon  Symphony.  His  extensive 
discography  includes  a  number  of 
recordings  with  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony 
Orchestra  on  its  Arch  Media  label;  EMI 
Classics  recordings  of  Schumann's 
complete  symphonies  and  concertos  with 
the  Cologne  Radio  Symphony  Orchestra, 
and  a  Beethoven  piano  cycle  with 
Christian  Zacharias  and  the  Dresden 
Staatskapelle;  and  Der  Rosenkavalier,  also 
with  the  Dresden  Staatskapelle,  on  the 
Denon  label. 

Judy  Loman 

Harpist  Judy  Loman  is  a  1956 
graduate  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music, 
where  she  studied  with  Carlos  Salzedo. 
She  has  served  as  principal  harp  of  the 
Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra  since  1960, 
performing  frequently  as  soloist  with  that 
ensemble.  She  has  also  appeared  as  soloist 
with  major  orchestras  in  North  America, 
Great  Britain  and  Europe.  Committed  to 
new  music,  Ms.  Loman  has  commissioned 
a  number  of  works  for  the  harp  by 
Canada's  foremost  composers  and  has 
introduced  these  compositions  worldwide 


through  recordings  and  solo  recitals.  Her 
extensive  discography  has  proven  valuable 
to  harpists  and  composers  as  material  from 
which  to  study  harp  compositions  from  all 
periods.  Ms.  Loman  has  adjudicated  at 
both  the  International  Harp  Competition 
in  Israel  and  the  USA  International  Harp 
Competition.  A  dedicated  educator 
whose  former  students  can  be  found  in 
major  orchestras  around  the  world,  Ms. 
Loman  serves  on  the  faculties  of  The 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music  and  Toronto's 
Royal  Conservatory  of  Music. 

PROQRAM  NOTES

Maurice  Ravel 

Born:  Ciboure,  March  7,  1875 
Died:  Pans,  December  28,  1937 

Pavane  pour  une  infante  defunte 

(Pavane  for  a  Dead  Princess) 

The  pavan  was  a  dance  of  slow  tempo 
and  refined  gesture  that  originated  in  Italy 
during  the  late  Renaissance  and  spread 
throughout  Europe,  becoming  especially 
popular  in  Spain  and  England.  Thomas 
Morley,  in  his  guide  of  1579  for  the 
dedicated  musical  amateur  of  the 
Elizabethan  age,  Rhine  and  Easie 
Introduction  to  Practical  Musicke,  described 
the  pavan  as  "a  kind  of  staide  musicke, 
ordained  for  graue  [grave]  dauncing."  In 
Spain  the  pavan  often  accompanied  the 
weddings  of  young  girls  of  the  nobility,  the 
solemn  activities  of  feast  days  and  certain 
religious  ceremonies.  The  provenance  of 
its  name  became  obscured  in  the 
wondrous,  frustrating  etymological  thicket 
that  is  16th-century  language.  It  may  refer 
to  Padua  as  the  place  of  its  origin  (pavana 
meaning  "of  Padua")  or  to  the  supposed 
resemblance  between  the  majestic 
movements  of  the  dance  and  the 
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spreading  of  a  peacock's  tail  (pavon  in 
Spanish). 

Ravel  recreated  the  dignified, 
processional  character  of  the  pavan  in  his 
Pavane  pour  une  infante  defuntey  but 
admitted  devising  the  title  just  because  he 
was  pleased  by  the  sound  of  the  words. 
The  music's  elegant  simplicity  recalls  not 
only  a  stately  Spanish  Renaissance  court, 
but  also  the  pastoral  serenity  of  classical 
civilization. 

Despite  Ravel's  later  criticism  of  the 
Pavane  as  "threadbare  in  form,  incomplete 
and  unventuresome,"  it  remains  a  work  of 
grace,  beauty  and  captivating  nostalgia. 
The  composer  said  he  conceived  it  as  a 
dance  for  a  little  17th-century  princess  as 
painted  by  Velasquez  rather  than  as  a 
funeral  lament  for  a  small  child.  He  always 
railed  against  performing  the  work  too 
slowly,  warning  that  it  was  the  princess 
who  had  died  and  not  the  pavan.  The 
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musical  personality  of  Ravel  is  distinctly 
evident  in  this  early  work  in  its  clear 
structure,  rich  harmonies,  finely  crafted 
melodies,  pellucid  instrumental  writing 
and  carefully  honed  emotion. 

Alberto  Ginastera 

Born:  Buenos  Aires,  April  11,  1916 
Died:  Geneva,  June  25,  1983 

Harp  Concerto,  Op.  25 

Alberto  Ginastera,  Argentina's  most 
famous  and  widely  performed  composer, 
was  the  outstanding  creative  figure  in 
South  American  music  following  the 
death  of  Villa-Lobos  in  1959.  Ginastera's 
career  was  divided  between  composition 
and  education,  and  in  this  latter  capacity 
he  held  posts  at  leading  conservatories 
and  universities  in  Argentina  and  at 
Dartmouth  College  in  New  Hampshire. 
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His  musical  works,  many  written  on 
American  commissions,  include  three 
operas,  two  ballets,  six  concertos,  1 1  film 
scores,  eight  orchestral  works,  various 
vocal  and  choral  compositions,  and 
numerous  compositions  for  chamber 
ensembles  and  piano.  Ginastera  traveled 
extensively  to  oversee  the  presentation  of 
his  scores  and  to  adjudicate  major  musical 
competitions.  For  his  contributions  to 
music,  he  was  honored  with  many  awards, 
including  memberships  in  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Letters. 

The  Harp  Concerto  marked  a 
significant  turning  point  in  the 
development  of  Ginastera's  musical  style. 
The  composer  categorized  his  works  before 
the  mid-1950s  as  "Nationalistic,"  drawing 
inspiration  and  material  for  them  from  the 
rhythms  and  melodies  of  the  Argentine 
folksongs  and  dances  known  as  musica 
cnolla,  though  he  seldom  used  literal 
quotations.  This  nationalistic  music  is 
imbued  with  the  symbolism  of  the  pampas 
and  the  gauchesco  tradition,  for  which 
Ginastera  became  the  leading  musical 
spokesman. 

His  second  style,  "Neo- 
Expressionism,"  began  around  1958 
and  encompassed  most  of  his  later 
compositions.  In  these  works  he  employed 
such  avant-garde  techniques  as 
polytonality,  serial  writing,  quarter-tones 
and  other  micro  intervals,  as  well  as  an 
extension  of  instrumental  resources.  The 
Harp  Concerto  stands  at  the  threshold 
between  Ginastera's  two  musical  idioms, 
blending  the  vibrant  rhythms  and 
characteristic  melodic  leadings  of 
indigenous  Argentine  music  with  the 
expanded  harmonic,  textural  and  coloristic 
resources  of  his  gestating  later  manner. 

The  strongest  thread  tying  together 
his  old  and  new  compositions  is  not 
technical,  however,  but  expressive,  as  he 


wrote  about  his  1961  Piano  Concerto: 
"A  work  must  produce  a  feeling  of 
comprehension,  a  flow  of  attraction 
between  public  and  artist,  independent  of 
structural  implications....  Art  is  first 
perceived  by  our  senses.  It  then  affects  our 
sentiments  and  in  the  end  awakens  our 
intelligence.  A  work  which  speaks  only  to 
the  intelligence  of  man  will  never  reach 
his  heart....  Without  sensibility  the  work 
of  art  is  only  a  cold  mathematical  study, 
and  without  intelligence  or  technique  it  is 
only  chaos.  Thus  the  perfect  formula 
would  be  sensitive  beauty  plus  technical 
skill."  The  Harp  Concerto  is  such  a  work. 

The  Harp  Concerto  follows  the 
traditional  three-movement  structure, 
though  the  form  is  amended  by  the 
inclusion  of  an  extended  solo  cadenza  as 
the  bridge  to  the  finale.  The  opening 
movement  follows  the  usual  sonata-form 
pattern:  A  close-interval  main  theme  is 
presented  by  the  harp,  accompanied  by 
whirring  figures  in  the  strings  and  sharp 
punctuations  from  the  winds  and 
percussion;  the  second  theme,  marked  in 
its  first  measure  by  a  wide-ranging  arpeggio 
from  the  harp,  follows  after  some  soft 
timpani  taps,  a  brief  silence  and  a  sentence 
of  simple  prefatory  chords  from  the  soloist. 
The  middle  of  the  movement  contains  a 
passage  of  dynamic  energy  exploiting  the 
rhythmic  ambiguity  inherent  in  its  meter 
(and  calling  for  col  legno  —  tapping  with 
the  wood  of  the  bow  —  from  the  strings) 
and  a  development  of  the  main  theme 
initiated  by  string  tremolos  and  flutter- 
tonguing  on  the  flutes.  The  main  theme 
and  second  theme,  in  abbreviated  versions 
separated  by  a  brief  cadenza,  round  out  the 
first  movement. 

The  second  movement  consists  of  a 
large  central  section  framed  at  beginning 
and  end  by  strongly  contrasting  music.  A 
lugubrious  imitative  passage  rising  from 
the  low  strings,  a  timbre  and  texture 
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reminiscent  of  the  fugue  in  Strauss' 
Also  sprach  Zarathustra,  opens  the 
movement.  The  harp  and  woodwinds 
trade  expressive  comments  on  the  strings' 
opening  statement.  The  principal  part  of 
the  movement  is  given  over  to  a  paragraph 
of  "night  music"  in  which  the  harp's 
snapping  figures  are  set  against  an  eerie, 
rustling  background,  a  quality  perhaps 
indebted  to  the  slow  movements  of  several 
of  Bela  Bartok's  orchestral  compositions. 
The  return  of  the  tiny  string  fugue  and  the 
harp's  comments  upon  it  close  the 
movement.  A  dramatic  and  virtuosic 
cadenza  serves  as  the  gateway  to  the  finale, 
a  rondo  whose  structure  is  marked  by  the 
sharp  reports  of  the  tom-toms  heralding 
the  appearances  of  the  main  theme. 

Sergei  Rachmaninoff 

Born:  Onega,  April  1,  1873 

Died:  Beverly  Hills,  March  28,  1943 

Symphony  No.  2  in  E  minor,  Op.  27 

By  the  beginning  of  1906, 
Rachmaninoff  had  decided  to  sweep  away 
the  rapidly  accumulating  obligations  of 
conducting,  concertizing  and  socializing 
that  so  cluttered  his  life  in  Moscow  in 
order  to  find  some  quiet  place  in  which  to 
devote  himself  to  composition.  His 
determination  may  have  been 
strengthened  by  the  political  unrest 
beginning  to  nimble  under  the 
foundations  of  the  aristocratic  Russian 
political  system.  The  uprising  of  1905  was 
among  the  first  signs  of  trouble  for  those  of 
his  noble  class  (his  eventual  move  to  the 
United  States  was  a  direct  result  of  the 
swallowing  of  his  family's  estate  and 
resources  by  the  1917  Revolution)  and  he 
probably  thought  it  a  good  time  to  start 
looking  for  a  quiet  haven. 

A  few  years  before,  Rachmaninoff 
had  been  overwhelmed  by  an  inspired 


performance  of  Die  Meistersinger  he  had 
heard  at  the  Dresden  Opera.  The  memory 
of  that  evening  and  the  aura  of  dignity  and 
repose  exuded  by  the  city  had  remained 
with  him,  and  Dresden,  at  this  time  in  his 
life,  seemed  like  a  good  place  to  be.  The 
atmosphere  in  Dresden  was  so  conducive 
to  composition  that  within  a  few  months 
of  his  arrival  he  was  working  on  the 
Second  Symphony,  the  First  Piano 
Sonata,  the  Op.  6  Russian  folk  songs  and 
the  symphonic  poem  The  Isle  of  the  Dead. 
The  Second  Symphony  was  unanimously 
cheered  when  it  was  premiered  under  the 
composer's  direction  in  St.  Petersburg  on 
January  26,  1908. 

The  majestic  scale  of  the  Symphony 
is  established  at  the  outset  by  a  slow, 
brooding  introduction.  A  smooth 
transition  to  a  faster  tempo  signals  the 
arrival  of  the  main  theme,  an  extended 
and  quickened  transformation  of  the 
basses'  opening  motive.  The  expressive 
second  theme  enters  in  the  woodwinds. 
The  development  deals  with  the  vigorous 
main  theme  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
beginning  of  the  formal  recapitulation  is 
engulfed  by  its  surging  sweep.  The  second 
movement  is  the  most  nimble  essay  to  be 
found  in  RachmaninofPs  orchestral  works. 
After  two  preparatory  measures,  the  horns 
hurl  forth  the  main  theme,  which  bears 
more  than  a  passing  resemblance  to  the 
Dies  Irae,  the  ancient  chant  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  Mass  for  the  Dead  that 
haunted  the  composer  for  many  years.  The 
vital  nature  of  the  music,  however,  does 
not  support  any  morbid  interpretation. 
Eventually,  the  rhythmic  bustle  is 
suppressed  and  finally  silenced  to  make 
way  for  the  movement's  central  section, 
whose  skipping  lines  embody  some  of 
RachmaninofPs  best  fugal  writing. 

The  rapturous  Adagio  is  music  of 
heightened  passion  that  resembles  nothing 
so  much  as  an  ecstatic  operatic  love  scene. 
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Alternating  with  the  joyous  principal 
melody  is  an  important  theme  from  the 
first  movement,  heard  prominently  in  the 
central  portion  and  the  coda  of  this 
movement.  The  finale  bursts  forth  in  the 
whirling  dance  rhythm  of  an  Italian 
tarantella.  The  propulsive  urgency  subsides 
to  allow  another  of  RachmaninofPs 


wonderful,  sweeping  melodic  inspirations 
to  enter.  A  development  of  the  tarantella 
motives  follows,  into  which  are 
embroidered  thematic  reminiscences  from 
each  of  the  three  preceding  movements. 
The  several  elements  of  the  finale  are 
gathered  together  in  the  closing  pages.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1924  to 
train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  1 69  students  from 
the  United  States  and  26  other  countries  study  with  the  schools  renowned  82-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Gary  Graffman, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  and  many  of  the 
principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  these  thrice-weekly  recitals  are 
an  integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute's  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience, 
giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber 
music  groups . 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students.  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institute's  founding,  over  40  alumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  are  frequently  heard  with  the 
world's  leading  opera  companies,  including  La  Scala,  Covent  Garden,  Vienna  Staatsoper, 
San  Francisco  and  Houston  Grand  Opera. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  10  and  26.  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  Conducting  Department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  recently  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Riccardo 
Chailly,  James  Levine,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawallisch,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  and 
David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American  symphony 
orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  over  25%  of  the  principal  desks.

SYNOPSIS 

Act  I 

Vanessa,  bitter  and  faded,  has  pined  for  20  years  for  her  former  lover,  Anatol,  who 
abandoned  her,  never  to  be  seen  again.  But  on  the  night  of  a  powerful  snowstorm, 
Vanessa,  her  mother  the  baroness,  and  her  beautiful  niece,  Erika,  make  preparations 
for  his  long-awaited  return.  However,  the  visitor  who  arrives  is  not  the  man  expected, 
but  rather  his  son,  an  opportunist  who  shares  his  father's  name  and  good  looks.  The 
young  man  bears  bad  news:  His  father  is  dead.  Distraught,  Vanessa  spurns  this  new 
Anatol  and  storms  off,  leaving  him  alone  with  Erika. 

As  time  goes  by,  however,  Vanessa  becomes  as  infatuated  with  the  younger  Anatol 
as  she  had  been  with  his  father.  After  he  has  stayed  at  their  home  for  several  weeks, 
Erika  confesses  to  her  grandmother  that  she  was  seduced  by  Anatol  on  his  first  night, 
and  doesn't  know  what  to  do:  He  has  offered  to  marry  her,  but  he  is  also  plainly 
romancing  Vanessa.  Just  then,  Vanessa  returns  from  a  promenade  with  Anatol  and 
confides  in  Erika  that  he  is  close  to  proposing  marriage.  Erika  later  confronts  Anatol 
about  his  two  proposals;  he  churlishly  responds  that  both  offers  still  stand,  and  laughs 
at  her  old-fashioned  sentimentality.  Her  eyes  now  open  to  his  true  character,  Erika 
decides  that  if  her  aunt  wants  Anatol,  she  can  have  him. 

Act  II 

New  Year's  Eve  comes,  and  revelers  celebrate  the  occasion  at  Vanessa's  home.  The 
hostess,  however,  is  not  in  high  spirits,  as  Erika  has  cloistered  herself  in  her  room  and 
will  not  join  the  festivities.  As  the  evening  progresses,  Erika,  weak  and  pale,  descends 
from  her  room  and  collapses  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs.  Muttering  that  Anatol's  child 
must  not  be  born,  she  stumbles  out  into  the  cold  night  before  anyone  can  stop  her. 

Act  III 

As  the  new  year  dawns,  the  household  is  anxiously  awaiting  Erika's  return  when 
Anatol  arrives,  carrying  her  unconscious  body.  Suspecting  that  Erika  and  Anatol  may 
have  been  lovers,  Vanessa  questions  him.  Anatol  denies  her  accusation,  and  instead 
claims  that  Erika's  actions  were  meant  to  protest  their  impending  marriage.  Outraged, 
Vanessa  bans  her  niece  from  their  home. 

As  Erika  awakens,  she  asks  to  be  left  alone  with  her  grandmother,  to  whom  she 
confesses  that  she  had  been  trying  to  miscarry  Anatol's  unborn  child.  Horrified,  the 
old  woman  vows  never  to  speak  to  her  again. 

Two  weeks  pass,  and  Vanessa  and  Anatol  prepare  to  depart  for  Paris,  where  they 
will  make  their  new  home.  Having  forgiven  her  niece,  Vanessa  whispers  to  Erika  that, 
without  Anatol's  knowing,  she  has  willed  her  their  home,  so  she  may  live  there  as 
long  as  she  likes.  Bitter  and  fading  herself,  Erika  grimly  realizes  that  she,  now,  must 
take  her  aunt's  place  at  the  window,  always  waiting  and  pining  for  her  own 
undeserving  Anatol. 


VANESSA 

by  Samuel  Barber  (1910-1981) 

It  is  not  often  that  operas  are  successful  at  first  hearing  and  retain  their  popularity 
with  audiences  and  critics  alike,  but  such  is  the  case  with  Samuel  Barber's  Vanessa. 
Even  more  unusual  is  the  fact  that  its  premiere,  held  January  15,  1958,  was  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  in  New  York,  a  company  that  at  the  time  rarely  mounted 
American  operas  —  let  alone  their  premieres.  Dimitri  Mitropoulos  conducted  an 
all-star  cast,  with  soprano  Eleanor  Steber  in  the  title  role.  The  opera  received  a 
standing  ovation  and  critics  raved,  comparing  Barber's  orchestration  to  that  of 
Richard  Strauss. 

Barber  had  a  deep  knowledge  of  and  empathy  for  the  human  voice  (he  was  himself 
a  singer),  and  was  able  to  infuse  formal  structures  with  deep  lyricism  and  dramatic 
power.  No  small  part  of  the  opera's  success  is  the  libretto  —  based  on  one  of  those 
dark  gothic  tales  by  Isak  Dinesen  —  by  Barber's  devoted  friend  and  colleague,  Gian 
Carlo  Menotti.  Though  Italian  by  birth,  Menotti  early  on  developed  a  remarkable 
sense  of  the  English  language  as  well  as  of  the  theater,  as  revealed  by  his  own  rich 
operatic  output.  Barber  and  Menotti  are  among  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music's  most 
illustrious  alumni.  Their  works  retain  a  solid  and  broad  popularity,  whatever  the 
musical  fashions  of  the  time.

Ian  Robertson,  conductor 

Ian  Robertson,  chorus  director  and  conductor  with  the  San  Francisco  Opera  since 
1987,  made  his  company  conducting  debut  in  1988  with  Lady  Macbeth  ofMtsensk  and 
has  since  led  performances  of  Falstaff,  Lohengrin,  Rigoletto,  La  Traviata,  Don  Carlo, 
Turandot  and  II  Trovatore.  In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Opera  Chorus,  Mr. 
Robertson  has  led  the  Opera  Orchestra  in  concerts  at  the  War  Memorial  Opera 
House  and  as  part  of  the  1994  Summer  Concert  series.  Mr.  Robertson  was  previously 
head  of  music  and  chorus  director  of  the  Scottish  Opera,  for  which  he  also  conducted 
several  productions.  A  native  of  Scotland,  he  trained  as  a  pianist  at  the  Royal 
Scottish  Academy  of  Music,  where  he  won  numerous  awards  as  well  as  a  scholarship 
to  the  University  of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Robertson  has  performed  in  recital  at  the 
Edinburgh  International  Festival  and  in  such  venues  as  Wigmore  Hall  and  the 
Purcell  Room  in  London.  He  has  recorded  recitals  for  the  BBC  and  appeared  as 
pianist  with  the  New  Music  Group  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Robertson  has  conducted  Curtis 
productions  of  Tchaikovsky's  lolanta,  Puccini's  La  Rondine,  Britten's  Rape  ofLucretia 
and  Mozart's  Don  Giovanni,  as  well  as  last  season's  performances  of  Britten's 
A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream.
